i. ALABAMA 


You really will need to buy a game program at 
Bryant-Denny Stadium in 2021. That No. 6 won't be 
DeVonta Jones. And it won't be Mac Jones wearing 
No. 10, Nor Najee Harris under the crimson helmet with 
the 22 on it. Alas, that's the nature of college football, 
and Nick Saban has proven through the years that it 
matters not a whit at Alabama 

Sometimes we get bogged down in things like “number of returning 
starters,” but the real story is that the Tuscaloosa Master Gardeners (they're 
good) plant bulbs of future NFL draft picks in the end zone and they bloom 
every daggone year without fail. It's not the number of returning starters that 
matter, but how many briliant flowering bulbs that gardener Nick and his 
staff have planted during recruiting. 

And it has been more than enough — producing 10 or more victories 13 
consecutive years, with six national championships. Five of the last six have 
made it to the last game of the year, with three titles. 

For all the attention the offense received last 
season with 49 points a game and the Heisman Trophy winner and the two 
other almost-Heisman Trophy winners and all that, the defense allowed an 
average of 19.4 points against 11 SEC opponents, Notre Dame and Ohio 
State. Eight teams didn't get to 20 points and might not again in 2021 with 
the Tide loaded at each level of the defense, with Christian Harris the latest 
in a long line of perfect-specimen linebackers leading the way. 
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Add the best kicking game in the country and it becomes apparent that 
the offense won't have to blow teams off the field this year, anyway. Bryce 
Young is ready at quarterback, Brian Robinson Jr. is a quality running back 
‘among other quality running backs, wide receiver John Metchie Ill leads the 
way ... and new offensive coordinator Bill O’Brien knows what to do with 
them. 

THE BAD NEWS: When only three starters return on offense and the 
line is undergoing changes, things are not all rosy, And even though Young 
is the unquestioned starter, his only experience has been mopping up. Some 
young running backs and receivers will have to step forward (which always 
happens). And opening against Miami is not an easy way to start with such 
inexperienced players and a new staff that hasn't made game adjustments 
together. 

Half of the coaching staff has turned over, and sometimes those changes 
aren't perfectly smooth (ask Auburn and LSU about that). O'Brien has spent 
a decade as a head coach at Penn State and the Houston Texans; how will he 
fit as offensive coordinator? New O-line coach Doug Marrone, too, has spent 
10 of the past 12 years as a head coach. How will they and three other new 
assistants fit into the Saban way? 

OUR CALL: It seems the Tide would be in the national title hunt if Saban 
had zero returning starters. And this year, there are eight on a defense that is 
‘going to be lights-out. The Young Era begins. He's No. 9, by the way.

Compliant ACC Makes It Sorta Easy 

Another season, another run at a national championship. A seventh 
consecutive ACC title is a given, even post-Trevor. The Tigers are already the 
first schoo! to win six in a row in any current conference. Dabo Swinney loses 
‘Trevor Lawrence, Travis Etienne and some playmakers on defense, but the 
Cupboard is always full at Clemson. 

THE GOOD NEWS: We've gotten a glimpse of D.J. Uiagalelei, and 
that's enough. The quarterback’s athleticism makes him perhaps even more 
dangerous than Lawrence. Aside from the opener against Georgia, Clemson's 
biggest challenge may be at NC State. The defense is loaded, including sixth- 
year LB James Skalski, Budding star Bryan Bresee anchors a typically tough 
defensive line, 

THE BAD NEWS: Tailback Lyn-J Dixon is no Etienne, but who is? The 
Tigers open 2021 with a de facto playoff game against Georgia in Charlotte, 
To be real here, the Tigers might actually be able to survive a loss, After that 
Clemson plays only three more teams with 2020 winning records (NC State, 
BC and Pitt), 

OUR CALL: Expect a fifth CFP Championship Game berth in the last 
seven years. The ACC offers little resistance, and these cats are too dominant 
(even after significant personnel losses) to expect anything less. 


@. OKLAHOMA 


Ready to Win a Playoff Game (or Two) 

The Sooners have more depth and more talent on defense than they've 
had In at least a decade, That makes Lincoln Riley very happy going into his 
fifth season at the helm. Imagine Baker Mayfield or Kyler Murray having this 
kind of defense at their disposal. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Riley has put together strong recruiting classes, 
has mined the transfer portal for Power 5 veterans and this year has 19 
starters back. He also brings back arguably the nation’s top quarterback 
in Spencer Rattler. This is a big year for OU. 

THE BAD NEWS: Creed Humphrey's departure for the NFL hurts 
because he was a two-time captain and a two-time Big 12 Lineman of the 
Year, Two experienced defensive backs also left for the draft. The receiver 
corps led the nation with nine dropped TD passes — yes, touchdowns, not 
just passes. 

OUR CALL: Chalk up a seventh straight Big 12 championship. The 
teal question is if Alex Grinch’s defense truly has the depth to compete for 
a national championship, Among the usual frontrunners, only Oklahoma 
returns its quarterback. Is that good enough for OU to win a playoff game? 
Or even two? 


SG 4, GEORGIA 


Back on the Rise with Daniels 

Once coach Kirby Smart finally took the kid gloves off JT Daniels late 
last season when the former USC quarterback’s ACL injury fully healed, the 
Bulldogs leaped from a quality SEC team into a 2021 national playoff-quality 
‘team. Even nine players being drafted by the NFL does not deplete the 
‘substantial talent on this roster. 

THE GOOD NEWS: There is top-tier talent at every offensive position, 
even after star receiver George Pickins suffered an ACL tear in the spring. 
The committee at tailback offers great depth, led by Zamir White and James 
Cook, and the receiving corps is still the deepest it has been in years. 

THE BAD NEWS: Don't kid yourself, having to replace nine NFL draft 
picks (plus Pickens) in one offseason is impossible. And talented CB Tyrique 
Stevenson transferring to Miami creates problems in the secondary since 
the coverage talent needs ripening. Also, neither line is exactly stocked with 
veterans. 

OUR CALL: Georgia opens with Clemson in Atlanta and expects to end 
the regular season with Alabama in the SEC title game. Two of those three 
figure to land in the CFP championship, and don’t rule out UGA, These guys 
are, after all, still better than anybody else on their schedule.

Fifth Straight Big Ten Title Seems Passe’ 


Oh, to be Ryan Day. Young, Wealthy. A rising star in his profession. Being 
able to bring five-star and four-star players onto the roster on sort of a whim, 
You had to be impressed by his trip to the national title game last season. Not 
the national title game itself, but he’s only 42, give him time. 

THE GOOD NEWS: It's Ohio State. The locker room oozes star talent. 
For starters: Is there a better WR tandem than Chris Olave and Garratt 
‘Wilson? No, RB Master Teague Ill takes over for Trey Sermon. But keep an 
eye on incoming freshman TreVeyon Henderson. The kid Is boffo, 

THE BAD NEWS: It's Ohio State. How bad can it ever be? QB Justin 
Fields is gone. Yet, Day will sort through an uber-talented trio of youngsters. 
Only three of the top 10 tacklers are back, DE Zach Harrison, DT Haskell 
Garrett and CB Sevyn Banks must lead the way. 

OUR CALL; Day is 23-2 overall as Buckeye boss and still perfect vs. the 
Big Ten: 15-0. Look it up. Who does that? What's next? A national title, That 
might not happen this year, but OSU is good enough to wear the Big Ten for 
a fifth season in a row. Bored yet, Brutus? Didn't think so.

It's Year 4 for Jimbo ... that's Big 

Can a team with a new quarterback AND a retooled offensive line win the 
‘SEC West? Well, A&M can try, and the Aggies’ defense likes to think it can 
make the difference. As everyone in College Station knows, Jimbo Fisher won 
the national title his fourth year at Florida State, and in Year 4 in Aggieland, 
things are trending just about right. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The speed of this defense makes it look like 12 
‘men are on the field, and this group could be even better than last year's. 
RBs Isaiah Spiller and Devon Achane are a terrific 1-2 punch, and there is 
good pass-catching talent, particularly with Ainias Smith splitting out wide. 

THE BAD NEWS; Much of the plan revolves around the offensive line 
Creating time and space — time for QB Haynes King (or Zach Calzada) to 
‘operate and space for Spiller and Achane to run wild. Yet, only one starter 
returns up front, and even All-America guard Kenyon Green is changing 
positions, moving to left tackle. 

OUR CALL: One of the top 10 defenses in the country returns almost 
intact. The Aggies will run the ball well enough, but can they protect an 
inexperienced quarterback to do significant damage downfield? Perhaps 


not immediately, but by Oct. 9 and beyond ... hmmm. 
Za IOWA STATE 


Blowing into the National Elite to Stay? 


Matt Campbell's mission to build a winning culture in Ames appears to 
be sustainable. After he led last year's Cyclones within reach of their first 
conference title in 108 years, lowa State signed him to an extension through 
2028 that pays him $4 million annually, Taking the program to its first-ever 
AP Top 10 finish will do that for a guy. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Among the Cyclones’ 19 returning starters are 
eight members of the All-Big 12 first team. That includes dynamic QB Brock 
Purdy and national rushing leader and unanimous All-American Breece Hall, 
plus receiver Xavier Hutchinson, tight end Charlie Kolar and league Defensive 
Player of the Year Mike Rose. 

THE BAD NEWS: All-Big 12 DL Ja'Quan Bailey leaves a massive hole 
in a formidable defense. The Cyclones eventually have to meet the moment: 
With a championship in the balance, the Cyclones coughed up three turn- 
overs, including a game-ending interception, in a 27-21 loss to OU. 

OUR CALL: Playing in their first Big 12 title game and their first New 
Year's Six Bowl shows how far Campbell and his staff have taken things 
in Ames. Can they take it the next step — a conference crown and even 
a playoff spot? The talent seems to be there, butis it deep enough?

= Can Bearcats Crash the Party? 
Luke Fickell has established the Bearcats as the elite Group of Five 
program. One of these years, a Group of Five team will get to the CFP. Cincin- 
nati might be that team. And this might be that year. Fickell has closed the 
recruiting borders around talent-rich Cincinnati and is 31-6 in the past three 
‘seasons. The defense has led the AAC for three straight seasons, and new 
coordinator Mike Tressel (from Michigan State) takes over a loaded unit. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Fourteen starters return from a nine-win team that 
took Georgia to the wire in the Sugar Bowl. QB Desmond Ridder should be 
a Heisman Trophy candidate. DE Myjai Sanders (six sacks) and CB Ahmad 
Gardner (three picks) could end up as All-Americans. 

THE BAD NEWS: Defensive coordinator Marcus Freeman being hired 
away by Notre Dame is a big loss, Gerrid Doaks is a hard man to replace at 
tailback, but after gaining nearly 500 yards as a backup, Jerome Ford could 
lessen the blow. Although the defense has been routinely formidable, there 
are key losses to replace up the middle. 

OUR CALL: The Bearcats’ season comes down to back-to-back roadies 
at Indiana and Notre Dame. Both foes are likely to be ranked and provide 
a legitimate boost to a CFP berth. 


Brown and Howell Have Heels Clicking 

What Mack Brown has accomplished at North Carolina is remarkable — 
15 wins in two seasons, including an Orange Bowl berth last season. And in 
that Orange Bowl loss to Texas A&M, the Tar Heels were missing their leading 
rusher, receiver and tackler, yet were tied in the fourth quarter before wearing 
down. They were one of the most entertaining teams to watch in 2020, and 
the momentum continues to build with a quarterback who is basically the 
Heisman co-frontrunner. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Check the numbers — Sam Howell's passing 
yards, touchdown passes, yards per attempt and passer rating were all 
better than Trevor Lawrence's. The Tar Heels don’t have to worry about facing 
Clemson (until the ACC title game, they hope). The defense should be better 
with coordinator Jay Bateman in Year 3. 

THE BAD NEWS: Running backs Javonte Williams and Michael Carter 
have moved on, as well as receivers Dazz Newsome and Dyami Brown. 

The Heels are good but are they really a national power? It's a huge leap 
to Clemson. 

OUR CALL: The Heels are the class of the Coastal Division. Even an 
eight- or nine-win season could get the Heels to the ACC title game, and 
that's where the spotlights would really get bright.

This Oregon Trail Can Lead to Playott 

Asterisk or not, Oregon heads into 2021 as the two-time reigning Pac-12 
champion. And the Ducks aren't going to give up the crown easily. The strong 
feeling is that Oregon has more to accomplish in coach Mario Cristobal’s 
fourth season — and by more, we mean carrying the Pac-12 flag all the way 
to the College Football Playoff. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Success on the recruiting trail has Oregon brim- 
ming with talent in all phases, most notably the dynamic duo of Noah Sewell 
and Kayvon Thibodeaux on defense. The addition of defensive coordinator 
Tim DeRuyter, and Joe Moorhead’s first real offseason as offensive coordina- 
tor, should provide positive jolts on both sides of the ball. 

THE BAD NEWS: Replacing Justin Herbert at quarterback last season 
proved difficult, and his long shadow continues to cast doubt over the posi- 
tion in 2021. Whoever starts gets thrown into a potential Playoff play-in (or 
play-out) Week 2 at Ohio State. Road games at divisional rivals Stanford and 
Washington are still daunting, 

OUR CALL: Should one of the quarterbacks click, Oregon is a clear 
favorite to win the Pac-12. Getting to the Playoff is another matter with the 
Ohio State game looming, but the Ducks will remain well-positioned in their 
quest to three-peat.

Where ‘Work in Progress’ = ‘Top 11° 

Even coach Brian Kelly calls this team, with fewer returning starters than 
any other ranked team, a “work in progress.” But that doesn't mean a deep 
setback on his watch. After four-year starting QB lan Book went to the NFL, 
Jack Coan transferred in from Wisconsin to give the Fighting Irish a chance. 
‘And when Clark Lea became head coach at Vanderbilt, Kelly plucked highly 
respected defensive coordinator Marcus Freeman from Cincinnati. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Defenses will have to worry about stopping 1,000- 
yard back Kyren Williams (they won't), which should give Coan a chance to 
breathe and get things going to superb TE Michael Mayer. Watch for Freeman: 
to pile pressure on offenses with quality linebackers and All-America safety 
Kyle Hamilton. 

THE BAD NEWS: Having Book and three offensive linemen among 
nine players drafted shows the talent that must be replaced. With a relatively 
inexperienced secondary, Freeman might not be able to turn loose Hamilton 
‘as much as he'd like, 

OUR CALL: To say Notre Dame is on autopilot is unfairly dismissive, 
but Kelly has things in place to return annually to the Top 10 or so. The Irish 
will be among the top dozen teams in the country for the sixth time in seven 
seasons, but a national title run is unlikely,

Building a New Mousetrap: Gators on the Run? 

The Gators have won 29 games in three years, and their team speed 
temains dangerous across the field, but how do they make up for the loss 
of QB Kyle Trask, TE Kyle Pitts, WR Kadarius Toney and five other NFL Draft 
picks? Coach Dan Mullen has the personnel to put more emphasis on the run 
and count on a new secondary (and staff) to shore up the back of a defense 
that gave up 31 points a game last year. 

THE GOOD NEWS: 08 Emory Jones has shown flashes of brilliance 
as a dual-threat change-up for three years. The top three running backs 
return, and they'll be joined (pushed?) by explosive Clemson transfer 
Demarkcus Bowman. 

THE BAD NEWS: The defense was historically bad last season — as in, 
Florida's worst since World War |. But in keeping coordinator Todd Grantham 
and firing two secondary coaches, Mullen essentially scapegoated the defen- 
sive backfield, which is even less experienced this year. 

OUR CALL: The Gators are the second-best team in the SEC East, but 
what does that mean? It means they'll have to do it a little differently this year. 
They'll have to control the ball more, which in turn might keep their defense 
off the field.

After a Weird 2020, Another West Title 

What in the name of Barry Alvarez is going on here? The Badgers went 4-3 
in 2020. Chalk it up mostly to COVID weirdness and injuries. This is Wisconsin, 
the land of milk, cheese and Big Ten West titles, 

THE GOOD NEWS: Defense. Check this out: No foe scored more than 
28 points vs. Bucky in 2020, which is saying something these days. Many of 
those staunch defenders are back. Say “hello” to LBs Jack Sanborn, Leo Che- 
nal and Nick Herbig. Watch rising star QB Graham Mertz throw pretty spirals 
to TE Jake Ferguson and WRs Kendric Pryor and Danny Davis. 

THE BAD NEWS: Offense. Where'd it go? That punishing run game? 
Absent. Your time is now, RB Jalen Berger. The Badgers averaged just 25.1 
points last season, the program's lowest over the last 12 seasons. Weird 
season or no, that's not just enough, and makes stoic Paul Chryst frown. 

OUR CALL: Its all there for Wisconsin, the motivation to rebound from 
a disappointing season, the toothy defense and kind of strong O-line that has 
made Madison famous. And Mertz has that look of a championship-caliber 
quarterback. Pencil Bucky into the West penthouse for the fifth time in eight 
years.

Anxiously Awaiting Return of King 


Welcome to Episode 2,547 of: “Is Miami back? All the way back?” The 
Canes teased us four years ago with a 10-win season, but it isn’t that simple, 
Following last year’s 8-3 record, their first hurdle will be getting quarterback 
D'Eriq king healthy enough for the ACC campaign, so even though they start 
Sept. 4 with a sexy game against Alabama, their primary goal has to be to 
win the ACC Coastal Division. 

THE GOOD NEWS: When King announced he was coming back, 
the Hurricanes chances for a big 2021 rose exponentially. Manny Diaz 
was one of the busier coaches in the transfer portal, landing, among others, 
WR Charleston Rambo (Oklahoma), DE Deandre Johnson (Tennessee) and 
CB Tyrique Stevenson (Georgia), 

THE BAD NEWS: Even though King started the summer on track to 
return for fall workouts, regaining full speed after a torn ACL is still a substantial 
process that can't be rushed. The defensive losses are substantial, too. 

OUR CALL: The ‘Canes like to think they can get to a New Year's Six 
bowl, but that will take some doing, Last year was just weird in a lot of ways, 
but that 62-26 November loss to North Carolina didn't disappear with the 
vaccine and should be a motivating factor all summer.

Hungrier Cowboys Could Sneak Up 
Mike Gundy's offense was loaded last season with record-setting 
playmakers and the defense returned 10 starters, but the Cowboys couldn't 
‘sustain the high-level success. This year the names aren't as dynamic — 
four of those Cowboys, including Chuba Hubbard and Tylan Wallace, are now 
in the NFL — but the foundation is there for the next generation, 

THE GOOD NEWS: Jim Knowles’ defense has eight full-time starters 
back, including playmakers like Kolby Harvell-Peel and Tre Sterling at safety, 
Malcolm Rodriguez at linebacker and Trace Ford and Tyler Lacy at end. Super 
sophomore Brennan Presley scored three TDs against Miami in the bow! 
game and will be a weapon for the offense, 

THE BAD NEWS; OB Spencer Sanders was still loose with the football 
last season — he's now up to 19 interceptions and 27 total turnovers in his 
first 20 games as the starter. If he gets that figured out, he can be elite. If he 
doesn't, sophomore Shane Illingworth is waiting in the wings, 

OUR CALL: Winning 23 games the past three seasons isn’t bad, but last 
year's team underachieved. Younger, hungrier players at key positions might 
be just what the OSU offense needs. And with better defensive depth than 
ever, the Cowboys could sneak up. 


Don't Worry, It Was Only a Nightmare 

Following 2019's incredible dream, 2020 was supposed to be a down 
season for the LSU Tigers. But the incredible nightmare it became was no- 
body's idea of a good time in Baton Rouge. By the time the Tigers were 3-5, 
‘a whisper campaign was swirling about Ed Orgeron’s job security — yes, 
roughly 10 pandemic-ugly months after winning the national championship. 
So, he fired three assistants. Problem solved. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The entire offensive and defensive lines are back, 
Which is a big deal in the SEC. The quarterback situation is stronger with 
‘Myles Brennan healthy and then-freshman Max Johnson showing Florida 
and Ole Miss he can lead victories. 

THE BAD NEWS: After allowing 34.9 points (that’s a touchdown worse 
than any LSU team on record), changes had to be made, and new coordinator 
Daronte Jones has eight starters back and some ideas to use their speed 
better. 

OUR CALL: The Tigers start the season on a two-game winning streak, 
and let's not forget that this program had 21 players drafted into the NFL the 
past two years. They have talent stockpiled that we haven't even seen yet. 
So, yeah, ask Alabama, Auburn, A&M and Florida if they view this as a 5-5 
team.

So, it’s no 
surprise that his version of Washington football is built to thrive with standout 
playmakers in the secondary, Trent McDuffie, leader of the bunch, is one of 
the top cornerbacks in the country. Offensively, a stout and veteran line paves 
the way for a diverse running-back rotation. 

THE BAD NEWS: Quarterback has been a consistent, lingering ques- 
tion for Washington. Freshman Sam Huard comes with a rich Washington 
pedigree and 5-star billing, but will he be the player to lead the Huskies back 
to the Playoff? He'd have to take the job from improving Dylan Morris, On 
defense, losing game-changing edge rusher Zion Tupuola-Fetui to an Achilles 
tear in spring changes the pass rush, and not for the better. 


OUR CALL: Washington gets Oregon at home, which may well decide

Herm 
Edwards begins his fourth season at Arizona State with his most experienced 
lineup, headlined on offense by Jayden Daniels and by Merlin Robertson on 
defense.

But here's something to consider: The 
element of surprise is gone. Now, Indiana will be circled on the schedules 
of opponents. How will the Hoosiers deal with great expectations? 

OUR CALL; After their highest finish in the AP poll (12th) since 1967 
(4th), this is the first time Indiana has been in the AP preseason poll (they 
‘will be, don’t worry) since 1969. Yes, Allen keeps waking up these kinds 
of echoes in a fairytale that shows no signs of ending. 


: Hoping to Pick Up Where They Left Off 


Its not how you start, it's how you finish, right? That's what Penn State is 
hoping after a Hyde and Jekyll 2020 season that saw the Nittany Lions began 
with a jaw-dropping 0-5 mark before ripping off four wins in succession to 
close the pandemic-shortened season. Now, if they can just pick up where 
they left off. 


THE GOOD NEWS; Penn State is on its third OC in three years, Mike 
Yurcich is the new play-caller. And he'll have some toys to play with, includ- 
ing stud WR Jahan Dotson and a deep well of talent at running back. The 
secondary is something to brag about.

THE GOOD NEWS: Kedon Stovis heads into his third year of quarter- 
backing Graham Harrell's offense. With elite talent Drake London at receiver 
and a versatile lineup of running backs, scoring points should be no problem 
for the Trojans one season after averaging 33.3 points per game. 

THE BAD NEWS: After Todd Orlando's first season as defensive coor- 
dinator showed significant improvements from 2019, the challenge now is 
maintaining, despite significant turnover. Talanoa Hufanga, Jay Tufele, Olaijah 
Griffin and Marlon Tuipulotu are all gone, while Brandon Pili sustained a torn 
Achilles in the spring that could shelve him most of the season. 

OUR CALL: USC may not be a clear favorite to win the Pac-12 South, 
but the Trojans still are arguably the division's most talented team. Avoiding 
Washington and Oregon in cross-divisional play is a plus, and if Orlando's 
defense and Harrell’s “Air Raid” continue to progress, the Trojans will be 
pace-setters.

Either way, it appears Sarki- 
sian has some options, and he has put together a bumper staff to do it. 

THE BAD NEWS: Texas continued to recruit well under Herman — it is 
Texas, after all — but it all amounted to zero conference titles, and there was 
significant roster churn after the coaching change. Last year the Longhorns 
played six one-possession games and went 3-3.

The depth was eroded by transfers amid the 
coaching change, so just a couple of key injuries could be devastating. 

OUR CALL: Harsin brings a focus on fundamentals as well as a newbie 
swagger that will build with some early victories before rolling into Penn 
State for a tone-setter on Sept. 18. Who knows how it will all play out by the 
time the Tigers face, as he called them “the team up north.”

Coaches, too, are 
Motivated by a Chip 
on the Shoulder

0 one likes to be fired. 
And when Gus Malzahn was fired 
for the first time at age 55, it hurt 


like hell. 

“You went through something pretty 
traumatic,” Central Florida athletic director 
Terry Mohajir told his unemployed coaching 
prospect. “Are you ready to get back in? Are 
you OK?” 

“He said, ‘You better believe it man,” 
Mohajir related. “I could feel the fire through 
the phone.” 

At Auburn, Malzahn had played for a 
national championship, won 66 percent of his 
games, went to three New Year's Six bowls, 
and had beaten Nick Saban’s Alabama three 
times in his eight seasons. And he was out 
of a job. 

So, yeah, there was a bit of indignation. 

“Yve always got a chip on my shoulder,” 
Malzahn told reporters, “something to prove.” 

So, by the time he was introduced as UCF’s 
new coach in February, he was positively 
gushing. A burden had been lifted. The 
burden of powerful Auburn boosters looking 
over his shoulder basically every time he 
called a play ... was gone, 

When the Tigers’ former coach took the 
podium after being named to replace Josh 
Heupel (who had left for Tennessee), a new 
coach — and man — had emerged. 

Gus joked. Gus gestured. The low-key, 
almost shy, coach admitted something had 
changed. 

The Gus who was muted most of the time 
at Aubum was almost talking smack in his 
new position. 

“If the right guy ever got to UCF, and 
would stay there and build it, everybody else 
would be in trouble,” he said he once told his 
Auburn staff. “T believe I’m that right now.” 

Motivation abounds this 2021 offseason. 
The pandemic that robbed every team of 
preparation and much of the excitement that 
goes with playing college football, also cost 
every program millions of dollars, and when 
it came right down to it, it cost 11 coaching 
staffs their jobs. 

Of the 17 new head coaches, five had been 
fired as head coaches at previous stops in 
their careers. 

“The old adage is you've never really 
coached until you've been fired,” said new 
Texas coach Steve Sarkisian. 

Sark was fired at USC in 2015 after public 
struggles with substance abuse. After a stay 
in rehab, he re-emerged with Alabama as 
an analyst, and by 2020 he was the Broyles 
Award winner (nation's best assistant coach). 

How's that for a comeback? Texas gets 
Sark at the top of his game. At age 46, he is 
regarded among the game’s best play callers 


... can he succeed at one of the top 10 head 
coaching jobs? 

“When you experience that (firing) a lot of 
coaches go one of two ways,” Sarkisian said. 
“Tt really drove me just to be the best coach 
Tcan be, 

“T wasn’t worried if I would ever be a head 
coach again. I just wanted to be the best 
coach, the best version of Steve Sarkisian 
every day. ... All of the sudden there were 
opportunities to be a head coach again.” 

It's part of every coach's DNA to compete. 
Whether in a rivalry or a blowout in a 
guarantee game or in recruiting or in building 
a reputation — or in rebuilding a reputation. 

Malzahn could have taken a year or two 
off doing TV and counting his Auburn buyout 
money. But there's a reason he took an eight- 
week deep breath after his firing. 

“I got a chance to sit back and re-evaluate 
things,” Malzahn said. “It took me about a 
week to say, ‘I want to coach again! They're 
getting the best Gus Malzahn coach than at 
any point in my career.” 

Sark won't say it in as many words the way 
Malzahn will: The burn in the gut is brighter 
than ever in these guys to show what they 
can do. To show what they're made of. To 
succeed when they were told they were no 
good ... and fired. 

“Think of it: Fired from your alma mater,” 
said Arkansas defensive coordinator Barry 
Odom. 


That is exactly what happened to Odom 
after the 2019 season following 13 years as 
a Missouri player, grad assistant, assistant 
and, finally, head coach. Odom rebounded 
— following a 25-25 record in four seasons 
— with a bounce-back year as the Hogs’ DC. 

“If you're a competitor you're going to 
carry some of those things with you,” he 
added, “which is ... healthy.” 

That's also what happened to Heupel. The 
new Tennessee coach was fired by Oklahoma, 
his alma mater in 2015. 

Heupel’s motivation is rarely witnessed 
publicly. There are only brief glimpses of 
the chip on his shoulder the size of Mt. 
Rushmore. But it is there if you look hard 
enough, as gaudy as the jeweled ring he 
earned in quarterbacking Oklahoma to the 
2000 national championship. 

Amid the subtext of Heupel’s hiring at 
Tennessee was the revenge factor in his 
new gig. It has been stightly more than six 
years since Heupel was fired as co-offensive 
coordinator at OU. At the time in early 2015, at 
age 36, Heupel was considered one of OU's top 
assistants, a possible successor to Bob Stoops. 

Heupel was Stoops’ first and only national 
championship quarterback. He used that 
knowledge to tutor Sam Bradford to the 2008 
Heisman as the Sooners’ quarterbacks coach. 

In his memoir No Excuses, Stoops called 
Heupel the most valuable player he had in 
his 18 years at OU.

“With Josh it especially killed me ...,” 
Stoops wrote. “Firing Josh was (my) worst 
day ... as the head coach at OU." 

Stoops would not comment for this story. 

Heupel has new challenges to occupy his 
attention, 

“I understand how Josh feels,” said former 
Kansas coach Mark Mangino, who was OU's 
offensive coordinator when Heupel was the 
star quarterback. “But whether he cares 
or wants to admit it, he’s still held in high 
esteem at Oklahoma. ... If he walked into 
Memorial Stadium, the fans would jump on 
their feet. They love him.” 

Heupel mostly avoided the question of 
firing-as-motivation at his introductory press 
conference, when he said merely, “It gave me 
a chance in some ways to restart.” 

Heupel restarted as offensive coordinator 
at Utah State ... then Missouri ... then got 
his chance to be head coach at UCF when 
Scott Frost left for Nebraska. 

But in 2018 during his first year as UCF’s 
head coach, Heupel told the Orlando Sentinel, 
“Thank God it happened! It’s worked out 
great for me. If I had stayed there, I wouldn't 
be here.” 


Now Malzahn takes over for Heupel, and 
Heupel is running an SEC program after three 
years at UCF. 

But all of it continues to reflect how the 
entire game — part of all our lives — can at 
times be based on proving someone wrong. 
It's an inherent element of not only sports’ 
backstage but of the human experience. 

Those throughout the competitive food 
chain let disrespect drive them. 

“This is going to be one of the best 
programs in college football,” Malzahn saic 

It certainly is going to be entertaining, 
something Gus wasn’t or wasn’t allowed 
to be at Auburn. Malzahn will call all his 
own plays, which is what got him from 
Springdale (Ark.) High School to the 
University of Arkansas in 2006 as offensive 
coordinator. 

At Auburn, whether or not he was calling 
the plays was sometimes a week-to-week 
proposition. Gus doubted himself at times, 
Fans called for change, 

Now? He is armed with a veteran 
quarterback (Dillon Gabriel) who should 
mesh well with the system. One of the main 
criticisms of Malzahn at the end was his lack 


of development of quarterbacks, and he's out 
to reset that narrative. 

“Definitely I'm going to call plays,” 
Malzahn promised. “I'l call plays the rest of 
my career.” 

Malzahn’s arrival is the best fit of the 
latest hiring cycle of college football coaches, 
and quite a get for a program outside the 
Power 5 conferences. 

There is no disgrace going from the SEC to 
the AAC, Former UCF athletic director Danny 
White spent six years shaping UCF into a 
football power that claimed its own national 
championship and energized Orlando. We 
know what the Knights can be because we've 
witnessed it, 

UCF is buying in the way it did with 
George O'Leary, Frost and Heupel. There are 
billboards measuring the driving distance 
to “The Future of College Football.” It was 
Malzahn's idea to put the players’ twitter 
handles on the back of their jerseys at the 
spring game. 

“T truly believe we will be in the final four 
in a short period of time,” Malzahn said. 

Still, if this works out, Malzahn is probably 
gone in a few years, but everyone knows that 
going in, All concerned parties enter this 
relationship with their eyes wide open. Mohajir 
is familiar with the situation, having Malzahn 
as his coach at Arkansas State in 2012. 

Malzahn stayed one season, his first as a 
college head coach, and Mohajir had to find a 
replacement. Bryan Harsin lasted one season 
for him at Arkansas State, too, 

Note that Malzahn is not a losing coach 
(68-35 in eight seasons at Auburn). He 
just didn’t win enough for Auburn. The 
expectations are different at UCF, less 
maddening than the SEC West. 

Then again, this could also just be who 
Malzahn is for the remainder of his career: 
an energetic offensive mastermind still 
in his prime chasing New Year's Six and 
College Football Playoff berths near Disney 
World. If both entities stay in their current 
relationship, think of the ceiling for UCE as 
the CFP is likely to expand. 

Meanwhile, Heupel is just reaching his 
coaching prime. His record includes an 
American Athletic Conference title and Fiesta 
Bowl appearance as well as two seasons of at. 
least 10 wins. 

It's clear by now Heupel didn’t fail at OU. 
Injuries and turnovers — 17 in the final seven 
games of 2014 — did him in. At the end of 
that 8-5 season, Oklahoma finished unranked 
after a bowl loss for only the second time in 
Stoops’ 18 years. 

Now, he's at Tennessee, historically one 
of the best and currently most challenging 
coaching assignments in the country. 
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“Tt worked out perfect for him because 
some really big-name people wouldn't touch 
it because of the situation,” Mangino said. 

Tennessee's situation is one mired in an 
NCAA investigation regarding possible major 
violations. For that reason, even though Vols 
fans expected a well-established replacement 
for Jeremy Pruitt, when White arrived from 
UCF, he hired the same guy he had hired 
three years earlier at UCE. 

Now Heupel can hamess that chip on his 
shoulder in Knoxville to try to bring some 
gridiron glory back to a program that has 
been largely adrift for nearly two decades. 

But the chip on a coach’s shoulder doesn’t 
always stem from being fired. There are a lot 
of revenge tours this season, coaches wanting 
to prove themselves after some sort of real or 
perceived slight. 

Even Dabo Swinney, who is flying high 
these days, let it fly last season more than he 
ever has. He ripped Florida State when that 
game was postponed hours before kickoff 
because a Clemson backup offensive lineman 
tested positive. He famously questioned Ohio 
State's limited schedule during a pandemic 
by voting the Buckeyes No. 11 in the final 
regular-season coaches poll. 

Just as coaches use motivational ploys to 
get players fired up, they can’t help but have 
their own ire stoked at times. 

It’s college football. Layer competitiveness 
on top of ego on top of money and somebody 
is always getting screwed, oppressed, 
disrespected ... or all three. 

Rebounding from being fired as a head 
coach can be a long, arduous process. 
Sometimes another opportunity presents 
itself quickly (as for Malzahn), but more 
times than not, it takes years. 

It's essentially a reboot, with no guarantees 
that another chance will ever come along. And 
if it does, making good on another chance 
requires an extra measure of grit, overcoming 
the doubters and growing as a coach. 

The newish route of “analyst” that Saban 
instituted at Alabama has led to a number 
of former head coaches gaining perspective 
and rejuvenating their careers. Now Terry 
Bowden has accomplished much the same 
thing through Swinney’s program at 
Clemson (getting back into head coaching at 
Louisiana-Monroe). 

Other former head coaches are going the 
coordinator route, such as Odom at Arkansas, 
Kyle Flood (at Texas), Rich Rodriguez (at La.~ 
Monroe) and Mike Stoops (Florida Atlantic), 
among others. 

Getting a good chance and making good on 
it is another matter entirely. 

“There is a chip on the shoulder of all of 
us,” Odom said. “Everybody has scars.”

Can't argue with Nick Saban’s seven 
National Championships

s Nick Saban and his family arrived 
A: the Tuscaloosa Regional Airport, 

with chants of “Roll Tide!” filling 
the air, he quickly walked over to greet the 
already-adoring fans. 

It was January 3, 2007. 

Alabama athletic director Mal Moore's 
38-day search for a head coach had finally 
landed the big fish after the Crimson Tide 
had endured four blah years of Mike Shula, 
which had followed the non-starting tenure 
of Mike Price, the over-before-you-knew it 
two years of Dennis Franchione and the Mike 
DuBose era, which ended ingloriously in 
NCAA sanctions. 

As the story goes, as Saban approached 
a Crimson-clad woman on that day in early 
January, she screamed out, “Thank you, 
Jesus! Thank you, Nick Saban!” 

She had that right. 

So did Moore. 

“When I set out on this search,” he said 
that day, “I noted that I was seeking a coach 
who has a proven record of championship 
success and achievement. 

“Coach Saban brings that proven record 
of accomplishment and leadership to our 
program. The hiring of Coach Saban signifies 
a new era of Crimson Tide football and 
affirms our commitment to provide our 
student-athletes and fans with a leader who 
will continue our commitment to excellence 
across the board.” 

Alabama fans were dreaming again of 
championships ... but neither Moore nor the 
most frenzied of fans would have sworn on 
a houndstooth hat that there would be this 
many titles, this fast — that just 14 years 


later, Saban would need six fingers to show 
off all his shiny national championship rings 
at Alabama. 

2009. 2011. 2012. 2015. 2017. And 
with a win over Ohio State in last season's 
title game in Hard Rock Stadium in Miami 
Gardens, Fla. ... 2020. 

With his seven national titles, including 
in 2003 with LSU, Saban stands alone. He 
had been tied with Alabama legend Paul 
“Bear” Bryant with six championships 
after beating Georgia in the 2017 College 
Football Playoff title game in a game for 
the ages. 

Saban. The best ever. The GOAT. 

“Sometimes, we sit around and talk 
about, ‘We're really playing for the greatest 
coach ever and we just get to be a part of 
it,” former Alabama tailback Damien Harris 
said in 2018. “We get to watch it up close 
and personal. 

“Tt’s been a true honor, and I’m thankful 
to have been a part of everything that he's 
doing for this program.” 


WHAT MAKES SABAN 
SO SUCCESSFUL? 

Greg Byme, whose father Bill Byrne was 
a longtime athletic director, was once asked 
about what it was like to work with a football 
coach like Saban. 

“Ive worked with coaches my entire life, 
and to get to work with a guy like Nick Saban 
is really interesting, to say the least, in a 
very positive way. His focus, his drive ... the 
guy plans every minute of the day out,” said 
Bye, hired as Alabama's athletic director in 
2017 after seven years as the AD at Arizona. 


“I don't live too far from him and I can 
tell you exactly what time he is going to 
be leaving the house and the structure 
and the discipline he has throughout the 
year. There's a reason why he has been 
so successful. It’s interesting, too, the 
amount of leaders — sometimes around 
our country, but even around the world 
at times — who are intrigued by him and 
want to learn from him. 

“and so I try to learn from him, too, 
throughout the process. Being able to talk to 
Nick Saban about those things is something 
T feel really fortunate for.” 

Saban’s attention to detail, his passion, 
his relentless devotion to The Process — 
“Do your job!” — is well-documented. 
Byme told a story that illustrates Saban in 
action, that helps explain why Nick Saban 
is, well, Nick Saban. 

“That's something I think about quite a bit 
and get to watch,” Byme said. 

“Tl give you an example. He's a great 
teacher. A lot of college football coaches 
when they have their summer camps, they'll 
show up for a half hour each day and give 
the kids a talk, maybe wave at them, sign 
a few autographs. 

“It was June, and by this time a lot 
of coaches are out playing golf, kind of 
recharging their batteries. My office here 
overlooks our football practice fields. Well, 
we have a seventh and eighth-grade camp 
going on, so we have 500 kids out on our 
practice fields. 

“Tm on a conference call overlooking our 
practice fields, and I'm kind of watching 
through the window trying to pass the time

on the call, and I see this guy in the middle 
of these seventh- and eighth-graders with a 
straw hat on, which is what Nick Saban wears 
on the practice field. 

“and he is running around and he is 
coaching them and he is teaching these 
kids like they're his own team, with the 
same level of intensity and the same level of 
drive, A lot of coaches just use (camps) as a 
revenue-generator for the program, which is 
an important part of it — but he's using it 
like he’s coaching them up for the national 
championship, and I think that's part of what 
makes him who he is.” 


© Including last season's final AP poll, the 
Tide has spent 99 weeks as the nation’s top- 
ranked team over the past 13 seasons. The 
next-best team is Clemson at 23. 


Alabama has been ranked No. 1 at some 
point in 13 consecutive seasons, the longest 
in the history of the AP poll. 


© Saban is 66-17 against teams ranked in 
the AP Top 25 since the start of the 2008 
season.

* Saban has produced 39 first-round 
draft picks at Alabama, including four each 
in 2011, 2012, 2017, 2018, 2020 and 6 in 
2021. The total of 39 is, by far, the most in 
the country. The next best is Ohio State at 
22. Think of it this way, Saban has tumed 
out 14 more first-rounders at Alabama than 
Oklahoma (10), Michigan (9) and Auburn (6) 
combined in the same period of time. 


Saban last year became the first college 
head coach in the NFL's common draft era 
to produce a first-round pick at every non- 
specialist position. 


* Alabama didn’t have anyone drafted 
in 2007, Saban’s first season, a reflection 
on the previous coaching staff. Since then, 
Alabama has averaged 7.5 draft picks 
per year. 

“Alabama has always had the name brand, 
recognition, the historical tradition,” former 
Senior Bowl director Phil Savage told Lindy’s 
contributor Christopher Walsh. 
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“Tt always resonates with people, but 
T also think that it was just a stop on the 
circuit (for scouts). There was not a lot of 
distinction between going to Alabama versus 
Tennessee, Auburn or Georgia. It was just 
one of the stops. 

“Once Nick Saban got there, honestly in 
the Southeast it has become the stop.” 


© This is really crazy: Alabama has produced 
41 consensus All-Americans since 2008, 
spanning 13 seasons. That's more than three 
per season. That’s what happens when you take 
the best recruiting and add the best coaching. 

As with the first-round draft picks under 
Saban, the second-best team is eating Bama’s 
dust. Oklahoma is second in All-Americans 
with “just” 16. 

© Alabama players have won three Heisman 
trophies under Saban — Mark Ingram Jr. in 
2009, Derrick Henry in 2015 and DeVonta 
Smith in 2020. 


* And, of course, the six national titles. 


All of these fantastic numbers happen 
when coaches and players are focused on 
The Process, rather than the opponent or the 
score or what happened on the last play. 

“Well, I think what we try to get our 
players to do is play to a standard, be the 
best version of themselves,” Saban said. 

“often times get on our players, even when 
we win and people don't totally understand 
that, because regardless of what the scoreboard 
says, how did you really perform? 

“Did you perform to your best of your 
ability? Did you create the best value for 
yourself and for the team by the way you 
execute the discipline that you played with, 
how you were able to focus on the next play, 
not get frustrated with something that was 
difficult for you? 

“All these things create an internal standard 
that we're trying to get players to play to ... 
it’s about your level of performance.” 


THE EVER-CHANGING SABAN 

Saban has a stoic image — he makes 
headlines when he smiles after a game or at a 
press conference. Toughness and discipline are 
hallmarks of his coaching style, as exemplified 
by this story from former Alabama safety 
Rashad Johnson, who began his career as a 
walk-on running back under Mike DuBose 
before Saban walked through that door. 

“When we were in the Fourth Quarter 
(conditioning) program and going through 
some things, my shirt came out of my shorts. 
Our shirts had to be tucked in when we were 
working out, and Coach Saban jumped me, 
‘Put your shirt in, who do you think you 
are?” Johnson recalled. 


“Tt was that moment of, ‘Oh wow: My shirt, 
it just came out from working out; I really 
didn’t have a chance to tuck it back in. But 
he didn’t care. ‘This is the way it has to be 
done and it's going to be that way! 

“In the end, you're going to thank him 
for it because it only made us a better team 
and it made us all better men. He taught 
us accountability. He taught us how to go 
through adversity, and tough times, and 
come out greater on the other side of it.” 

Yeah, do it his way or else, but he 
isn’t so stubborn that “his way” is set in 
concrete. 

Saban’s early teams were mostly 
about otherworldly-defense and a game- 
control, grind-it-out running game. Wins 
in the biggest games often came via a 
sledgehammer. 

As the seasons went on, Saban matched 
— and exceeded — the national trends — 
updating his defense with smaller, quicker 
personnel to match opposing spread attacks 
while continuing to roll out new operating 
systems on offense. 

No huddle. Up tempo. Fling the ball all over 
the yard. Recruit a kid like Tua Tagovailoa. 
Average more than 49 points in the 2020 
regular season. 

It's all like Tiger Woods revamping his 
swing while he’s in the middle of winning 
Majors. 


"We would out-physical you, run it right 
down your throat, 4 or 5 yards a play, 
nothing you can do about it,” Mike Johnson, 
a 2009 All-American on Alabama's offensive 
line, once told USA Today. “Now, it’s, ‘Let's see 
if we can wear you out by going five wide and 
running past you! 

“It's a whole different team, a whole 
different system. Every time I watch, Isee just 
a different wrinkle.” 

All of which helps make Saban the Greatest 
Of All Time. 

“Coach Saban is the best to ever do it,” Harris 
told reporters before the 2019 title game. 

“There's nothing that I can say that can do 
it justice and give him more praise than he 
already deserves. He's the best football mind 
that’s ever been in the game.” 

While the trophy case overflows — and 
Saban’s collection of national championship 
rings reaches seven — he doesn’t spend much 
time pondering the significance of it all. 

“That doesn’t really enter into my mind. I 
don’t ever even think about that at all,” he 
said before the 2020 title game. “I do think 
a lot about trying to make and help this 
team to be the best possible — and to put 
them in the best possible position to have 
a chance to be successful.” 

Mission accomplished. 

‘And on Jan. 11, he turned the page and 
started working on title No. 8. 
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hat does Deion Sanders need with coaching? 

We know him best as the lockdown, 

showboating, gum-flapping, du-rag-wearing 

Super Bowl-winning comer who long ago became his 
own brand. 

He is one of those guys who backed up his smack with 
his play whether it be in one-on-one coverage or NFL 
Network analysis. There's a certain new-age cool respect 
at work there. 

Was this coaching thing just another way for him to stay 
in the spotlight? 

This is a guy who seemed more likely to host a variety show 
than a 7:30 a.m. staff meeting. 

But a midseason spring Zoom visit to his Jackson 
State office revealed Deion was indeed serious about this 
coaching gig. 

What is his title these days — “Coach?” “Coach Deion?” 
“Coach Sanders?” 

Whatever happened to “Prime Time?” 
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“Prime,” Sanders said. “Coach Prime’ is 
what they call me.” 

Yes, they do. It's even written on his game- 
day gear. 

The NFL commissioned one of his old 
Atlanta Falcons jerseys be altered to include 
a “Coach Prime” label to welcome him to the 
profession. The title is also a brand being 
marketed to the world. 

You would expect nothing less from Neon 
Deion. Whoops, there's another nickname, 
but if there is one Hall of Fame defender who 
can back it all up it’s Coach Prime. 

Not many defenders were better. Not 
many athletes have ever craved attention 
this badly. 

After a career in the limelight, Sanders 
arguably took a hard turn toward obscurity 
last year when he agreed to coach Jackson 
State, a moribund FCS program in Mississippi's 
state capital. 

‘And he's doing it for the right reasons. The 
uber star who made it two Super Bowls and a 
World Series while playing nine MLB seasons, 
came back to resurrect HBCU football. 

Historically black college football has 
been on the wane for a while, basically since 
college football was integrated in the early 
1970s, USC, with a talented integrated roster 
featuring Sam Cunningham, walked into 
Alabama in 1970 and beat the Crimson Tide. 

That changed Bear Bryant's mind about 
playing African-Americans in the Deep 
South, It also led to a gradual, inexorable 
talent drain from those black colleges. 

Consider that HBCUs, which produced all- 
time greats such as Walter Payton (Jackson 
State), Jerry Rice (Mississippi Valley State), 
Deacon Jones (Texas Southern), Bob Hayes 
(Florida A&M), and the list goes on ... had no 
players drafted by the NFL in 2021. 

According to HBCUgameday.com, only 
LaChavious Simmons of Tennessee State 
(seventh round in 2020) has been drafted in 
the past two years, No HBCU player has been 
selected in nine of the past 20 drafts. 

Sanders intends to reverse that trend. 
His first recruiting class — laden with FBS 
transfers — was ranked No. 1 in the FCS. 

“Tt usually takes me all week to return all 
the calls,” Sanders said during that Zoom. “I 
just checked my phone yesterday and I see 
‘Andy Reid, ‘Congratulations on the win! ... 
You can see right now there are probably 1, 
2, 3 cameras on me right now. We're doing a 
documentary as well.” 

His first season was a COVID-shortened six- 
game season in which the Tigers finished 3-3. 

Sanders wouldn't be the first whose playing 
exploits outstripped his coaching chops. Ask 
Bart Starr (under .500 as Packers coach) or 
Mike Singletary (18-22 as 49ers coach). 


Grambling star Doug Williams followed 
Eddie Robinson at his alma mater, winning 
four conference titles but will forever be 
remembered for winning a Super Bowl with 
the Redskins. 

Jim Harbaugh might be the most notable 
success story among former players, just 
don’t tell Michigan fans. While Harbaugh has 
been successful everywhere he's been, he has 
yet to win the division, the Big Ten or beat 
Ohio State. It’s tough at the top — or trying 
to make it there. 

Sanders, meanwhile, is not adopting the 
look of a typical coach. Try to imagine a 
Power 5 coach sitting behind a desk wearing 
a gold chain with what looks like a gold- 
plated whistle. 

But nothing about him as ever been typical. 
His look fits as snug as Neon Deion’s coverage 
in his, well, prime. Recruits are flocking; 
folks are getting on board (including in- 
state colleague Mike Leach) and it’s got the 
potential to be as wonderful as when Sanders 
danced his way to another pick-six.

He points out he has previous experience 
coaching his sons in high school, but this is 
different. 

“Financially ... I'm complete,” Coach Prime 
reminded us. 

This is a football and entertainment icon 
on a humanitarian journey. That mission: 
Reestablishing the football presence of 
HBCUs, most of which are in the South. 

Historically black colleges were established 
in the 19th century because black students 
weren't welcome at institutions of higher 
learning. Schools like Grambling, Southern, 
Florida A&M and Bethune-Cookman flourished 
in football even though major programs — 
today’s FBS schools — began to siphon off 
that talent. 

Although Sanders was a two-time All- 
American at superpower Florida State, he felt 
an obligation. 

That included asking questions like, why 
can’t an HBCU program go to a bowl? 

“Why couldn't we go to a bowl sponsored 
by this particular water brand?” Sanders said

All are members of the NFL Hall of Fame 
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holding a bottle up to the screen. “Don't tell us 
what we can’t do when it’s a choice by someone 
who has a lot of money. I don't like someone 
that hasn’t even been to a bowl game telling 
someone who has been to four at Florida State 
about a bowl. I know what a bowl is.” 

In a way, then, it IS about the money. 
It’s about the way money has not flowed to 
HBCUs ... but still can. 

Tackling such an obligation does not 
necessarily include this experience fitting in 
as a steppingstone to a better job. 

“Big-time coaches like that think about 
being in the big time,” Sanders said. “I've 
played in a Super Bowl and a World Series. 
I'm good. I just want to really make things 
better wherever I’m at.” 

Coach Prime has certainly proved he 
can recruit. That No, 1 FCS recruiting class 
included No. 1 JC cornerback (De'Jahn Warren) 
who decommitted from Georgia. Eight other 
Power 5 players transferred, including Sanders’ 
son Shiloh from South Carolina, Another son, 
Shedeur, is a four-star quarterback. 

If Sanders can get those recruits and the 
world to notice, who's to know what's next? 

Imagine Sanders taking over at a Power 5. It 
can’t be emphasized enough: There remains 
a dearth of minority coaches at the top. 
This coach has suspended what would surely 
be a cushy career as an analyst and brand 
ambassador to prove himself as a crusading 
coach, 

For now, to get to Coach Prime, you have 
to go through SMAC Entertainment. They 
arrange his interviews. SMAC is a Santa 
Monica, California-based talent management 
agency that reps the likes of Wiz Khalifa, Erin 
Andrews, Tony Gonzalez and Michael Strahan, 
Snoop Dogg's “Joker's Wild” is one of SMAC's 
TV productions. 

All of the glitz looks a bit misplaced at an 
FCS program that once boasted Walter Payton. 
There hasn't been a winning season since 
2013. During the season-opener, Porta Potties 
had to be trucked in because of water issues 
resulting from February's extreme cold snap. 

About 11,000 spectators came to watch 
in 44,000-seat Mississippi Veterans Memorial 
Stadium. They got a look at the Sanders 
show. Before the game former teammate 
Troy Aikman pulled up in a limo to support 
his friend. 

“Thadn’t seen him in forever,” Sanders said. 

The show really came after the game, 
Sanders seemed to hijack the moment 
complaining he'd been robbed of personal 
effects left in the locker room during the 
game, While there were conflicting reports 
whether stuff was stolen or misplaced, that 
was the postgame headline instead of being 
about the players.

How do you provoke 
change when you slide it up under the rug, 
when you know everybody dealing with the 
problem, but you're the only one with the 
balls to say it?” 

Following the game, Grambling coach 
Broderick Fobbs took a shot at Sanders 
saying, “For us, it's not about the sideshow 
and all the other stuff, the bells and 
whistles.” 

“I never said I didn’t respect him,” Fobbs 
said later. 

Too late. Coach Prime already had been 
triggered. 


“I laughed and I smiled,” Sanders said. 
“I don’t really hold those guys (rival 
coaches) accountable. They don’t know 
what they're getting into. They haven't 
received the type of attention from media 
before so they get disturbed.” 

Consider that Mississippi is now a state 
that contains Lane Kiffin, Leach and Prime 
Time. Imagine the revenue produced if 
Jackson State were able to wedge its way into 
playing Ole Miss and Mississippi State. 

Sadly, no games are scheduled. Yet. 

“We'd love to play anybody when we're 
ready,” Sanders said. “I don't know if we're 
ready right now.” 

What, Coach Prime talking something less 
than smack? 

That shows just how real he is about this.

B ecoming a head coach at the FBS level is usually a matter of starting at the bottom, 


scenario of the workplace. 


At the FCS level, that’s generally true, but not always. 
Deion Sanders isn’t the only former NFL star whose name recognition (and good intentions) 
have helped open doors. Here are some other FCS coaches you might recognize from their 


playing days: 


EDDIE GEORGE, 
TENNESSEE STATE 

The 1995 Heisman Trophy winner at Ohio 
State went on to amass 10,441 career rushing 
yards in the NFL (mostly with the Titans) 
and, after dabbling on stage in the Broadway 
hit musical Chicago, is on the sideline for the 
first time. Tennessee State hired him in April 
and he told ESPN he was inspired by what 
Sanders is doing at Jackson State, another 
historically black university. 

“Living in this community for well over 25 
years, I'm well aware of Tennessee State's rich 
history,” George said. “I said, you know this 
could be a wonderful opportunity.” 


ED MCCAFFREY, 
NORTHERN COLORADO 

The 1998 Pro Bowl receiver spent 13 
seasons in the NEL, catching 565 passes 
for 7,422 yards and 55 touchdowns and 
collecting three Super Bowl rings — one with 
the 49ers and two with the Broncos. 

The former Stanford All-American spent 
2018 and 2019 as the head coach at Valor 
Christian High School in Colorado — where 
his sons Christian, Max, Dylan and Luke were 
star players — before being hired by UNC in 
December 2019, where he is still waiting to 
play a game, thanks to the pandemic. 


AUTRY DENSON, 
CHARLESTON SOUTHERN 

After finishing his Notre Dame career in 
1998 as the leading rusher in school history 
(4,318 yards), he was Tampa Bay's seventh- 
round draft choice, and knocked around the 
NFL for four seasons. 

He began his coaching career in high 
school in 2010, then worked his way up 
for eight years (Bethune-Cookman, Miami 
of Ohio and Notre Dame) before taking the 
head coaching job at Charleston Southern 
in 2019. He's breaking even so far — 8-8 
in two seasons. 


TYRONE WHEATLEY, 
MORGAN STATE 

The former Michigan running back who 
spent 10 seasons with the New York Giants 
and Oakland Raiders, gaining nearly 5,000 
yards, is another player who climbed the 
ladder. Before being hired at Morgan State in 
2019, he started as a high school coach, and 
spent a decade as a college and pro assistant. 

He needed an assistant, so he brought in 
Jacoby Jones, a nine-year pro who starred 
for the Ravens in Super Bowl XLVII, when he 
scored on a 109-yard kickoff return and a 56- 
yard reception. 


MIKE MINTER, CAMPBELL 

After helping Nebraska win the 1994 and 
1995 national titles, the safety was a second- 
round pick of the Carolina Panthers, where 
he spent 10 seasons before retiring with 
a team-record 141 starts. He has been the 
Fighting Camels head coach since 2013 after 
spending a year as an assistant at Johnson C. 
Smith of Division I, and a year on the staff 
of Nebraska teammate Turner Gill at Liberty. 


KERWIN BELL, 
WESTERN CAROLINA 

The SEC Player in the Year for Florida 
in 1984 and All-SEC quarterback in ‘86, he 
spent a decade between NFL and CFL rosters 
before moving into coaching in 2000. Was 
also head coach at Jacksonville (2007-2015) 
and Valdosta State (2016-18), and the OC 
at South Florida in 2019 before spending a 
season as analyst at his alma mater. He was 
hired at Western Carolina in late January. 


CHRIS VILLARRIAL, 
SAINT FRANCIS (PA.) 

After playing at Indiana University of 
Pennsylvania, where he received the Jim 
Langer Award as Best Lineman in Division I, 
he spent a decade in the NFL as an All-Pro with 
the Chicago Bears and Buffalo Bills. He spent 
two years as a high school assistant and then 


a year as Saint Francis offensive coordinator 
before becoming head coach in 2010. Now he's 
the winningest coach in the program's history. 


TROY TAYLOR, 
SACRAMENTO STATE 

A former star quarterback at Cal, he became 
the Jets’ fourth-round draft pick in 1990 
and spent just two years in the NFL before 
returning home. In Sacramento, he helped out 
as offensive coordinator at Casa Roble High, 
caught the coaching bug, and has been at it 
ever since. Two decades later, he became Sac 
State head coach in 2019. His first team went 
9-4 and he won the Eddie Robinson Award. 


BERNARD CLARK, 
ROBERT MORRIS 

The MVP of the 1988 Orange Bowl (14 
tackles, 12 unassisted) when Miami took down 
top-ranked Oklahoma, 20-14, for the first of 
two national titles in his career as a Hurricane. 
After becoming a third-round draft pick, 
he spent two seasons in the NFL (Bengals, 
Seahawks), and then tumed to coaching. Two 
decades as an assistant led him to becoming 
head coach of the Colonials in 2018. 


SAM WASHINGTON, 
NORTH CAROLINA A&T 
Acomerback who lined up against teammate 
Jerry Rice at Mississippi Valley State in the early 
‘80s, he spent four seasons with the Pittsburgh 
Steelers (had six interceptions in 1984) before 
spending 20 years as a college assistant. He 
became head coach at North Carolina A&T 
in 2018, immediately leading the Aggies to 
successive BCU national championships. 


DALE LINDSEY, SAN DIEGO 

The 78-year-old legend was an All-America 
linebacker at Western Kentucky before playing 
for the Cleveland Browns (1965-72), where his 
teammates included Jim Brown and Lou Groza. 
After his 111 career NFL games, he became the 
Browns’ linebackers coach and spent more 
than three decades as a pro football assistant 
before becoming Toreros’ head coach in 2013. 
He's built a 64-19 record there.

omething tells us Bryan Harsin is 
not going to be intimidated by life 
in the SEC.

When the former Boise State coach was 
hired to replace Gus Malzahn at Auburn, it 
didn’t take long for him to identify his new 
priorities. 

“You've got a team up north that's doing a 
great job,” Harsin said, declining to use the 
words “University of Alabama.” 


“Well, someone has to come here and 
figure out a way to compete with them. 
I know Gus (Malzahn) did a good job here, 
but things change and that’s just the nature 
of it. We've got to compete in all areas.” 

That “team up north” line got all kinds 
of reaction when it first hit social media in 
February. Not so much for embracing the 
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Alabama rivalry with brass, but for taking 
geographic liberties. Tuscaloosa is actually 
northwest of Auburn. 

Whatever. These are the heady first days 
for a Boise, Idaho, native and former Boise 
State quarterback who has spent all but 
three years of his coaching career west of the 
Rockies, settling onto The Plains. 

“Tve been here 55 days,” Harsin commented 
after taking the job. “I absolutely love this 
place. We haven't played a game. I know we 
haven't done anything. We're all undefeated. 
But I'm very excited about being here.” 

Of course he is. Auburn, Ala., will do that 
to you. And this is the part of the job known 
as the honeymoon. 

Harsin is still just months into the most 
unique aspect of guiding the Tigers — 


going up against Alabama 24/7/365. That's 
not for everybody. 

For now, there are no losses to explain, 
whether they be games or recruiting battles 
or whatever conflict social media can dream 


up just for pure entertainment. 

It can be argued Malzahn did a great job 
against Alabama, beating Nick Saban three times. 
Playing in the 2013 National Championship 
Game. A .660 winning percentage. 

But there is also a reason he isn’t 
still the coach. Decoding Aubum can be 
complicated. 

Harsin has yet to experience Toomer's 
Corner being rolled. He knows Harvey 
Updyke poisoned those trees, but like a 
lot of us outsiders, it’s hard to comprehend 
the, well, passion. 
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In his eight years as a college head coach, 
Harsin hasn't revealed much about himself. 
Helluva coach, offensive guy, quarterback 
guru ... but who IS this Idaho native taking 
over the Auburn franchise? 

Some of that anonymity may have to do 
with the remote outposts where he worked 
— Arkansas State and Boise State. 

Still, the “Team up north” label for Alabama? 
Ina league whose followers don’t let anything 
go unnoticed, that’s juicy. Harsin’s Auburn 
could get interesting real fast. 

He isn’t the first SEC coach to come from 
outside the conference’s geographic footprint, 
but he is one of the latest. The 44-year old 
looked like a lifer at Boise State, Since his 
freshman year in college, Harsin has spent 17 
of the next 27 years as either a Boise State 
player (quarterback, 1995-1999) or coach, 

If that was the picture of a lifer, it wasn’t 
a bad one, Harsin arrives on The Plains as 
the ninth-winningest active FBS head coach 
(with more than one year experience), having 
won 76 percent of his games. The issue 
with that stat is Harsin will now play three 
coaches annually with a better career winning 
percentage (‘exas A&M's Jimbo Fisher .768; 
Georgia’s Kirby Smart, .788; and Saban, .800). 

Welcome to the SEC, Bry. 

When asked if he always fancied a shot 
in the Strength Everywhere Conference, 
Harsin hedged. “No and yes,” he said. 
Sure, every coach would love to be in 
the SEC one day. But as Chris Petersen's 
offensive coordinator at Boise from 2006- 
2010, he watched his boss routinely get 
job offers, and understood the grass isn’t 
always greener. 

“Somebody would walk in and say ‘so-and- 
so wants to talk to you: It was so casual we 
were so open and transparent. We'd be in 
there literally (drawing up) plays and Pete 
would say, ‘No; Harsin said. 

“When I got the coordinator job and had 
success at Boise, there were conversations 
(with other schools) every year.” 

Mack Brown persuaded Harsin to move 
to Texas as co-offensive coordinator and 
quarterbacks coach in 2011. The Horns 
finished seventh and sixth in Big 12 total 
offense in Harsin’s two seasons, and he 
became head coach at Arkansas State. 

After one season in Jonesboro, Ark., he 
was tapped to replace Petersen at Boise in 
2014 when “Pete” went to Washington. 

He succeeded a legend — and succeeded. 
The native son who had been the OC when 
Boise beat Oklahoma in that legendary Statue 
of Liberty Fiesta Bowl. Yeah, that could be 
fun to watch at Auburn. 

As head coach, Harsin went 71-22 in seven 
seasons, winning three Mountain West titles 


and having his team from the relative sticks 
annually ranked in the Top 25. 

Harsin has the same stoicism as Petersen, 
which belies the entertaining offenses they 
produced. 

He is famous otherwise for his love of 
drag racing. We're talking funny cars, one 
step below the 8,000-horsepower top fuel 
giants. As an 8-year old at his father’s side, 
he stopped a race after noticing a parachute 
wasn't hooked up right. 

“If you get to the end of the track, pull the 
chute and it's not connected, you're done,” 
Harsin said. 

“It's an adrenaline rush,” Harsin added, 
“It’s something, now, when you get to the end 
of the track in six seconds. It’s ... wooosh!” 

Life intervened in 2006 when he got the 
promotion to Boise OC. His football career 
was improving and wife Kes was pregnant. 
No more drags. 

Still, he makes the comparison to football: 
“Four-to-six seconds for a play, right?” 

Ah, the adrenalin, 

Like Malzahn, Harsin is an offensive guy. 
Like Gus, he is a quarterback specialist. That 
label for Malzahn had frayed at the edges in 
recent years. Rising Auburn junior Bo Nix 
hasn't progressed rapidly enough for some, 

And the SEC has proven lately if you've 
got a quarterback, you've got a chance. 
There are six quarterbacks on the roster. 
After Malzahn was fired, Auburn was able 
to hold onto four-star dual-threat signee 
Dematrius Davis from Texas. 

“We've got a lot of guys we have to develop,” 
Harsin said diplomatically. “At the end of the 
day, we've got a lot of work to do. Bo’s been a 
guy, if you watch him, he's a hard worker. He 
pushes himself. It’s important to him.” 

The biggest difference between the Group 
of Five he came from and the Power Five he 


referring to the Buffalo Bills star quarterback. 
“There is good football all over the country, But 
your budgets, your resources (are different) ... 
As far as the coaches’ ability? It’s not different.” 

Harsin is well aware that in his new job, it 
just all means more. 

Recruiting is an industry unto itself in the 
SEC. At Boise there were a handful of Division 
I prospects in the state of Idaho, so Harsin 
concentrated on California and Texas. 

‘At Aubum, a recruiting class can be gathered 
in a five-hour car ride in any direction. Harsin 
and the four Boise State coaches he brought 
with him will have to learn the culture. 

“It's more like Texas to me,” Harsin said. 
“It’s very competitive. A lot of the same guys 
are being recruited by everybody. How do you 
separate yourself? They've got to get to know 
who we are.” 

Now, about that team up north ... 

“No doubt Coach Saban is at the very top 
of college football,” Harsin said. “Really, 
the focus is on us. I've heard about these 
other coaches. I've heard about all these 
other teams. 

“What about us?”

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ollege football free agency is here. 
( And it’s here to stay. 

In April, the NCAA approved the 
long-anticipated one-time transfer legisla- 
tion. It allows athletes in college football 
(and other sports) — one free transfer in 
their careers without sitting out a year in 
residence. 

Depending on who you talk to, either the 
handcuffs are being removed, or the bam 
door is left wide open. Either way, coaches 
were resigned to its implementation long

before the rule became official. 

“Tcan say, ‘The sky is falling! or I can say, 
‘Tell me what the rule is, I'll adjust to it/” 
Florida coach Dan Mullen said. 

Years ago, when the one-time transfer con- 
cept started bubbling up, Nick Saban said, “Am 
I going to have to change the way I coach?” 

You know what? Maybe. The best coach- 
es will wind up being the best at manag- 
ing the new environment. Bottom line: 
Alabama will still get the best players and 
UTEP won't. 


So, what does it all actually mean? In the 
end, perhaps not much, other than a boon to 
sellers of game programs. We really will need 
a program to tell who the players are. 

Athletes in football, hockey, baseball and 
men’s and women’s basketball will be able to 
transfer once in their careers. “Free agency” 
became a term co-opted by coaches who 
could feel their power eroding. 

Quick answer: Deal with it. 

As spring rolled into summer, coaches 
were already adjusting to the new transfer 
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climate. The notification deadline for foot- 
ball players will in future years be May 1 
— essentially the end of spring practice. 
(For 2021, the rule was not implemented 
officially until late April, so the deadline 
was set for July 1, which left open a chaotic 
May-June transfer window.) 

The implications go beyond the first 
glance, On its face, transfer freedom will be 
just the latest development that diminishes 
the NCAA's shrinking power. The problem 
stems from, as one administrator admitted, 
“we were bound to be sued” over not allow- 
ing players to move without penalty. And 
the NCAA and colleges recognize they would 
surely lose such a lawsuit. 

Transfer freedom had to be allowed 
because the NCAA's antiquated rules continue 
to expose the colleges and association to 
legal liability. 

For decades, athletes in the NCAA's 19 
other sports have had such freedom. And 
the NCAA maintains that the student-athlete 
experience should mirror that of the nor- 
mal student as closely as possible, but there 
wasn’t anything normal about transfers in 
five sports being forced to sit out while ath- 
letes in 19 other sports did not. 

And 37 percent of “normal students,” 
statistics show, transferred at least once 
between 2008 and 2014. It just became 
impossible for the NCAA to continue to 
ignore these inequities, with athletes’ rights 
a growing concern. 

“This rule change is long overdue,” 
athlete-rights attorney Tom Mars said, “It 
represents a giant step in treating college 
athletes equally and fairly. It appears the 
NCAA has finally recognized that college 
athletes deserve the same freedom of move- 
ment as head coaches who are paid millions 
of dollars a year and freely move from one 
job to another.” 

Away we go with unprecedented transfer 
freedom. 

“People say it’s like NFL free agency. You 
hear that all the time,” one Power Five foot- 
ball assistant said, before adding dramati- 
cally, “NO, it's not. The NFL has a cap and 
they can pay money — teams can outbid 
somebody. 

“We've just got to out-bullshit somebody.” 

Its a more layered discussion in college 
sports. The “year in residence” has been 
around since the mid-1960s. All along it had 
something to do with academic integrity and 
control. Nobody ever said it was fair. 

We already have a template in college bas- 
ketball, where 40 percent of players transfer 
by the end of their sophomore year. 

“The bigger question is the future,” said 
Todd Berry, executive director of the Ameri-

WINNERS AND LOSERS 


WINNER: OKLAHOMA — Sooners coach Lincoln Riley took no pity on the woes 
at Tennessee, raiding the Vols for three of the top recruits that Jeremy Pruitt had 
worked so hard to bring to Knoxville before getting fired. In comes RB Eric Gray 
(793 yards, 4.9 per carry last season), LT Wayna Mortis (former five-star prospect 
who was a Freshman All-American in 2019) and S Key Lawrence.

WINNER: MIAMI — The Hurricanes a year ago added QB D'Eriq King, DE Jaelan 
Phillips and DE Quincy Roche, among others. The ‘Canes this year: WR Charles- 
ton Rambo (Oklahoma), CB Tyrique Stevenson (Georgia) and LB Deandre Johnson 
(Tennessee, again) 


LOSER: NEBRASKA — Having WR Wan'Dale Robinson depart for his home state 
of Kentucky is a massive blow to Scott Frost’s behind-schedule plan to energize 
the offense. And talented runner Luke McCaffrey still has a lot of runway left 


to take off as a college quarterback, but now he'll try to get off the ground 


from Louisville.

Mullen said, “I have a feeling college foot- 
ball will be very different a couple of years 
from now. I can't tell you if it will be better or 
worse, I can't tell you how it will be different. 
I just think it will be different.” 
Here's a glimpse: 


MORE PLAYERS IN THE PORTAL 
THAN AVAILABLE SCHOLARSHIPS 

In the spring, there were more than 1,500 
players in the football portal alone. That 
number includes walk-ons hoping to snag 
a scholarship. (Good luck with that.) 

Let's be generous and assume each of 
the 130 FBS programs have five extra 
scholarships to give. (They do not. Not even 
close, But we're trying to make a point.) 
That would be 650 scholarships. That also 
means a boatload of players won't have 
a new home. 

But even for “pretty good” players who re- 
member being flattered and wooed as high 
school recruits, their transfer options will 
usually be more complicated and more dif- 
ficult to navigate. 

Even if you perceive it as musical chairs 
— everybody just moves around and almost 
everybody lands in a chair — the numbers of 
available spots are not going to line up at all. 


NO GUARANTEES 

Consider that about 30 percent of under- 
classmen who declare for the NFL Draft in 
any given year are not selected. That num- 
ber doesn’t fluctuate much one way or the 
other despite all the information out there 
— draft projections, professional represen-

tation, enough mock drafts to fill an air- 
plane hangar, etc. 

And those kinds of informational supports 
will not be available for run-of-the-mill soph- 
omores who just want to find somewhere else 
to get more playing time. 

For players, it could be “be careful what 
you wish for,” but isn’t it the American Dream 
to chase an elusive goal or hoped-for oppor- 
tunity over the next fence? Why should it be 
a one-time decision for an 18-year-old, and 
not for a 21-year-old to make another choice? 


OUT IN THE WILDERNESS 

Once you declare for the portal, a coach 
will often cancel your scholarship. After all, 
these spots are valuable and he has to fill 
them with additional incoming recruits or 
potential replacements from the transfer por- 
tal ... or he might even have hard-working 
walk-ons to reward. 

So, unless you are Trevor Lawrence testing 
the waters, as soon as you declare you're free 
-.. Well, you're free, but out in the wilderness. 

As a result, many players will find that 
the market for their services isn’t what they 
thought it was, and they'll actually lose 
their opportunity to pay for college with an 
athletic scholarship. That can’t be great, so, 
parents too will need to be increasingly aware 
of the possible pitfalls. 

With this new freedom comes new 
responsibility to be able to sort through the 
options and choose which ones are real or 
imagined or short-term or long-term. Yes, 
some are going to be sold a bill of goods 
(“come here and you'll start and get to the 
NFL"), but that’s always been part of the deal.

Life isn’t fair, and this won't be, either. But 
more freedom means fewer restrictions. The 
portal imbalance isn’t going to be magically 
fixed anytime soon. Yet, that’s not a reason 
to deny players their transfer freedom. 


TAMPERING WILL RUN RAMPANT 

News flash, tampering is rampant now. 
One-time transfer rules or not, athletes are 
going to be lured to transfer by outside sourc- 
es — friends of friends, personal trainers, 
high school coaches, parents, potential new 
teammates ... general “go betweens.” 

With the doors blown open, tampering is 
going to be more prevalent than ever. 

“Honestly when the guys reach the trans- 
fer portal, it’s almost too late (to go after 
them),” SMU coach Sonny Dykes said. “You 
know about them because all these kids talk 
to each other. They all go through the re- 
cruiting process together.” 

Central Michigan coach Jim McElwain said, 
“Let's call it what it is. Somebody makes a 
phone call and says, ‘We got a scholarship 
at our school. Would the kid be interested?’ 
There's a lot of that going on.” 


POST-SPRING PRACTICE MOVEMENT 

Something will have to be done about 
teams especially hard hit by transfers, par- 
ticularly after spring practice. “That's the one 
that is catastrophic,” veteran coordinator 
Kevin Steele said. 

Consider a quarterback who isn’t starting: 
If he moves in December or January, he and 
both schools involved can become adjusted to 
the new situation and use spring football to 
sort out the new reality. 

But those who lose a position battle at the 
end of spring practice and transfer schools 
afterward can really disrupt both schools, 
and unwittingly create no-win situations for 
themselves and other players. 

Now multiply that over several positions 
over several teams. 


THE 25 ANNUAL ‘INITIAL 
SCHOLARSHIP’ LIMIT 

Mullen points out that the post-spring 
practice problem is really an ongoing prob- 
lem, since schools may bring in only 25 
new scholarship players a year to sign high 
school players, junior college players, and 
award scholarships to deserving walk-ons ... 
and, oh yeah, to offer to players from the 
transfer portal. 

“People don’t grasp that part of it,” Mullen 
said. “Each year, you're allowed 25 scholar- 
ships. ... Let's say we've signed 23. We finish 
spring ball and six kids enter the portal. I can 
only sign two.” 

That's a net loss of four players, but the 
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85-scholarship limit doesn’t change. There's a 
growing idea that the limit of 25 signees might 
be dropped as long as programs adhere to the 
85-man scholarship maximum. This, “lose one- 
take one” concept sounds good, but it would 
immediately open a can of serious manipula- 
tion and churning of rosters as if players were 
one-season interchangeable parts. You think 
“running players off” is a problem now? Yikes. 

So, we don’t expect the 25 annual limit to 
be amended anytime soon, 

“Everyone knows there was never any le- 
gitimate rationale for the rule other than a 
concern about roster management,” Mars 
said. “As much as some head coaches may 
complain about that, they'll adjust and fig- 
ure it out. After all, they wouldn't be getting 
paid millions of dollars a year if these jobs 
were easy.” 


MASS MOVEMENT EVENTS 

What will happen to programs when 
coaches are fired, or leave for another job? 
That's already happening, too. Mass exodus 
is not uncommon, but when all of the play- 
ers who feel jilted know they have another 
option now? 

Rebuilding “from the ground up” is tak- 
ing on new meaning, as coaches taking over 
many programs are finding themselves with 
60 or 70 scholarship players on hand and 
needing three or four years just to get the 
numbers back up. 


ROSTER MANAGEMENT 
WILL BE KEY 

Much like NFL teams with “capologists” 
in building their rosters and continually 
evaluating options, college programs will 
have to assign an administrative assistant 
the job of keeping track on who is available 
(or might become available), and how to 
recruit them. This is above and beyond a 
normal “recruiting coordinator.” 


ONE-TIME COULD EVENTUALLY 
MEAN A LOT OF TIMES 

One-time transfer legislation is meant to 
be just that — one move without sitting 
out. But if recent events and the courts have 
taught us anything, all you need is a capable 
lawyer and a waiver request to make this 
transfer thing a revolving door. There will 
inevitably be requests for a second transfer 
within a career by players who are unhap- 
py with playing time, wish to be closer to 
home, etc. You know the reasons. 

“The reality is, if you're making the right 
accusations, you're getting a waiver regard- 
less,” one administrator said. 

In other words, nobody really knows how 
any of this is all going to shake out. 
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of their games. ‘ 
lly one team - his 2012 Crimson Tide — has 
champion. , 
So, challenge them he does, saying, “I think that’s important for young players.” 
Of course, they're all young. But this time around, Alabama’s roster is excep- 
tionally youthful. There are new coaches, too. With holes to fill on offense and 
defense and with a new coaching staff, there will be issues for sure. 
And Saban will use all of it as motivation. Maybe it will work this time, 
Here is what happened to Saban’s previous national champions in the follow- 
ing season:

INEVET AEN fees 
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OVID-19 was supposed to provide 
C cover for coaches on the hot seat, 
providing sort of a mulligan year. 

Not exactly. 

While the pandemic lessened the volume 
of departures — only 17 this offseason — 
it didn’t keep some big-time programs from 
swallowing some big-time cash. Texas, South 
Carolina and Auburn paid a combined $42 
million to buy out departed coaches. 

The 17 changes now make it 87 schools 
that have switched coaches at least once in 
the last four seasons (67 percent). 

Here's how we grade the hires as we enter 
the 2021 college football season. 


UCF 


In: Gus Malzahn | Out: Josh Heupel 
Grade: 9.5 


Gus is not only the best addition of the 
hiring cycle, he's basically the best Group of 
5 hire since we started calling it the Group 
of 5 about 10 years ago. And it’s not even 
close. That's because championship-pedigree 
Power 5 coaches with a .670 winning 
percentage who have beaten Nick Saban 
three times usually don’t fall out of the sky 
... for any team. Gus seems renewed as a 
coach, recruiter, play-caller and person. 


TEXAS 


In: Steve Sarkisian | Out: Tom Herman 
Grade: 9 

In one sense, Sark seems a lot like Tom Herman 
four years ago — the hottest name left on the 
board. Championship pedigree. Offensive guy. 
Texas boosters long ago took their shot at Sa- 
ban (and missed). In the offseason, they took 
a run at Urban Meyer (and missed). Sarkisian 
is the next best thing — college football’s best 
play-caller fresh off a national championship. 


AUBURN 


In: Bryan Harsin | Out: Gus Malzahn 
Grade: 8.5 

It’s OK to refer to Harsin as Auburn's fourth (or 
fifth) choice, The school went through Aubum’s 
version of, ahem, “The Process,” but wound up 
with probably the best candidate out there.

Harsin arrives unfamiliar with SEC culture, but 
plenty of experience in a winning culture. 


KANSAS 


In: Lance Leipold | Out: Les Miles 

Grade: 8.5 

The Buffalo coach finished 24-10 in his last 
three seasons, including two division titles 
and two MAC Coach of the Year honors. If 
any of that — plus six D-III titles — rubs off 
on the low-flying Jayhawks, this hire will be 
a raging success. 


ILUNOIS 


In: Bret Bielema | Out: Lovie Smith

The Lovie Smith Experiment failed. AD Josh 
Whitman did the right thing in transitioning 
to an experienced, willing, winning former 
Big Ten college head coach. Illinois should 
never be this bad. It will immediately be more

His 2019 unit was second 
in the conference. Boise has hired a former 
Broncos player or assistant coach to be head 
coach going back to 1998. The only drawback? 
Avalos has never been a head coach. 


UTAH STATE 


In: Blake Anderson | Out: Gary Anderson 
Grade: 8 

Utah State needed stability when Gary 
Anderson left in midstream. And Blake 
Anderson seems to provide that. When he took 
over at Arkansas State seven years ago, ASU 
was a true “Steppingstone U,” as Hugh Freeze, 
Gus Malzahn and Bryan Harsin each spent a 
year there and parlayed it into something 
bigger. Blake Anderson stayed and led the Red 
Wolves to six consecutive winning seasons and 
bowl games before stumbling last year.

What Jones accomplished at Tennessee 
looks better every day. Arkansas State usu- 
ally doesn’t whiff on head coaching hires, and 
Jones has completely made over his reputation 
after three years in Saban’s career rehab clinic.

It’s a 
heavy, heavy lift, but Lea — having come 
over as Notre Dame's defensive coordinator

MARSHALL 


In: Charles Huff | Out: Doc Holliday 

Grade: 7.5 

Former Alabama running backs coach Charles 
Huff is considered one of the best recruit- 
ers in college football and was a savant with 
running backs at Alabama, but hopefully he 
understands that even if he averages eight 
wins over 11 seasons and gets the Thundering 
Herd to eight bowl games, if he starts 7-0 and 
has the team ranked in a season but stumbles 
to a 7-3 finish, he'll still probably be let go 
if the governor of West Virginia doesn’t like 
him. Just like Holliday was. 


SOUTH ALABAMA 


In: Kane Wommack | Out: Steve Campbell 
Grade: 7.5 

Wommack was South Alabama's defensive co- 
ordinator in 2016-17. The Broyles Award fi- 
nalist (best assistant coach) was a big part of 
an Indiana tumaround the past two seasons. 
In 2020, his unit led the Big Ten in intercep- 
tions (17), takeaways (20) and opponent red 
zone conversions (64 percent). The son of a 
coach (Dave Wommack, former DC at Arkan- 
sas, Ole Miss), this is a good starter job. 


ARIZONA 


In: Jedd Fisch | Out: Kevin Sumlin 

Grade: 7 

Fisch has done everything right in welcoming 
back former players and opening practices. 
He hired two of the program's College Football 
Hall of Famers — Ricky Hunley and Chuck 
Cecil — as defensive assistants and brought in 
another, Tedy Bruschi, as a consultant. Then 
Fisch paired Bruschi with Rob Gronkowski as 
guest coaches at the spring game. Fisch’s off- 
season grade is a 10, but the well-traveled 
assistant has a lot to prove as a first-time 
head coach when toe meets leather. 


SOUTHERN MISS 
In: Will Hall | Out: Jay Hopson 
Grade: 7 


Southem Miss needed an offensive revival 
like the one Willie Fritz has going at Tulane. 
So, it got the next best thing, Fritz’s offen- 
sive coordinator at Tulane. Under Hall, the 
Green Wave averaged more than 34 points 
per game in 2020, its highest output in more 
than a decade. 


TENNESSEE 


In: Josh Heupel | Out: Jeremy Pruitt 
Grade: 6.5 

Other more accomplished candidates may have 
been scared away by the NCAA investigation. 
Heupel, though, is one heck of a “fall back.” 
He's the offensive-friendly guy his once-and- 
present boss AD Danny White wanted. A turn- 
around will take a while considering the NCAA 
thing and the Vols’ place in the SEC universe, 


LOUISIANA-MONROE 


In: Terry Bowden | Out: Matt Viator 

Grade: 6.5 

At 64, Bowden wanted one last swing at the 
coaching pinata. Bobby's son knows about 
turnarounds, Terry went undefeated at Auburn 
(plus three nine-win seasons). He then took 
North Alabama to three Division I playoffs. 
Bowden also took Akron to its first-ever bowl 
game (and bowl win). Oh, and he spent the 
last two seasons as a Clemson analyst. 


BUFFALO 


In: Maurice Linguist | Out: Lance Leipold 
Grade: 6.5 

Buffalo went 24-10 in the past three seasons, 
but Leipold was plucked away by Kansas in 
late April. The Bulls snagged up-and-coming 
37-year-old Maurice Linguist, Michigan's DBs 
coach/co-defensive coordinator for about five 
months, 


SOUTH CAROLINA 


In: Shane Beamer | Out: Will Muschamp 
Grade: 6 

Frank Beamer’s son is one of the most tal- 
ented and likeable guys on his way up the 
ladder. But Shane has never even been a coor- 
dinator. He bonded with the community but 
there were transfer defections galore upon his 
hiring. For a program that is losing traction 
in the SEC — 6-16 in the last two seasons — 
South Carolina can’t afford any more slippage.

he milestones football has reached in 
| 2021 signal the start of what Heath- 
er Marini calls “an avalanche.” 

Come September, when Brown opens its 
132nd season against in-state rival Rhode 
Island, Marini makes her in-game debut as 
the first woman to coach a Division-I posi- 
tion group. 

“Coaches are realizing that excluding 50 
percent of the population when they're hir- 
ing is not the best thing for their teams,” 
the Bears quarterbacks coach Marini said 
of the college programs and professional 
organizations hiring women to prominent 
roles. “Qualified women — and it’s not just 
women, but qualified women — who come 
in these positions are going to get further 
opportunities.” 

Thus begins the first trickle of the “ava- 
lanche,” which is snowballing fast in 2021. 

Marini’s first game as Brown's quarterbacks 
coach comes the same calendar year in which 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers assistant defensive line 
coach Lori Locust and assistant strength and 
conditioning coach Maral Javadifar became the 
first women on staff with a Super Bowl team. 

Although Marini said, “it won't be long be- 
fore” milestones like hers and those of Locust 
and Javadifar are “no longer news.” 

“It's gravity to everybody else,” said Mari- 
ni, already an experienced trailblazer as the 
first woman to be head coach of a men's team 
in Australia, “I'm used to being the only 
woman in the room. ... Whether I was the 
first, the 21st or the 101st, I was still here 
to do my job: Help the players be the best 
they can be.” 

Brown head coach James Perry first con- 
nected with Marini through the NFL's Wom- 
en’s Careers in Football Forum. Working then 
as head coach at Bryant University, Perry's 
staffs included Phoebe Schecter, who coached 
with the Buffalo Bills; and Sue Lizotte, the 
current running backs coach at Div. III Uni- 
versity of New England. 

Perry cited that desire of Marini’s to “help 
the players be the best” shining through in 
her offensive quality control role. 

“Like a lot of those positions, it’s very 
data-driven,” Perry said. “Heather was 
very detail-oriented, always looking for 
additional projects to do, always looking to 


talk football. If she was doing a self-scout 
project for me, it was always very well done. 
I knew pretty early on in her role as quality 
control, and if I had a position that made 
sense, I'd promote her.” 

Just as quickly, Perry is seeing validation 
of her promotion. Marini’s quarterback room 
includes E.J. Perry, a transfer from Boston 
College and one of the top statistical play- 
makers in the FCS in 2019. 

Perry passed for almost 3,000 yards, 
accounted for 22 touchdowns in the air and 
another eight on the ground, and rushed for 
more than 700 yards. He has the tools, and 
guidance, to contend for the Walter Payton 
Award, given to the top offensive player in 
the subdivision. 

“He was really sharp this spring, and he 
responds well to her type of coaching,” James 
Perry said of the quarterback's relationship 
with Marini. “It’s amazing how well he 
responds to Heather, and the progress this 
spring was clear. That was fun for me to see.” 

Marini's efforts to grow as a coach included 
taking a trip to Cal at the invitation of former 
Golden Bears and current Oregon defensive 
coordinator Tim DeRuyter. 

Working with peers like Marques Tuiasoso- 
po (now the offensive coordinator at Rice) 
and Beau Baldwin (head coach at Cal Poly) 
teflected the general attitudes Marini said 
she has encountered breaking ground in the 
male-dominated arena. 

“Overwhelmingly, it's been positive,” she 
said. “In this profession, the players figure 
you out quickly. If you have something to of- 
fer them, they're willing to listen and I think 
that just shows the competitors we have 
within our sport.” 

That spirit of competition will only lead to 
More opportunities for women in the sport, 
and a coach like Marini will indeed no longer 
command headlines for anything beyond her 
abilities. 

“Tm visible as I can be because I want little 
boys and little girls to see what's possible for 
them and their sons and daughters in the fu- 
ture,” she said. “Women who are early leaders 
in this field, we carry that responsibility so 
that in the future, no one will [have to].”

way for the next 30 years — giving 

a wide receiver the Heisman Trophy 
was about as politically correct as you can 
get in this game — we can get back to nor- 
mal and go ahead and carve the word “quar- 
terback” on the trophy under the nameplate 
again for 2021. 

For more than two decades, it has been 
the award for quarterbacks who play on 
highly rated teams, with a dash of Alabama 
running backs (and one wide receiver) 
mixed in. 

It’s pretty wide open this year, but there 
are plenty of quarterbacks ready to step to 
the front of the class: 


1. SPENCER RATTLER, OB, 
OKLAHOMA — Won a Big 12 title, con- 
quered Texas, was peachy in the Peach ... 
and is only going to get better in the Soon- 
ers’ Heisman-friendly offense. 


2, SAM HOWELL, OB, 

NORTH CAROLINA — Production is not a 
question — 7,227 yards and 68 touchdowns 
in 25 games — but can he climb to an ACC 
Coastal title and a league championship? 
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3. D.J. UIAGALELEI, 9B, CLEMSON — 
Deshaun Watson and Trevor Lawrence were 
Heisman finalists for the Tigers, and now it 
will be talented, inexperienced Uiagalelei 
who looks to take those final steps from the 
front-row seats to the stage to collect that 
stiff-armed trophy. 


4. BRYCE YOUNG, QB, ALABAMA — 
New QB for No. 1 team. Giddy-up. 


5, JT DANIELS, QB, GEORGIA — 
Stetson Bennett, we hardly know ye. Daniels, 
a USC transfer, finally got healthy after his 
2019 ACL tear and averaged 308 yards with 10 
touchdowns in the Dawgs’ final four games. 


6. D’ERIQ KING, 0B, MIAMI — He's a 
ton of fun as a passer/runner/scrambler. 
College football is better in 2021 because he's 
back for a sixth season. 


7. C.J. STROUD, OB, OHIO STATE — He 
has yet to throw a pass in college, but this 
California kid is the Buckeyes’ presumptive 
starter, taking over for Justin Fields. We don’t 
make the rules; we just follow the formula: 
Starting QB + Ohio State = Heisman candidate. 


8. BROCK PURDY, OB, 

IOWA STATE — It's not crazy talk that 
the Cyclones could spin Oklahoma out of 
the Big 12 top spot. And who would get 
the credit for that? This Purdy guy. He has 
thrown for more yards at his current school 
(8,982) than any 2021 OB. 


8. KEDON SLOVIS, 0B, USC — Nobody 
fessed up to Slovis having arm issues last 
season, although it wasn’t hard to spot 
several butterflies floating out of his right 
hand. Whatever was going on, the dude still 
found a way to pile comeback victory upon 
comeback victory, and we still believe in his 
accuracy — and the potential for the Tro- 
jans to be good. 


10. BRIAN ROBINSON, RB, 
ALABAMA — Two Alabama running backs 
and a Tide receiver have won the Heisman in 
the past 12 years. So, you can’t rule this out, 
even if he’s never been the featured Bama 
back. Although if you wanted to put some 
long-shot coin on a running back named 
Robinson, we might also suggest Bijan, the 
sophomore for Texas. 
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* UNDERDOGS VS. FAVORITES * 


ho doesn’t love an underdog? If 
you don’t, you should — at least 
half the time, right? 


Over the last five years, college football 
underdogs are over .500 against the spread 
— albeit not by much — but if you're a strict 
“favorites” bettor, you might think about 
leaning on the dog more often. 

According to odds published in USA Today 
for more than 3,500 college football games 
between FBS teams since the 2016 season, 
underdogs have a .511 winning percentage. 
That might not sound like much, but that’s 
72 games over .500. 

Not surprisingly, in that time, Alabama has 
been the favorite favorite. The Crimson Tide 
has been favored in every single game they 
have played, including eight playoff games. 
They are 60 games over .500 straight up, but 
a less-overwhelming 38-27-1 (.583) against 
the spread during that time. Still, that’s good 
enough to pad your bank account. 

Even a little better, Clemson, the other 
two-time national champ since 2016, is 39- 
25-2 ATS (.606). 


Even with its appearance in the national 
championship game last season, Ohio State 
didn’t make up any ground on the ATS field. 
The Buckeyes are merely one game over 
.500 since 2016 and were a middling 4-4 
last season after being thrashed in the title 
game by Alabama. 

Flip that over and a perennial underdog 
like Kansas (a dismal 9-48 overall), is 
well, still Kansas. The Jayhawks are a semi- 
respectable 21-30-2 ATS as an underdog, but 
that's doesn’t mean they're worth playing on 
a given Saturday. 

There are nine teams in FBS over .600 ATS 
over the past five years. Do you want to keep 
riding them? 


1, LSU — Even better than Alabama or 
Clemson, the Tigers have the top ATS re- 
cord at 38-20-1 (.653), thanks in large 
part to that stunning 2019 national cham- 
pionship season (11-2-1 ATS vs. major col- 
lege foes). 


2T. WYOMING AND EASTERN 
MICHIGAN — Right behind the Tigers are 
a pair of unlikely teams that aren’t on the 
radar of casual college football betting fans 
(well, at least until now), both .648 ATS. 


4. BUFFALO — The Bulls come in with a 
nice 34-19-1 mark (.639), but considering 
that coach Lance Leipold has taken his tal- 
ents to - yes, Kansas, you'll see where we're 
going with this. Leipold knows how to win 
and/or keep games close as an underdog ... 

. so is the smart money now will be on 
Kansas vs. The Spread in 2021? 


5-10. Utah (63.6 percent), UAB (63.3), Iowa 
State (62.7) and Liberty (61.7, with only 
three years of data) round out the top ATS 
teams before you get to Clemson at No. 9 and 
Temple (59.8) at No. 10.

As usual, not all the storylines heading 
into the season are on the field: 


1. SAME AS IT EVER WAS — Ohio 
State, Alabama and Clemson have risen head 
and shoulder pads above everyone else. To- 
gether, they have filled 16 of the 28 College 
Football Playoff spots to date (57 percent) 
and won six of the seven championships. 
That's not parity, that’s subjugation. 

All three face some degree of rebuild in 
2021. You did see the 2021 NFL Draft, right? 

All that said, it will be an upset if the 
Big Three don't all start 2021 in the top five 
and it would be no surprise at all if all three 
teach the College Football Playoff. Again. 


2, SABAN AT 70 — He's not quite there 
yet (Oct. 31), but Alabama's coach is in his 
70th year, 29th as a head coach and chas- 
ing an eighth national championship. The 
Bryce Young era begins with Brian Robin- 
son Jr. as the primary ball carrier. The de- 
fense that was the third-worst ever to win 
a national championship? Loaded. Saban is 
not slowing down. 


3. SEC CHAMPION — It’s a big deal be- 
cause the SEC champ is a de facto playoff 
participant, if not champion. Because of 
those Alabama personnel losses, there is 
reason to believe Georgia could be/should 
be the SEC favorite. JT Daniels has Heisman 
potential in what would be the second full 
season of his career, which is now in Year 4. 
The Bulldogs defense is always strong. 


4. YEAR OF THE SUPER SENIOR — 
Technically, no players ran out of eligibil- 
ity in 2020. When COVID-19 hit, the NCAA 
awarded every player an extra year of eli- 
gibility. That means in 2021 there will be 
fifth-, sixth- and maybe even seventh-year 
seniors. Experience abounds. Flip through 
(and carefully read every word) our team 
previews; the number of returning starters 
everywhere is at an all-time high. 


5, THE LSU MESS — Less than 18 months 
after winning a national championship, 
LSU is wrapped in controversy. There is an 
ongoing investigation into alleged sexual 
assault that may have happened on the 
watch of both Ed Orgeron and Les Miles. The 
biggest football question of the offseason —

will it be Myles Brennan or Max Johnson at 
quarterback? — kind of pales in comparison. 


6. BEST IN THE WEST — Oregon has 
won back-to-back Pac-12 titles. Up next? 
Become a College Football Playoff factor. 
The Pac-12 desperately needs someone in 
the league to step up. Defensive end Kayvon 
Thibodeaux has the tools to be the national 
Defensive Player of the Year, but who starts 
at QB? In any case, the Pac-12 will hope for 
a football renaissance in the same way men’s 
basketball showed out in March. 


7. JIM HARBAUGH 7.0 — The bombas- 
tic Michigan coach who loudly announced 
himself back into the college game six years 
ago was quiet in the offseason. Headed into 
his seventh season, complete with a new 
contract, flamboyance has been replaced 
by humility. That was obvious after Harbs 
suffered his first losing season since 2008. 
Assistant coaches left. Players transferred. 
Fans grumbled. A lot. 


8. COVID 2.0 — Full stadiums, full regu- 
lar season, full bowl schedule? That could 
happen, at least in some places, but it all 
could be a delicate dance, depending on 
how the summer goes. Consider this a pale 
silver lining: What 2020 showed was that 
schools found fast-twitch scheduling mus- 
cles that they had no idea they possessed. 


9. THE GROUP OF 5 RACE — Cincinnati 
is the clear party-crashing favorite when 
it comes to the playoff, but the Bearcats 
aren't the only Group of 5 team that can 
muscle its way into the Top 25. Among the 
teams still loaded are Coastal Carolina, Ball 
State, Liberty, Louisiana, Nevada, Tulsa, 
Appalachian State, Boise State, San Jose 
State and more. 


10, BOUNCE-BACK TEAMS — Was last 
season a sign of further decline or a pan- 
demic blip? You make the call. Whatever the 
case, these proud programs can’t stomach 
much more sustained losing: Florida State 
(2-6), Michigan (2-4), Nebraska (3-5), UCLA 
(3-4). On second thought, maybe UCLA 
doesn’t even belong here. In the case of the 
gutty little Bruins, they so regularly under- 
achieve we don’t even consider it under- 
achieving anymore. They just don't achieve. 
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pencer Rattler just finished his 

first spring practice as Oklaho- 

ma’s starting quarterback, and 
he has already been cast as the favorite 
to win the Heisman Trophy and become 
the No. 1 pick in next year’s NFL Draft. 

And yes, it’s very early. 

If he becomes the quarterback ev- 
eryone says he will, Rattler’s legacy 
would exceed even Baker Mayfield’s and 
Kyler Murray's, and he'll achieve only 
what Josh Heupel has done in the last 
35 years as a Sooner QB: win a national 
championship. 

“You're naming guys that were Heis- 
man Trophy quarterbacks,” said long- 
time Oklahoma assistant coach and for- 
mer Sooners QB Cale Gundy. “Guys that 
won a lot of championships, competed 


at a high level, set a lot of records. We 
definitely feel like Spencer is on that tra- 
jectory to head in that direction.” 

A year ago, Rattler was still trying to 
beat out Tanner Mordecai. Anyone who 
watched Rattler scrimmage or saw him 
play at Pinnacle High School in Phoenix 
or binged his “QB1” documentary on 
Netflix didn’t give it a second thought. 

But Riley needed to motivate the 
No. 1 dual-threat QB in the country in 
the 2019 class to keep working, keep im- 
proving.

And when the season finally opened, 
Rattler’s talent only took him so far. He 
was good enough to win the job, but not

In the fourth quarter of those games, 
Oklahoma’s offense bogged down, Rat- 
tler’s throwing windows shrank, and the 
Sooners went three-and-out. When his 
team needed touchdowns in the closing 
minutes in back-to-back weeks, Rattler 
threw game-ending interceptions. 

Both failures were grow-up mo- 
ments for the young QB with no spring 
practice and an odd summer and a dis- 
jointed training camp. But nothing ac- 
celerated Rattler's maturity quite like 
suffering two more turnovers against 
Texas, getting benched, and coming 
back out and leading his team to a four- 
overtime victory. 

In the OTs, Rattler had two 
touchdown passes, a touchdown run and 
a clutch 2-point conversion pass. 

From that point on, Rattler became 
the quarterback everyone thought he 
would be. And now for his sophomore 
season. 

“I don’t try to set a roof on what 
Ican do asa player on the field,” Rattler 
said. “I'm not overstressing or anything, 
I just go out there and play ball.” 

Riley said the 6-1, 210-pound Rat- 


good enough to win games yet. ’ 
one reason why the $ 
sas State and Iowa $ 
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tler needed improvement in areas that 
didn’t have to do with throwing the 
football, like strength, fitness and lead- 
ership. 

“There's so many areas for him to 
grow,” Riley said. “We really challenged 
him physically to make some of the 
gains that he’s capable of making — 
and needs to make. 

“It’s been a big push for him. It’s 
involved his diet; it’s involved the way 
he trains; the extra things that he does, 
the emphasis that he puts on it. We just 
feel like there was a lot of ground to 
make up there.” 

Rattler has noticed the difference. 

“Offseason-wise, I’ve been making 
jumps,” Rattler said. “Feel stronger. Feel 


faster. Put on some weight. I’m up to 
210 now. I lost a couple percent body 
fat. Still gotta work on that of course. 
But I got sharpened up in all different 
places.” 

This for a player with a snap-quick 
release and seemingly unlimited throw- 
ing velocity. 

“One thing that’s kind of a little bit 
different with Spencer is the ability to 
make a lot of different throws with a lot 
of different arm angles,” Gundy said. 

“Probably, he throws the ball a lot 
of times in situations, or going to his 
left, or going backwards, where most 
coaches would say you should not be 
doing that. But this is something he’s 
worked and he’s trained ever since he

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was in high school.” 

In 11 games last season, Rattler 
threw for 3,031 yards and 28 touch- 
downs, and ran for 307 yards (not in- 
cluding sacks) and six touchdowns. 
He completed 67.5 percent with seven 
interceptions, and only two of those 
picks happened among his final 188 at- 
tempts. That shows his evolution after 
those first two games. 

Now Rattler knows “these younger 
guys are looking up to me” and he’s 
focused on being a leader. 

“| want to be the most unstoppable 
quarterback,” he said, “(the) best quar- 
terback in the country coming up to 
this year and put on a show and do it 
with my guys.”

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ray Scott remembers a steamy 
summer’s day when he was 
coaching at North Carolina 

and the Tar Heels hosted a 

camp. A basketball player 
caught the defensive line coach's eye. 
There was Jordan Davis, a big- 
bodied Charlotte kid who had just 
started playing football as a high 
school sophomore. That’s why this 
320-pound athletic kid was still well 
under the radar: Davis wasn’t much 
of a football player yet, but Scott only 


saw his natural ability. 

He had a rare quality of athleti- 
cism for somebody his size. Scott has a 
checklist of technical skills when look- 


ing at a prospect, and Davis marked 
every box and now remembers, “I had 
never seen a big kid with that type of 
athleticism and ability to bend.” 

By the time he was being widely 
recruited, Scott had moved to Georgia 
as an assistant, and Davis says, 
“Twould’ve gone with him wherever he 
ended up. Coach Scott saw something

in me that I didn’t even see in myself.” 

“He still does,” the Bulldogs’ 
fourth-year defensive tackle added, 
“because he holds me to a higher 
standard.” 

And following the Peach Bowl win 
over Cincinnati, Davis recognized that 
his 2020 season, which included only 
seven games because of an elbow in- 
jury, left him with more to do at Geor- 
gia. Rather than cast his lot with the 
NFL — he’s freaky enough athletically 
that he might have been the No. 1 
defensive tackle taken in 2021 — he 
chose to return for another year work- 
ing with Scott and the Bulldogs. 

“There wasn’t that much of a 
decision to make, honestly,” Davis said. 
“IT want to cherish this moment, 
because not many people get this 
opportunity. It was too much to leave.” 

The off-the-field interactions that 
have created a home away from home 
are important to Davis. 

As the nose tackle in Georgia’s 
defense, he is the ultimate run- 
stopper, helping the Dawgs lead the 
nation in rushing defense in each 
of the past two seasons. Their 2.39 
yards allowed per rushing attempt in 
2020 was the best in major college 
football in the past five years and 
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second-best in a decade. 
But Davis has been less effective 
rushing the passer and strives to be a 
fully operational three-down player. 
Davis put it rather directly: “I just 
want to win. I'll do whatever it takes. 
We want to make it to the promised 
land.” 
That includes continual condi- 
tioning for his 6-6, 340-pound frame. 
“Jordan’s biggest issue is condi- 
tioning and weight control,” head 
coach Kirby Smart said. “The game of 
football is played so differently now 
and there are certain games that he is 
a much larger factor in ... it is critic 


that he is in the best shape of his life. 

“He knows that and we've got to 
get him to cut some more for him to 
be elite.” 

In the spring, Davis would return 
to the team facilities after 9 p.m. for 
extra workouts, and he and fellow de- 
fensive tackle Devonte Wyatt worked 
with two chefs and nutritionist Col- 
lier Perno to meal prep and learn calo- 
rie counting and food substitutions. 

Arguably the biggest need for Da- 
vis, however, is to soak in his final 
ride. He wants to remember the big 
plays, or the times when he shows up 
at Scott’s house with a pack of fruit

snacks for the coach's 3-year-old son. 

Scott made it clear that his bond 
is everlasting, but only a leg of the 
journey ends at the season’s conclu- 
sion, It all started when he found a 
basketball player in North Carolina, 
and now he's a family figure, not 
just the big No. 99 at the base of the 
Georgia defense. 

Davis wants to make the most of 
his senior year. 

“I want to make sure everyone is 
proud of me when it’s all said and 
done — especially Coach Scott and 
my mom,” Davis said, “I want to be 
the best I can be.”

For Carolina’s Howell, it’s 


offense in two seasons 

with a remarkable 74 total 
touchdowns (68 passing) 
—and he views the coming 
season as a chance to 
help direct the Tar Heels to 
greater heights while know- 
ing that he'll be under the 
microscope. 

“As far as the national attention and the awards and the NFL stuff, | try not 
to worry about it,” Howell said. “I try to focus on my team and try to give my team 
‘everything | can.” 

Howell was headed to Florida State before reversing ground late in the 
recruiting process when Mack Brown retumed to North Carolina after more than 
two decades away. 

Back when Brown coached Carolina the first time around in the ‘90s, the 
Heels twice finished in the Top 10, and were very much a part of the national 
championship race despite being overshadowed by perennial ACC favorite 
Florida State. 

UNC finished as high as No. 6 in 1997, the program's high-water mark of 
seven decades ... since before even Brown was born. 

Now, they're trying to do the same ... overshadowed now by perennial ACC 
favorite Clemson. 

Brown sees that Howell understands the bigger picture, that rather than chas- 
ing Clemson, improvement goes furthest when driven from within, 

“He kind of lives with that chip on his shoulder to show everybody how great 
he is,” Brown said. “So, | think the challenge of being a Top 10 preseason team, 

‘a challenge of him being one of the best quarterbacks in the country is really 
healthy for him. 

“I don’t know if I've ever seen a guy work harder than Sam Howell has just 
to get himself ready.” 

And Howell has experienced the success that comes when preparation 
meets opportunity. Before he stepped into the huddle as the first true freshman 
to start an opener in program history, UNC was coming off back-to-back nine-loss 
seasons, 

Sixty-eight touchdown passes later, the Heels are coming off back-to-back 
bow! appearances, including the Orange Bowl after making their way briefly into 
the Top 10 in 2020. 

Among the most notable moments came last Nov. 14 when the team fell 
behind Wake Forest, 45-21 in the third quarter, and he took it as an opportunity to 
lead one of the most stunning comebacks in school history. Howell threw for 550 
yards and accounted for seven touchdowns in a 59-53 triumph. 

Now that he’s tasked to click with several new receiving targets he said he 
enjoys the process of “just trying to get timing down with these new receivers and 
new backs and just kind of get a feel for the offense.” 

The better that feel becomes, the better they'll compete on Saturdays. 
Collectively, the Tar Heels have been following that lead. 

“You pay attention to him,” said Tar Heels running back Javonte Williams, 
who became the 35th player selected in April's NFL Draft. “You respect him.” 

UNC's stock is rising largely because of a quarterback capable of seizing the 
moment. 

“I want to do everything | can to help this team get better so we can win more 
games in the fall,” Howell said. “This year | think my leadership will really be chal- 
lenged. We've got a lot of young guys that are going to have to step up and play.” 

‘And if they follow the process? They might just land a full-ledged Top 10 
season, and he might just wind up in a New York ballroom on Dec. 11

On the gridiron, a 
team loves to have an elite 
primary offensive weapon, 
and that formula applies 
when it comes to Auburn sophomore running back Cartavious Bigsby, who owns 
‘one of the coolest nicknames in college football. 

Bigsby — a.k.a, “Tank” — received the legendary call-sign from his mother 
‘Shaquanna while a youngster in west Georgia. 

“I got my nickname from my Mom when | was playing rec football; the way 
that | ran the ball when | was little,” Bigsby recalled. “I was 8 years old.” 

Growing up in LaGrange, Ga., Bigsby, a 6-foot, 208-pound battering ram 
who owns a lethal stiff-arm, eventually grew into a household name due to his 
playing ability and, of course, that nickname. 

He was rated one of the nation’s top prep running backs while at Callaway 
High School and enrolled early in Auburn in January 2020 after rushing for 1,636 
yards and 27 touchdowns as a senior. 

But then the unexpected happened and the COVID-19 pandemic hit, 
pausing college football and creating so many challenges for players — weekly 
testing, quarantine, isolation, uncertainty — when it resumed. 

“My biggest challenge was sacrificing really everything because you 
couldn't do anything because of COVID,” Bisgby said “Being a team player and 
putting my team first, | didn’t want to get anyone sick, ... But it was really hard, 
especially as a freshman.” 

When the Tigers returned to action in the SEC opener against Kentucky, 
Bigsby got limited touches. But one thing was certain: he had the “it’ factor so 
many coaches talk about. And it showed on a 30-yard kickoff return and 
a. couple of tough runs in which he shed would-be tacklers like a rag doll 

The following week, Tank, a tremendous cut-back runner, made his first 
start against the team he grew up rooting for, the Georgia Bulldogs, and was 
Auburn's best offensive player. 

He was limited to just 30 yards rushing, but he flashed his versatility as 
a receiver/returner by hauling in seven receptions — including a beautiful one- 
handed snag — for 68 yards while adding four kick retums for 72 yards. 

The next week, Bigsby, set an Auburn freshman record with 268 all-purpose 
yards (146 rushing, 106 KOR, 16 receiving) in a 30-28 win over Arkansas. It 
would also mark the beginning of three consecutive 100-yard rushing games in 
a row for the dynamic runner, also a record. 

In the 10-game SEC only schedule, Bigsby finished eighth in the confer- 
ence in all-purpose yardage (122.4 per game) and fifth in rushing yards (834), 
which was the second-most yards by any FBS freshman. Only quarterback Bo 
Nix (seven) had more rushing scores (five). 

He capped the season with a career high 192 yards on 26 carries in 24-10 
win over Mississippi State. It was the third-highest rushing total ever by an 
Aubum freshman. 

Interestingly enough, Tank’s favorite player growing up was Todd Gurley, 
who operated in current Aubum offensive coordinator Mike Bobo's offense while 
at Georgia. 

Tank hopes to play a similar role for new head coach Bryan Harsin in 
Bobo's offense as Gurley did years ago. 

“4 think Il be a great fitin Coach Bobo's offense because growing up 
watching Todd Gurley all my life, they ran the same offense,” Bigsby said, “He 
coached him. Just being around him and seeing the energy he has, | feel like 
‘once we (offense) get the offense down, it will be great.”

Buckeyes’ Olave is back to erase 


is thinking about just how 
good their wideout unit 
Could be this season. 

“When you're as good 
as Chris, you think those 
dudes get gone,” Wilson 
said this spring, “So | was 
‘surprised, but | knew that we were going to be back — hopefully right back 
where we were last year with a chance to compete for everything we want. 

“So we expect to have one of the best rooms in the country, and having 
Chris back, that's going to be a huge part of that.” 

Olave has already done enough in just three seasons to establish himself 
as one of Ohio State's all-time great receivers. After catching 50 passes for 
729 yards and seven touchdowns in just seven games last season, the 6-1, 
189-pound speedster ranks sixth in schoo! history with 22 receiving touchdowns 
and 16th in school history with 111 receptions for 1,776 yards. 

He had five 10-yard receiving games last season, and he’s within reach 
of a couple of impressive Ohio State career records, needing 1,123 more yards 
(Michael Jenkins, 2,898, 2001-03) and 13 more touchdowns (David Boston, 34, 
1996-98) to top the Buckeyes’ all-time lists. 

What's truly defined Olave's legacy are the clutch plays he's made in some 
of Ohio State's biggest games, from his two receiving touchdowns and blocked 
Punt as a freshman against Michigan, to his two touchdown catches in last 
year's College Football Playoff win over Clemson ... the guy is a big-play maker. 

Ryan Day said last fall that, of all the wide receivers he's coached, Olave is 
“probably the best I've been around.” 

“Chris is tough. Chris plays on special teams; he blocks; he can catch balls 
over the middle. So when you combine those kind of attributes, he's special," 
Day said. “He's stepped up in big moments, so he's also clutch.” 

The product of San Ysidro, Calif., could probably be playing in the NFL right 
now, but he didn't want to leave Ohio State on a sour note after Alabama blew 
‘out the Buckeyes, 52-24, in the National Championship Game. Nor did he want 
to leave Ohio State without a degree, he said, after seeing his older brothers 
Isiah (UC Davis) and Josh (Weber State) earn theirs via college football. 

“I'm a competitor, so after that national championship, | had a terrible feeling 
in my stomach,” Olave said. “I just didn't want to leave college like that.” 

That and he's anxious to take his game to another level. 

“I.came back to try to get in the weight room more, get a lot stronger... turn 
into a complete receiver,” he said, “and try to be NFL-ready Week 1 when | get 
to that.” 

Olave won't be catching passes from Justin Fields this season. Instead, his 
quarterback will be C.J. Stroud, Jack Miller or Kyle McCord, none of whom have 
thrown a college pass. But he'll be part of what should be the best group 
of pass-catchers in the country. 

Olave and Wilson eamed first-team All-Big Ten honors last year, Jeremy 
Ruckert is one of the nation’s most talented tight ends, and younger receivers 
Jaxon Smith-Njigba, Julian Fleming, Emeka Egbuka and Marvin Harrison Jr. 
were ail high-level recruits. 

That gives Olave a lot of confidence about what the Buckeyes could 
accomplish in 2021 

“Growing up dreaming, | always wanted to win a national championship,” 
Olave said. “So | felt like we had unfinished business. | believe in the 
quarterback play; | believe in Coach Day; | believe in the program.”

“| didn't give leaving 
much consideration at all,” 
Linderbaum said, “I knew 
| wanted to come back for 
another year. Possibly two.” 

No one would have 
blamed the 6-3, 290-pound 
center if he had left, but he 
didn't want to disrupt his focus on improving. 

\n 2020, Linderbaum eared All-Big Ten honors, along with first-team 
All-America honors from several publications, and was one of three finalists for 
the Rimington Award, given annually to the top center in the country. 

Not bad for a kid who began as a defensive tackle before Hawkeyes coach 
Kirk Ferentz told him at the end of 2018 that he would be better suited for the 
other side of the football. That meant Linderbaum would need to learn a new 
position, new techniques and tendencies, even a new playbook before he'd ever 
see the field in 2019, 

Still, by the season-opener that September, he had already earned a spot 
in the starting lineup, and he’s been the Hawkeyes’ starting center ever since, 

Ferentz, as usual, declines to compare players past and present, but he did 
acknowledge that Linderbaum's performance and approach is exemplary. 

“Til just say this: | haven't been around many centers in college football 
better than Tyler Linderbaum, I'll leave it at that,” Ferentz said. “I've been here 
30 plus years. Joel Hilgenberg was a pretty good center." 

Hilgenberg was “pretty good” enough to play in the National Football League 
for a decade. 

“'m not saying he's better than Hilgy....” Ferentz said, but was clearly 
suggesting that Linderbaum was right there. 

‘And now Linderbaum is hyperfocused on getting better yet. 

"L know | need to be more consistent and there are plays that show up every 
day in the film room where | can see | need to get better,” he said. "I've always 
been improvement driven in everything | do and the reason | came back is that 
| know there's a lot to improve upon.” 

That competitive drive was apparent at Solon High School, where he was 
a four-sport standout. He said he tried every sport the school offered at one point 
or another to lest his competitive edge. 

He also said his season on the defensive side of the ball helped him form 
some of the positive habits and establish some of the leadership skills that serve 
him well heading into the season. 

“When | came to lowa my freshman year, | was fortunate to have a bunch 
of good leaders in the defensive line room,” he said. “A big thing for me was 
learning from them and asking them questions and soaking up as much as | 
could from them. 

“Lam trying to do that now for the young guys coming along to ask questions 
and to not be afraid to ask me anything,” 

Leff tackle Jack Plumb said flatly, "He's the guy really leading the room. All 
of the players listen to what he has to say, and in a lot of ways he’s leading the 
team meetings from a player perspective,” 

Linderbaum also leads by example on the field. 

“I'm really just focused on preparing for the season and helping make my 
teammates as good as possible,” he said. “I've really never listened to or been 
interested in what people on the outside are saying so I'm not going to start 
doing that now.” 

Those “people on the outside” include folks on the College Advisory Com- 
mittee, which offers players inside information on their prospects for the NFL. 
Linderbaum didn't even ask their opinion. He knew he wasn't leaving. 

That's focus.

Thibodeaux revealed his 
plan to strike the Heisman 7 
pose this December.

“Coach DeRuyter does 
have a great plan in place, 
One of my goals is to try to win the Heisman,” Thibodeaux said. “He honestly just 
puts me in more positions to make plays. A lot of guys, honestly, not just me.” 

DeRuyter might be the ideal defensive coordinator to get the most out of 
Thibodeaux before he takes his talent to the NFL as a possible No, 1 overall pick in 
the 2022 draft. DeRuyter's blueprint for Thibodeaux will resemble the one he used 
‘as Texas A&M's defensive coordinator in 2010, when Von Miller had 10.5 sacks, 

17.5 tackles for loss and won the Butkus Award. 

Miller didn't finish in the top 10 in the Heisman voting, but he parlayed the suc 
‘cess with DeRuyter and the Aggies into becoming the No. 2 pick in the draft. He later 
became the Super Bow! MVP and signed the biggest contract ever for a defensive 
player at the time. But now we're getting a little ahead of ourselves, 

Oregon is not resisting such comparisons. 

“We feel that he can be the best player in the county,” Oregon coach Mario 
Cristobal said when asked about the expectations surrounding Thibodeaux, both 
from the outside and self-generated, 

“t's safe saying that because, knowing him, he's going to use that as motivation, 
He's not a guy that allows it to go to his head. He's going to be energized; he’s going 
to take on challenges; he's going to allow us to push him and get the most out of him. 

“Big, big future for him. As big as it gets, sky's the limit, And he knows the sky is 
the limit for our program and he's going to be leading that charge.” 

Thibodeaux has 12 sacks and 23.5 tackles for loss in 20 games at Oregon. Dur- 
ing last year’s Pac-12 championship game, the Los Angeles product put on a show in 
his hometown with 12 quarterback pressures, two tackles for loss and a sack to earn 
MVP honors in the Ducks’ 31-24 win over USC. 

Opposing teams will have to game-plan around Thibodeaux, but the Ducks 
have recruited other rising stars at linebacker (Noah Sewell, Justin Flowe) and in the 
secondary (Jamal Hil, Mykael Wright, Verone McKinley). 

The only player that has consistently matched Thibodeaux blow-for-blow at the 
line of scrimmage has been former Oregon left tackle Penei Sewell. 

Thibodeaux was the conference's Defensive Freshman of the Year in 2019, 
when Sewell won the Outland Trophy as the Ducks handled physical Utah in the 
Pac-12 title game and outmuscled Wisconsin in the second half of the Rose Bowl. 

“Penei gave me that confidence,” Thibodeaux said of the first lineman selected 
in the 2021 NFL Draft (No. 7 by the Detroit Lions). “He's the best guy in the country, 
S0 it was like once | did that every day, | could go against anybody.” 

Thibodeaux will play the ‘Joker’ role for DeRuyter, which is a hybrid position 
where the player lines up in a three-point stance on the end or stands up as an out- 
side linebacker. Even when Oregon's defense played basic alignments during spring 
practice, the experienced offensive line had trouble dealing with his daily disruptions. 

"KT. brings a different level of intensity to practice every day. | respect it, | love 
it,” quarterback Anthony Brown said. 

“Tm happy that he brings that every day because you don't get that talent 
‘everywhere in the country where you can see it every day in practice. He's coming 
every single play; he doesn't take any plays off, and hat's off to him. He's a special guy.” 

It will take all that and more for a defensive player to get the attention 
of Heisman voters. He would need to produce dominant stats and a weekly 
‘SportsCenter highlight while leading the Ducks to a Pac-12 three-peat and into the 
College Football Playoff. 

But don't count him out. The former five-star recruit and his aggressive coach 
have never shied away from great expectations. 

“| think i's very possible for a defensive player,” Cristobal said of winning the 
Heisman. “The thing about K.T., he’s a high achiever and he wants to be around guys 
who are into high achievement standards. He sees himself as limitless. We feel the

His next step was to really learn the defense for his sophomore year; really 
understand the schemes and figure out how to play the position, He did exactly 
that and finished second on the team with 79 tackles, including 4.5 sacks and 
‘seven tackles for loss.

His next step, the way he figures it, would be to really to turn it up a notch 
in 2021 and become a leader. 

“| had a lot of guys like Dylan (Moses) last year and guys from my freshman 
year show me what it is to be a leader on this team,” Harris said of the veteran 
linebacker. “I'm trying to be more vocal and have a leadership role on the team.” 

By the end of spring workouts, he had become an undisputed leader for the 
Crimson Tide as they look to repeat as national champions this season, 

For his first two seasons, Moses was there with him to help out with making 
play calls and getting the rest of the defense in the right spots. Harris has known 
Moses since they were kids in Baton Rouge, La., and they were teammates back 
in high school, too. 

Having that anchor to lean on was huge. This season it's all on Harris. He's 
the one responsible for everything. 

“I really am trying to take on a leadership role this year,” Harris said, “I think

His head coach thinks so, too. Nick Saban wants Harris to take that next 
step and be the quarterback of the defense.

Harris is in his third year in this defense with 25 starts to his credit in 26 
games played. 

Ashoulder injury after the Arkansas game last season left him questionable 
for the SEC title game against Florida, and it was thought he might need surgery. 
Yet, he started the title game and even made the game's final play — a big sack 
of Kyle Trask to seal the Crimson Tide win. 

Then in the national title game against Ohio State, Harris led the Crimson

Kyle Hamilton is actually living up 
to his legend at Notre Dame 
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blended in like a neon sign 
radiating “Super! Star!” 

In his very first practice, 
Hamilton intercepted three 
passes. Practices were closed to the media at that point, and only third-hand 
‘accounts and bits of video were available. 

But word was out, and his legend grew like a modern-day member of the Four 
Horsemen. 

By the end of the first week, word was that he had intercepted a dozen passes. 
Aweek later, as the team returned to the Notre Dame campus, observers — includ- 
ing some players — said the number had grown closer to 20. 

“As much as I've been trying to tamp down Kyle Hamilton for Heisman ... he's a 
Teally good player,” Notre Dame coach Brian Kelly chuckled. “He shows up every day 
in some fashion. He has a unique skillset. 

“At his size, he has a very unique suddenness and change of direction, which 
Offers incredible range and length as a pass defender. | can't tell you that I've seen 
a player that can change direction and offers such incredible range on the back end.” 

Hamilton continued his meteoric ascent in the 2019 season. 

In his first game at Notre Dame Stadium, he intercepted a pass and returned it 
for a touchdown, Used mainly in nickel situations with Gilman and Elliott, Hamilton, 
still led the team in interceptions (four) and was named freshman All-American. 

Last season, an ankle injury in the first game of 2020 prompted him to miss a 
game and slowed him through the season — ultimately requiring off-season surgery 
— but he still led the team in tackles and was imposing enough to be named an 
Football Writers Association of America first-team All-American. 

“Kyle makes a difference,” said Irish defensive coordinator Clark Lea, who has 
since become Vanderbilt head coach. “He makes an impact by just being on the field, 
His presence is felt. Teams plan around him, his length, his range. He fils up a lot of 
windows,” 

He heads into 2021 as one of the most feted and recognizable defensive players 
in college football, His third season with the Irish will likely be his last, projected as 
probable top 10 draft pick. 

Yet Hamilton still largely remains grounded. He considered himself mostly a 
basketball player at Marist School in Atlanta when he received a football scholarship 
offer as a sophomore. 

“| didn’t even realize | was that good at football to play in college,” Hamilton said. 
“1 was like, ‘Allright, let's give this thing a try.’ So, | kept playing football and got more 
Offers. | think | ultimately made the right decision.” 

Marcus Freeman, who replaced Lea as Notre Dame's defensive coordinator, 
didn’t have the benefit of coaching Hamilton on the field in the spring, due to the 
safety's ankle surgery. But Freeman knows he'll have a special player patroling the 
back end of his defense in the fall. 

“You look at Kyle and can tell the skillset,” Freeman said. “The length he brings 
to the back of our defense is second to none.” 

‘As Hamilton prepares for the next phase — a bombardment of questions about 
making himself available for the NFL Draft following his junior season — he has 
accepted the responsibilities that come with his star status. 

“As a player, 've grown on a maturity level,” Hamilton said. “Physically, mentally, 
being more commanding on the football field for everybody to look a.” 

‘Oh, everybody's watching. I's not easy taking your eyes off Kyle Hamilton. If you 
do, you just might miss his next great feat.

A mighty mite to be sure, 

Vaughn established the 
Kansas State freshman record for rushing yards in a season (642), breaking a school 
record set not by College Football Hall of Famer Darren Sproles, but by Leon Patton, 
who gained 609 yards in 2006. 

Sproles, it might be noted, was listed as 5-7, 170 as a K-State freshman in 2001, 
He gained just 210 yards as a true freshman on his way to a school record 4,979 
yards, nearly 2,000 yards ahead of second place on the Wildcat career list. He owns 
three of the top five seasons in K-State history, including the top spot with 1,986 as 
a junior, 

By the time he got to the precise measurement of the NFL combine in 2005, 
he was listed as 5-6, 187. He played most of his remarkable 14-year NFL career 
at 5-7, 190, 

Vaughn is thoroughly aware of the importance of adding strength and even 
alittle bulk, 

“Adding weight to make sure my body is in the best shape is going to be big,” 
‘Vaughn said, “When you get to that seven-game stretch without a bye, you have to 
make sure you're playing to the best of your abilities and your body is stil in the best 
shape.” 

Of course, what made Sproles valuable was his versatility as a running back, 
receiver, and punt and kick returner, That's also a key part of Vaughn's game. 

Vaughn holds school freshman records in all-purpose yards for a running back 
(1,221). He caught 25 passes for 434 yards and two touchdowns, and he returned 
seven kickoffs for 145 yards. 

He was named the True Freshman of the Year by 247Sports, a Freshman 
All-American by The Athletic and the Big 12 Offensive Freshman of the Year by the 
league's coaches. As a second-team All-Big 12 selection, he was the first Wildcat true 
freshman in the Big 12 era (since 1996) to eam first- or second-team All-Big 12 honors 
on offense. 

“Deuce is a special, special player,” Kansas State coach Chris Klieman said 
succinctly, 

Vaughn said having spring workouts this year — something he didn't have last 
year — will help him build toward an even better sophomore year. 

"Keep making strides in the mental game,” he said, “getting my pre-snap stuff 
down, especialy running routes out of the backfield. And then working on my second 
and third-level moves to turn 15- and 20-yard gains into 70-yard gains.” 

Kansas State running backs coach Brian Anderson will be looking to build on 
Vaughn's strengths and shore up his weaknesses, but he’s excited about the raw 
tools, 

Blocking is another challenge. 

“Obviously, protection is a concer because of his size,” Anderson said. “He 
knows where to go. He knows what to do. It's just a matter of getting his technique 
down. 

“Then it's seeing the big picture, seeing how the defense is aligned and then 
making those off-track runs, where it's designed to go this way but you can cut the ball 
back. He's done that this spring.” 

Plenty of people were wrong on Vaughn coming out of high school, like they 
were with Sproles. Not big enough to take the punishment of Division | football at the 
highest level? 

‘Sproles has 4,979 answers for those who doubted him, and Vaughn will be 
looking to add a few answers of his own,

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1. Alabama 


For the ninth time in 11 years, Alabama signed the 
247Sports Composite’s No. 1 recruiting class. This was Nick Saban and company’s 
finest work yet on the trail, finishing with the highest-scoring class in 247Sports 
history (327.91), eclipsing the Florida 2010 haul (324.62). The timing of this group 
is perfect as Saban and his staff aim to reload from a 2017 class that leaves 
Tuscaloosa as two-time national champs with several first-round draft choices and 
‘a handful of Heisman Trophy finalists, including this past year's winner, DeVonta 
‘Smith. 

The big need for Alabama this cycle was landing some potential instant 
impact guys on the offensive line. To solve that, the Crimson Tide went out 
and signed the top two offensive tackles in five-stars JC Latham and Tommy 
Brockermeyer. The nation’s No. 2 offensive guard Terrence Ferguson and No. 

1 center James Brockermeyer were pivotal signees as well, as the Crimson 

Tide maintain the standard they've built on the offensive front. The Brockermeyer 
brothers are the sons of Blake Brockermeyer, a former All-American at Texas and 
first-round draft choice who had a long career in the NFL. 

No program recruited the state of Florida better than Alabama, who landed 
the state's top three receivers in five-star Jacorey Brooks, along with speedsters 
‘Agiye Hall and Christian Leary. It also grabbed the state's top two edge rushers 
(five-star Dallas Turner and Keanu Koht, a late LSU flip) and the No. 3 safely 
Terrion Amold, who will also play basketball in Tuscaloosa 

‘Three other five-stars put pen to paper, including No. 1 comerback 
Ga'Quincey McKinstry, the No. 1 in-state player who will also play basketball; 
defensive tackle Damon Payne and running back Camar Wheaton. Of the 
27 players that signed, 24 are billed four-star or better.

Over half of this Buckeyes class ranked in the Top100 
as the Big Ten powerhouse finished with the No. 2 class for the third time in the last 
five recruiting cycles, The jewel of the class is defensive end Jack Sawyer, who 
was also the first to commit. The top player from Ohio will remind fans of the Bosa 
brothers coming off the edge. 

Ina five-star frenzy, Ryan Day and his staff landed the No. 1 receiver Emeka 
Egbuka from Washington state, and the No. 1 running back in TreVeyon Hender- 
son from Virginia. The No. 1 offensive guard — and perhaps top offensive lineman 
overall — in Donovan Jackson signed from the Lone Star State, and the No. 3 
pro-style passer, Kyle McCord, is already on campus and competing to replace 
Justin Fields, 

Other major gets included Top247 defensive tackle Mike Hall; the nation's 
No. 2 all-purpose back Evan Pryor who, like Henderson, can really fly; the nation's 
No. 5 inside linebacker Reid Carrico and two more very talented receivers in 
Marvin Harrison Jr. (son of the Hall of Fame receiver) and Jayden Ballard. Ballard 
becomes perhaps the fastest player in the Buckeyes exceptionally strong position 
room. 

This is a 21-player class that keeps Ohio State in contention for years to come. 


Athird-straight top-five class for the Tigers as Ed 
Orgeron rises to No. 3 with this 23-player haul, highlighted by home cooking. 

The Tigers secured signatures from the top two players in the state. They 
grabbed five-star defensive tackle Mason Smith, holding off Georgia, and five- 
star safety Sage Ryan, beating Alabama late. They are two jewels of a class that 
should provide instant help to a defense that was young and took some lumps 
in 2020, Six of the state's top eight are headed to Baton Rouge, including Top 
100 receivers Chris Hilton and Brian Thomas J, defensive end Savion Jones 
and athlete Malik Nabers, who could be a difference-maker at wideout or in the 
secondary. 

This was a strong receiver class for the Tigers as another consensus Top 100 
receiver in Deion Smith is on the way. Nobody is happier about that than Top 247 
quarterback Garrett Nussmeier, who is already on campus and impressing.

Avery talented 19:-player class is headed to play for the 
ACC powerhouse, highlighted by five-stars Will Shipley (APB), Tristan Leigh (OT) 
and Barrett Carter (S/LB). When looking at average ranking per commit, the Tigers 
signed the No. 3 class in the country, trailing just the Crimson Tide and Buckeyes, 

Shipley is drawing comparisons to Christian McCaffrey with his phenomenal 
testing numbers. The proof is in his athleticism and his film, where he is electric 
out of the backfield and in the passing game. Leigh was a heavily coveted player 
at his position who could play early as Clemson aims to replace Jackson Carman, 
another former five-star. Defensive coordinator Brent Venables plans to play Carter 
in a similar role to Isaiah Simmons. 

In addition to Carter, Clemson recruited well on the defensive side as instinc- 
tive, hard-hitting linebacker Jeremiah Trotter Jr, (son of a former two-time All-Pro) 
and speedy comerback Nathaniel Wiggins (flipped from LSU late) are in the boat 
The Tigers also have a pair of defensive ends who maintain the school's standard 
at that position in Zaire Patterson and Cade Denoff. Watch four-star safety Andrew 
Mukuba become one of the ACC's best. 

Tight end Jake Briningstool is already turning heads as an early enrollee, 


Fora third-straight year, Oregon has the No, 1 class in 
the Pac 12. This was also the program's second time in the Composite's Top 10 in 
the last three cycles, eclipsing the 2019 class by one spot at No. 6. 

Naturally, Mario Cristobal and the Ducks are recruiting the offensive line 
as well as anybody. They hit on four highly-touted players in offensive tackles 
Kingsley Suamataia, Bram Walden and Jonah Miller, along with the country’s 


No. 2 center Jackson Light. Suamataia could quickly remind folks of Penei Sewell, 
‘Second-year offensive coordinator Joe Moorhead has to be giddy about the 
big match-up problems that Oregon signed at receiver and tight end. Troy Franklin, 
Isaiah Brevard and Dont’e Thornton can take the top off any defense and bring 
major size to the receiver room. Terrance Ferguson and Moliki Matavao are 
those 6-5, downfield pass-catching tight ends that have the makings of being 
a big problem for the opposition as well, 
Prolific quarterback Ty Thompson comes from Arizona as a state champion. 
Big pickups on defense include one of the West's top defensive linemen, Keanu 
Williams, and fast comerback Avante Dickerson. Linebacker Jabril McNeill was 
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also a coup forthe Ducks out of North Carolina. The sleeper ofthe class, pethaps 
the sleeper of the Pac 12, is cornerback Darren Barkins.

‘Athird-straight Top 10 class for Jimbo Fisher and his 
staff as the Aggies get another step closer to the College Football Playoff with this 
23-player haul. 

The No. 1 retuming defense in the SEC adds even more talent, led by five- 
star defensive tackle Shemar Turner and equally coveted defensive end Tunmise 
Adeleye. Marcus Burris, Elijah Jeudy and Jahzion Harris are three more four- 
stars that will Keep the Aggies very talented atthe point of attack. Swiping four-star 
safely Jardin Gilbert out of Louisiana was a big win, as well as taking Tyreek 
Chappell out of Pennsylvania. 

This class wasn't all about defense though. Eli Stowers is as athletic as they 
come at the quarterback position. Top247 receiver Shadrach Banks had a big 
senior season, and the country’s No. 4 running back LJ Johnson chose Texas 
‘A&M late over recruiting rival Texas. As Texas ABM says goodbye to one of the 
best offensive lines in the country, they bring in two of the state's best in offensive 
guard Bryce Foster and offensive tackle Reuben Fatheree. Both could be instant 
impact-type players and look like mainstays for the next three to four years. The 
top JUCO offensive tackle in the country Jordan Spasojevic-Moko should provide 
immediate help. 

Fisher has quickly tured Texas A&M into a tile contender and this class 
should keep them consistent in that fashion moving forward. 


After a disastrous recruiting class in 2020, where the 
Trojans finished No. 64 nationally, we see the Pac 12 program back in the Top10. 
Prospects staying home had a big part in that. 

The No. 1 overall prospect in the class, five-star Korey Foreman, picked 
USC over Clemson, where he was once committed, along with LSU and Georgia. 
‘Top247 outside linebacker Raesjon Davis was a former LSU commit that will also 
stay out West and suit up at USC. 

Quarterback depth was a focal point, and two Top 100 guys are already en- 
rolled: Jaxson Dart, who had as strong a senior year as any player in the country, 
and Miller Moss, However, defense is the class strength. Besides Foreman and 
Davis, Top247 defensive tackle Jay Toia was a significant pickup, as was Top247 
linebacker Julien Simon, Recruiting in the secondary was outstanding as four-star 
comerbacks Ceyair Wright, Prophet Brown and Jaylin Smith all signed, as did 
four-star safeties Anthony Beavers Jr., Calen Bullock and Xamarion Gordon. 

This is the type of class that can fully eliminate all the coaching hot seat talk 
that’s been going on around Los Angeles. 


A pretty standard class for the Irish. I's terrific on the 
offensive line, has big dynamic receivers and has a lot of high upside guys on 
defense that should keep Notre Dame in the CFB Playoff equation down the 
road. The Irish are also right there with Alabama and Oregon in signing one of 
the best offensive line classes in the country. Offensive tackle Blake Fisher and 
offensive guard Rocco Spindler are Top 100 recruits with major offers. The Irish 
flipped four-star offensive tackle Caleb Johnson from Auburn, and don’t be 
surprised if, in three years, Joe Alt eclipses all of them. The four-star has 
‘tremendous potential. He's a former high school tight end who is growing into his 
massive frame and the son of former first-round draft pick John Alt. The elder Alt 
had a long NFL career protecting biindsides of quarterbacks and is in the Kansas 
City Chiefs Hall of Fame. Offensive guard Pat Coogan rounds out this 
outstanding group. 

Four-stars Deion Colzie and Lorenzo Styles Jr. are athletic pass catchers. 
Styles’ father also had a long career in the NFL. Four-star running back Audric 
Estime adds to what is becoming one of Notre Dame's best position rooms, and 
Brian Kelly and company are hoping four-star Tyler Buchner is the quarterback of 


the future. He's a talented signal-caller who hasn't played much on the prep level 
(injury as a sophomore, pandemic as a senior) and when he did, it was against 
low-level California competition 

Linebacker Prince Kollie is going to be a star on defense, and the Irish went 
out fo California and stole guys like comerback Chance Tucker and edge players 
Will Schweitzer and Devin Aupiu.

While the Sooners check-in at No, 10, if you take a closer 
look at this 16-player class, you see the Big 12 power finished No. 5 nationally when 
considering average ranking per commit. Pound for pound this was one ofthe best 
classes in the country Its of course loaded on offense, but i's what they've done on 
the other side ofthe ball hat ges ths program closer to winning a national tte, 

The Sooners have gradually improved on the defensive side under defensive 
coordinator Alex Grinch, and the guys they landed in 2021 were as strong a haul 
as they've had in quite some time. To highlight a few, the nation's No. 2 weakside 
defensive end Clayton Smith and No. 7 weakside defensive end Kelvin Gilliam 
were big pickups. Keep an eye on the 6-7, 240-pound Nathan Rawlins-Kibonge, 
who will also play basketball in Norman and has all the traits to develop into one 
of the nation’s best on the defensive front. 

Of course, Lincoln Riley went out and signed the No. 1 quarterback in the 
country in five-star Caleb Williams. The Sooners reloaded at receiver led by the 
No. 4 player al the position Mario Williams and the country's No, 2 athlete Billy 
Bowman who could shine at wideout or in the secondary. Securing a signature 
from the No. 4 offensive tackle in the class, Savion Byrd on National Signing Day, 
was a coup as well.

Manny Diaz and his staff showed big improvement on 
tthe field in year two and it seeped over to the recruiting trail where the Hurricanes 
finished with the No. 2 class in the ACC. Headlining this group was the No. 1 
defensive tackle in the country Leonard Taylor and the No. 1 safety James 
Williams, a pair of five-stars from the backyard. Miami beat Florida for Taylor and 
Georgia for Wiliams. 

Of the 22 players that signed, 18 hail from the Sunshine State, most coming 
from South Florida. A trio of four-star receivers in Romeo Brinson, Jacolby George 
and Brashard Smith make for the class strength. But four-star running backs Thad 
Franklin and Cody Brown could be a punishing duo as well. 

The quarterback room Diaz inherited was very suspect, and he and Rhett 
Lashlee are quickly turning it over. The transfer of D’Eriq King was obviously big, 
but his heir apparent could be the quy who signed this cycle. Top247 recruit Jake 
Garcia, a former USC recruit and California native who played his senior of high 
‘school in Georgia, now heads to Coral Gables. 


The Gators struggled defensively this past fll, but a ton 
of help is on the way. Dan Mullen and his staff loaded up on this side ofthe ballin 
the 2021 cycle. 

Securing a signature from five-star comerback Jason Marshall was huge, 
beating out Miami and Alabama for the No. 2 player at his position. They landed a 
few diference-makers on the edge in the No. 5 weakside defensive end Jeremiah 
Williams, the No. 7 strongside defensive end Tyreak Sapp, four-star Justus Boone 
and the No. 1 overall JUCO prospect Diwun Black. Black chose UF coming out 
Cf high school in 2019 and stuck with them. Four-star safeties Corey Collier and 
Donovan McMiillon are significant aditions as well 

On the offensive side, four-star quarterback Carlos Del Rio-Witson is an ah- 
letc, high upside passer similar to those we've seen Mullen have success with in the 
past. We're gping to look up in two, three years and Marcus Burke will be one of the 
top receivers in the SEC, and tight end Nick Eiksnis was a sneaky good pick up for 
the Gators, who say goodbye tothe nation’s top player at that position, Kyle Pitts. 

Florida signed 22 players in 2021. 
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Lana 13. Michigan 


For a second-straight year, the Wolverines add several 
dynamic playmakers on offense, including the 247Sports Composite's No.3 
running back Donovan Edwards. 

Michigan will probably go as far as the jewel of the haul, five-star quarterback 
J.J, MeCarthy, takes them. The Chicagoland native is fresh off quiding Bradenton 
(Fla.) IMG Academy to a prep national championship. He's the class's No. 2 pro- 
style signal-caller. 

The Wolverines never struggle to land touted offensive linemen and this class 
includes the No. 8 offensive tackle Giovanni El-Hadi and the No. 3 center Raheem 
Anderson. 

On defense, linebacker Junior Colson has all the makings to be one of the 
Big Ten's best defenders. He's fast, physical and a hard-hiter. Defensive tackle 
was a big need as the Wolverines transition into new coordinator Mike MacDon- 
ald's scheme and they hit big late. They flipped four-star in-state recruit Rayshaun 
Benny from Michigan State, beat Penn State for four-star George Rooks and took 
sleeper Ikechkwu lwunnah out of the Lone Star State.

=_] The trajectory of the Tar Heels program continues to 
soar with another outstanding class. A year after finishing No. 13, North Carolina 
closes at No. 14. As we head into year three of the Mack Brown era, not many 
programs have recruited quarterback and the defensive line better over that span, 
‘not to mention all the speed North Carolina has netted on both sides of the ball. 

Quarterback recruit Drake Maye threw for 50 touchdowns and just two inter- 
ceptions as a juniot. The Covid-19 pandemic did not allow for a senior season and 
he's in Chapel Hill adding to what has quickly become one of the more talented 
position rooms in America. 

Five-star defensive end Keeshawn Silver is the class jewel. He's a 6-6, 
275-pound specimen who looks like a future first-rounder, and fellow defensive 
lineman Jafwaree Ritzie is going to be special too. Top 247 linebacker signee 
Raneiria Dilworth is a 4.4 guy who could also evolve into a high draft pick. All four 
mentioned are in-state recruits as UNC signed six of the Top 10, also including 
four-star linebacker Power Echols and athlete DeAndre Boykins. 

This class is full of more no-brainers like four-star safety/linebacker Gabe 
‘Stephens and unheralded players that look like future stars in athlete Caleb Hood 
and cornerback Dontae Balfour. 

North Carolina is putting together a roster that will be annually competitive 
with Clemson for the ACC crown.

The Longhorns run of three-straight Top 10 classes 
came to an end with this 22-player class, finishing No. 15 nationally. However, 
there are some pieces that can help the Big 12 program get back on track under 
new head coach Steve Sarkisian. 

Five-star tight endidefensive end Ja’Tavion Sanders isthe class jewel, a 
two-way difference-maker that led Denton (Texas) Ryan to a state championship. 
Running back Jonathon Brooks had a special senior season in gaining 3,849 
yards from scrimmage and scoring 65 offensive TD's (70 total). The No. 8 wide 
receiver Xavier Worthy, one of the fastest receivers in the land, asked out of his 
NLI to Michigan and committed to the Longhoms as a big late addition to this class. 

Texas stockpiled four-stars on the defensive side this cycle, including several 
in the secondary in safety JD Coffey and comerbacks Jamier Johnson and 
Ishmael Ibraheem. Derrick Harris Jr. and Jordon Thomas were two of the state's 
more sought-after defensive linemen. Linebacker Terrence Cooks has played a lot 
of winning football in his prep career. 

Moving forward Steve Sarkisian will aim to elevate the Longhorns recruiting 
efforts, particularly on the offensive line where heading into this year’s NFL Draft 
Texas has only had one player selected over the last decade. 


The Badgers had never had a Top25 class in the 
247Sports era, which dates back to 2010, until now. No surprise the strength is on 
the offensive line with five-star offensive tackle Nolan Rucci leading the way. The 
Penn State legacy chose to play in Madison over the Nittany Lions and every other 
powerhouse program in America. Joining Rucci are four-star offensive tackles 
JP Benzschawel and Riley Mahiman. 

Wisconsin made the defensive side a focal point. Top247 defensive end TJ 
Bollers is the highest-ranked guy in the fold. Safety Hunter Wohler is an instinctive 
hard-hitter, and linebackers Jake Ratzlaff, Darryl Peterson and Bryan Sanborn are 
tailor-made Badger-type guys. 

The Big Ten’s sleeper quarterback recruit is Deacon Hill, out of California, 
‘who has terrific arm talent. Hill had just four offers, but the Badgers identified him 
early and it should pay off.

In Lane Kiffin’s first year at the helm, the Rebels 
offensive attack ranked No. 3 nationally in total offense. That's against an All-SEC 
‘schedule we should add. As impressive as that was, the defense was on the 
‘complete other end of the spectrum finishing No. 126. 

This class will go a long way towards fixing that. The strength of this class, 
which finished No. 17, is on the defensive side of the ball where the Rebels 
upgraded on all three levels. Four-star safety Tysheeem Johnson has a Jabrill 
Peppers skill set and is the headliner of a secondary class that also included 
four-stars Dink Jackson, Markevious Brown and All-American MJ Daniels 
(a Mississippi State fp) 

Four-siar defensive tackle Tywone Malone, who wil also play baseball (and 
looks like Frank Thomas in the cage); Taleeg Robbins; Isaiah Iton and Jamond 
Gordon shore things up in the middle of the defense. The latter two are the top 
tanked JUCO defensive tackles. 

Of course, there is more firepower on offense coming as well. Four-star 
in-state quarterback Luke Altmyer flipped from Florida State late as did four-star 
tight end Hudson Wolfe. Four-star receiver Bralon Brown, Texas receiver JJ Henry 
and No. 2-ranked JUCO receiver Qua Davis look like the next wave of playmakers 
outside for Kiffin and company,

the program's best finish in the 247Sports standings, matching the 2017 haul 
Similar to the situation in Oxford, offensive-minded head coach Mike Locksley 
knows for his program to become competitive in the Big Ten it needs to shore 
up the defense. That was certainly the focus in 2021 

‘The top nine players in this 23-man class will help on the defensive side, 
led by perhaps the best pure pass rusher of the 2021 cycle in local defensive 
end Demeioun Robinson. In-state recruiting was good on the defensive line as 
fellow four-stars Taizse Johnson and Tommy Akingbesote joined Robinson. The 
247Sports Composite’s No. 1 inside linebacker, five-star Terrence Lewis, and 
‘Top247 hard-hitting outside linebacker Branden Jennings were big coups from 
the Sunshine State. Jennings is a former Michigan commit. 

‘As Locksley fine-tunes his offense, he needed a couple of tight ends in 2021 
and he got four who could play the position in West Wolff, GJ Dippre, Joseph 
Bearns and Leron Husbands. 


‘Auburn went from a Top10 signing class in 2020 to 
a coaching change just a year later 

Through the transition, the Tigers were able to keep their talented Texas 
signal-caler inthe fold in four-star Dematrius Davis, who led Houston (Texas) 
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North Shore to state tiles as a sophomore and junior. 

The No. 4 and No. § players in the state, four-star defensive end Dylan 
Brooks and four-star defensive tackle Lee Hunter are headiners in the class. 
Brooks originally put pen to paper for Tennessee, but was let out of his letter-of- 
intent after the coaching change in Knoxville. 

Hal Presley is going to be a big-time receiver in Bryan Harsin’s offense as a 
6-fo0t-3,strech-the-field type, and Ahmari Harvey and Tar'varish Dawson are two 
nice pickups for the secondary out ofthe state of Florida. 

Tobechi Okoli could be one of the SEC's biggest steals. He's a 6-5, 
256-pound defensive lineman out of Kansas City who was coveted by programs 
in that region, but chose the stage of the SEC. 


Fora fifth-straight year, the Huskers finished with a Top 
25 class. The jewel for Scott Frost and company is the No. 2 tight end Thomas 
Fidone, who will be an instant impact player in Lincoln. He can fine up attached, in 
the slot or out wide. He has a skill set similar to Kyle Pitts and chose to stay close 
to home over a national offer list. 

Other four-stars choosing to play at Nebraska include 6-foot-8 offensive tackle 
Teddy Prochazka and athletic linebacker Randolph Kpai, the No. 1 recruit in South 
Dakota. The Huskers also dipped into Hawaii and secured Top 247 linebacker 
‘Wynden Ho'ohuli. 

This class has some sneaky good pickups like road-grading offensive guard 
Henry Lutovsky out of lowa; in-state tight end James Carnie, who should be a 
matchup nightmare, and two-way lineman RuQuan Buckley out of Michigan. Buck- 
ley chose the Huskers over Michigan State because no other program recruited 
him harder. 

Frost and his staff now look to tum these Top 25 classes into a Top 25 product 
on the field.

AA small but strong class for head coach James Franklin 
and his staff tat finishes No. 21 nationally. But when looking at average ranking 
per commit it came in at No. 15. 

The nation’s No. 7 offensive tackle Landon Tengwall is the class's top 
player, and he enrolled early, bypassing his senior season that was delayed 
by the COVID-19 pandemic to get a head start. You won't find a prospect at 
any position more physically ready to play on day one than the 6-6, 300-pound 
Tengwall, a specimen at the position who also plays with the tenacity coveted 
upfront. 

Top 247 receiver Lonnie White was a high school quarterback at Malvern 
Prep and an outstanding three-sport athlete at one point committed to play 
baseball at Clemson. He can be a game-changer on the perimeter for the Nittany 
Lions. Four-star receivers Harrison Wallace and Liam Clifford give Penn State one 
of the country’s best hauls atthe position. 

The Nittany Lions develop front seven players as well as any program in col- 
lege football, and defensive ends Davon Townley and Rodney McGraw are a pair 
of 6-foo!-6 pass rushers. Jamari Buddin isa terrific four-star linebacker prospect 
tomold. 

This strong class also included four-star comerback Kalen King and his twin 
brother Kobe King out of Detroit. Offensive guard Nate Bruce looks like a mainstay 
cn the O-line for years to come, and four-star safeties Jaylen Reed and Zakee 
Wheatley are strong lands as well.

The next great Seminoles receiver, Destyn Hill, 
highlights this class. The Louisiana product is one of the more exciting players after 
the caich with his combination of balance and speed. He can take the top off and 
he's a major threat in the retum game as well. Hill, along with Malik McClain and 
Joshua Burrell, make for a nice receiver haul as second-year head coach Mike 
Norvell and his staff look to get that offense rolling in Tallahassee. 

Like so many of these rebuilding programs, defense was the name of the 
game on the trail. The Seminoles scored two high upside pass rushers in George 
Wilson and Patrick Payton. The two are very disruptive players on the prep level, 
but both will need fo add mass to their exciting frames before becoming difference- 
makers in the ACC. 

Florida State aims to shore up their secondary with four-star comerbacks 
Hunter Washington and Omarion Cooper. Back on the offensive side of the ball, 
tackle Rod Orr has all the traits to develop into a great one at his position. 


‘The Hawkeyes signed their best class in the 247Sports 
a, finishing No. 24 nationally. Naturally, the run on the offensive line leads the 
way with a trio of four-stars in offensive tackle David Davidkov, offensive guard 
Connor Colby and offensive tackle Beau Stephens. 

Remember the name Cooper DeJean. Nobody filled a box score lke the four- 
sport standout and All-American from Battle Creek-Ida Grove (Iowa). He shined at 
{quarterback and defensive back on the prep level in winning a couple of state files 
He's also a physical, above the rim basketball player, and he was selected to play 
in the All American Bow. 

Four-star athletes Arfand Bruce IV and Keagan Johnson could help this, 
offense be more potent, and keep an eye on quarterback Joey Labas, who 
emerged later than others at the position, Labas has the talent to become one of 
the Big Ten’s best signal-allers

Razorbacks fans should come to expect Top 25 
classes under second-year coach Sam Pittman, who is one of the more 
energetic recruiters in the country. 

Three four-stars headline this class, including receiver Ketron Jackson 
(Texas); running back AJ Green, one of the fastest players in the country; 
and physical two-way standout Raheim Sanders, who could be the face of 
the Razorbacks defense down the road. 

Pittman was certainly going to sign a good offensive line class, and the 
state's No. 2 prospect in offensive tackle Terry Wells leads the group. He also 
landed the highly-recruited Cameron Ball, out of Atlanta, and intriguing tackle 
Cole Carson, out of the Lone Star State. 

Comerback Keuan Parker is a disruptive player in the secondary.

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THERE’S NO MISTAKING TANNER MORGAN AND HIS FAITH 


hen Tanner Morgan tums the cor- 

ner in the University of Minneso- 

ta athletic building he sometimes 

gets mistaken for head football 
coach P.J. Fleck. Both are bald. 

A tedshirt senior quarterback, Morgan 
turned the comer spiritually when he got to 
Minnesota. 

“When I got to college, my faith became 
my own after my first year. I truly decided to 
follow Jesus,” said Morgan. 

During Ultimate Training Camp, sponsored by 
Athletes in Action for college and pro athletes 
about how to blend faith and sports, Morgan’s 
eyes were opened about how he looked at God. 

“My relationship with God was like a genie 
in a bottle, about things He could do for me. 
My life changed completely when I realized 
that my view with God was totally off. My 
life changed forever. I know who the most 
important relationship is in my life.” 

Teaching a team Bible study, Morgan told 
players, “When I invited Jesus into my heart, 
when I followed Christ with everything, to be on 
that path, that was a tuming point. I had Christ 
fully in my life. The greatest decision anyone 
can make is accepting Christ in your life.” 

Morgan considers football as a tool to wor- 
ship God, how he plays and how he treats 
people on the field. On game days, he writes 
on his wrist band a capital W and a small w, 
Worship and win. He writes AO1 (Audience of 
One) on his wrist tape. 

“Just because you are a Christian doesn’t 
mean you can’t be a competitor. God 
encourages us to run the race to win. The Bible 
(1 Corinthians 9:24) talks about running the 
race in our walk with Christ.” 

‘At Minnesota, Morgan has been a winner. 
He led the Golden Gophers to an 11-2 record 
in 2019, including Top 10 wins over Penn 
State and Auburn, which was in the Outback 
Bowl. 

He has set 11 school records, including 
season passing yards (3,253), season touchdown 
passes (30), season completion percentage (66 
percent, 210 of 318), all in 2019. In a win over 
Purdue in 2019, he set a Big Ten Conference 
record for highest completion percentage 
(95.45 percent, 21 of 22). 

Fleck, the 2019 Big Ten Coach of the Year, 
calls Morgan an elite leader by his words 
and actions.

Holder Casey O'Brien, Morgan’s teammate 
from 2017-2020, said, “Everything that goes 
on in our football program runs through Tan- 
ner. He has the most respect of any player in 
this building and his work ethic and perfor- 
mance have earned that.” 

Morgan wants to inspire his team as a leader 
and get better in every area of his life. Play- 
ing at Ryle High School in Union, Ky., his ju- 
nior and senior years and at Hazard, Ky., High 
School his freshman and sophomore years, 
Morgan threw for over 10,000 yards and was 
a finalist for Mr. Kentucky Football in 2016. 

His cousin Tim Couch, University of Kentucky 
quarterback from 1996-98 and Cleveland 
Browns quarterback from 1999-2003, told him 
that doing things the right way will pay off. 

“People look up to you. You are in the 
spotlight,” Morgan said. “That gives you 
a platform to talk about the Good News of 
Jesus. All the terrible things that go on in the 
world allows the opportunity to share what 
is good and about God. God's purpose for me 
is to spread the gospel, to be able to bring 
people to the kingdom of God.” 

He calls Ephesians 2:8-9 vital. “For by 
grace you have been saved through faith, not 
of yourselves, a gift of God not by works lest 
any man should boast.” 

“That is so powerful because it is not 
about what we do. We can have eternity 
with Him because it is not about what we 
do, but what He did.” 

In Spring 2020, his father Ted Morgan was 


diagnosed with an aggressive brain tumor. 

“I was broken. I was scared, in fear of los- 
ing my dad. Fear is one of the things that 
comes with cancer. Cancer is a really scary 
thing,” the younger Morgan said. 

Ted Morgan had surgery after his diagnosis 
and is now taking oral chemotherapy. 

“We came together with God's help. He met 
my Dad's needs. It's something that God did, 
not a medical thing. He is so passionate about 
the Lord Jesus. His faith was so comforting as 
well as God giving us strength,” said Tanner. 

OBrien, a five-time cancer survivor, said of 
Morgan, “He has always been there for me 
and supported me through every one of my 
battles with cancer. He is a very positive spir- 
itual influence in my life and a great friend. 

“He has encouraged me to strengthen my 
faith because I see how much confidence he 
lives with trusting God. He has given me verses 
when I have been battling cancer that have in- 
spired me to put my faith completely in God’s 
hands. He trusts in God in everything he does.” 

Morgan, who is active in Currynt, a part- 
nership of the Fellowship of Christian Ath- 
letes and Athletes in Action, tries to walk in 
the Spirit daily. 

“How I use my faith in everyday life is hav- 
ing to have trust and belief that I am called 
to a greater purpose,” he said. “It allows you 
to know who you are instead of what you do. 
First our identity is being a Christian, not be- 
ing a football player.” 

“Tanner makes a difference every day on 
our team athletically, academically, socially 
and spiritually,” Fleck said. “The hard part 
about being the standard is that you are the 
standard. Tanner has accepted and welcomed 
the role of being the standard and does not 
shy away from responsibility.” 

‘A life verse for Morgan is Colossians 3:23, 
“Whatever you do, work at it with all your 
heart as working for the Lord, not for man.” 

“Thave matured in my faith. The road isn’t 
always an easy one. We are not promised 
an easy life being a Christian. But in our 
hardships that we endure in life, we are able 
to glorify God. Paul is an awesome example of 
that,” he said. “I want to do my best to be my 
best every day.” 

Said Fleck, “When you have faith as strong 
as Tanner, you believe you can accomplish 
anything.”

Alabama 


Overviews: Nick Saban flexed his muscle on 

the recruiting trail as the Crimson Tide inked the highest-ranked 
recruiting class in college footballl history. The defending national 
champions ended up signing seven recruits who finished as 
247Sports five-stars along with 17 more four-star. 

Headliner: Cornerback is considered a premium position, and 
Ga’Quincy McKinstry (Pinson, Ala./Pinson Valley) deserves some 
recognition. Alabama's Mr. Football could play wide receiver for a 
lot of colleges, but his ceiling is even higher on the defensive side 
of the ball. He has the skills to develop into a multi-year starter for 
Saban. 

Bottom Line: At this point it feels as if the Crimson Tide are 
simply evaluating and choosing who they want as they don't lose 
many, if any, recruiting battles. Alabama continues to churn out first- 
round NFL Draft picks and offensive tackle JC Latham (Bradenton, 
Fla./IMG Academy), defensive end Dallas Turner (Fort Lauder- 
dale, Fla/St. Thomas Aquinas), linebacker Deontae Lawson 
(Mobile, Ala./ Mobile Christian) and McKinstry alll look like guys that 
will eventually play on Sundays. 


Overview: The 2020 season might not have 
gone as planned for the Tigers, but Ed Orgeron didn't let that impact 
recruiting as he and his staff signed the nation’s No. 3-ranked class. 
LSU got what it wanted locally, signing six of the Bayou State’s top 
eight-ranked prospects. 

Headliner: Maason Smith (Houma, La./Terrebonne) was 
always viewed as an LSU lean, but he didn’t make things official 
with the Tigers until the first day of the Early Signing Period. The 
nation's No. 2-ranked defensive tackle is a big, disruptive pass 
rusher that should be able to create plenty of push up the middle 
and work his way into the rotation early. 

Bottom Line: LSU reloaded this cycle addressing needs across 
the board. Sage Ryan (Lafayette, La./Lafayette Christian) and 
Derrick Davis Jr. (Monroeville, Pa./Gateway) form an elite duo 

at safety, while Brian Thomas Jr. (Walker, La./Walker), Chris 
Hilton (Zachary, La./Zachary) and Malik Nabers (Youngsville, La/ 
Southside) give LSU three young, promising receivers. Garrett 
Nussmeier (Marcus, Texas/Flower Mound) is one of the country’s 
top pure passers.

Overview: Kirby Smart is still trying to string 
together back-to-back No. 1-ranked recruiting classes. After signing 
the nation’s top group in 2020, the Bulldogs finished with the No. 4- 
ranked group in 2021. It included 11 prospects from the Peach 
State — the most in three years for UGA. 

Headliner: Brock Vandagriff (Bogart, Ga./Prince Avenue

Christian) might be Georgia's quarterback of the future, but 

there might not be a more important signee than Nyland Green 
(Covington, Ga./Newton) given the team’s needs in the secondary. 
The nation’s No. 4-ranked corer has a chance to start as a true 
freshman. 


Bottom Line: \t wasn'ta first place finish for Smart, but there's 
still a lot to like. The Bulldogs should have the future of its offensive 
line in place with tackle Amarius Mims (Cochran, Ga./Bleckley 
County), guard Micah Morris (Kingsland, Ga./Camden County) and 
center Dylan Farichild (Cumming, Ga./West Forsyth) all headed to 
Athens. Brock Bowers (Napa, Calif./Napa) has TE1 potential. 


Texas A&M 


Overview: The Aggies continue to attract 
blue-chip talent under the direction of Jimbo Fisher. Texas A&M. 
signed 16 recruits ranked four-stars or better. That was good

the folks in College Station their third straight top 10-ranked 
recruiting class. 

Headliner: There's a reason why Shemar Turner (DeSoto, 
Texas/DeSoto) has five stars next to his name and that’s because 
he’s a scheme-versatile, athletic defensive lineman that has no 
issues getting to the quarterback. He totaled 24 tackles for loss and 
12.5 sacks as a senior. 


Bottom Line: \t hasn't taken long for Fisher to tum Texas A&M's 
roster into one that can contend for titles and this 2021 haul keeps 
things headed in the right direction. The Aggies wanted to add some 
beef up front and did just that signing six offensive linemen and 

six defensive linemen. Ld Johnson (Cypress, Texas/Cy-Fair) and 
Amari Daniels (Miami, Fla./Miami Central) are two elusive running 
backs that can share the workload down the line. 


Overview: Florida lit up the scoreboard in 2020, 
but the Gators’ No. 12-ranked recruiting class packs plenty of 
defensive star power as UF's top four-ranked signees alll play 
defense. Dan Mullen did, however, add some offensive skill talent 
at both wide receiver and tight end. 


Headliner: Jeremiah Williams (Brimingham, Ala./Ramsay) was 
‘one of the best players at the annual Alabama-Mississippi All-Star 
Game. He's viewed by some analysts as a stand-up edge rusher, 
but could be deployed as more of a traditional linebacker given 
how he's able to read and react in coverage. 


Bottom Line: Mullen & Co. aren't afraid to mine the transfer 
portal for players that can make an immediate impact, but at the 
same time they still devote plenty of resources into recruiting the 
high school ranks. It was a big deal when they beat out Miami for 
five-star cornerback Jason Marshall (Miami, Fla./Miami Palmetto) 
and even a bigger deal when they went into the Yellowhammer 
State and landed Williams. 


Overview: Lane Kiffin was brought to Oxford 


to score points and win recruiting battles. He's doing both. The 
Rebels pulled off a series of late flips to put an exclamation point on 
the school's best recruiting class in five years as the group finished 
ranked No. 17 nationally. 

Headliner: This will likely be Matt Corral’s final season at Ole 
Miss. That means Kiffin is going to need someone else to sling the 
ball around in two years and that could very well be Luke Altmyer 
(Starkville, Miss./Starkville). The Elite 11 finalist was a longtime 
FSU commit that couldn't turn down the opportunity to play for the 
Rebels. 

Bottom Line: Kiffin seems to have things trending in the right 
direction. Altmyer was a big get for the staff, but adding talented 
defenders like cornerback MJ Daniels (Lucedale, Miss./George 
County), defensive tackle Tywone Malone (Oradell, N.J./Bergen 


Catholic) and safety Tysheem Johnson (Philadelphia, Pa./ 
Neumann Goretti) could prove to be more important as those three 
should help shore up a defense that gave up too many chunk plays 


in 2020. 


Overview: The Auburn brass made the bold 
decision to part ways with Gus Malzahn three days before the Early 
Signing Period. The Tigers still found a way, however, to still sign 
the nation’s No. 19-ranked recruiting class as they locked up five 
four-star prospects. 

Headliner: Lee Hunter (Eight Mile, Ala./Blount) was committed 
to Auburn throughout much of the process, but it was unclear if 

he would stick by his verbal pledge as the school went through 

a coaching search. The nation’s No. 7-ranked defensive tackle did 
and should get meaningful snaps this fall. 

Bottom Line: Bryan Harsin got things across the finish line for 
the Tigers and picked up some talent along the way. Dylan Brooks 
(Roanoke, Ala./Handley) had plenty of options after being released 
from Tennessee, but picked Auburn. He gives Harsin a legit edge 
rusher. Jarquez Hunter (Philadelphia, Miss./Neshona Central) 
wasn't billed as a national recruit, but was super productive running 
back at the high school level and has an extra gear.

Overview: \t was a hot start for the Volunteers 
as at one point they held the nation’s No. 2-ranked recruiting class. 
Anumber of losses and the decision to eventually terminate Jeremy 
Pruitt, however, dropped UT’s class all the way down to No. 22 in 
the rankings. 

Headliner: Tennessee saw a number of players leave via the 
transfer portal during the winter months. That has opened the door 
for a bunch of newcomers to play and junior college linebacker 
Byron Young (Georgia Military College) figures to be someone that 
pushes for a starting gig given the program's departures. 

Bottom Line: Josh Heupel has his work cut out for him as he 
tries to turn things around in Knoxville. The Volunteers made some 
notable additions landing quarterback Kaidon Salter (Cedar Hill, 
Texas/Cedar Hill), linebacker Aaron Willis (Colonial, Heights, Va./ 
Life Christian Academy) and others, but also saw two of their top 
signees get released from their National Letters of Intent once it 
became clear that Pruitt was out. 


Arkansas 


Overview: The Razorbacks might have only 
signed three four-star recruits, but Sam Pittman and his staff did an 
excellent job of identifying high three-star recruits early on in the 
Process and getting them committed, which in turn led to a No. 25 
finish in the rankings. 


=) 
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Headliner: Ketron Jackson (Royse, Texas/Royse City) 
appeared to be favoring Texas early on in his recruitment, but 
picked Arkansas because of the relationship he had with Pittman 
and others in Fayetteville. He gives the offense a true big-play 
threat with some impressive top-end speed. 

Bottom Line: Pittman was considered a strong recruiter when 
he was a position coach at Georgia, but it was unclear how he 
would do running his own show. So far, he has exceeded expec- 
tations, The Razorbacks’ 2021 class isn't exactly sexy, but it's 
full of prospects that should develop into members of the team’s 
two-deep.

Overview: Mike Leact's first full recruiting class 
in Starkville checks in at No, 26 overall in the rankings after a 4-7 
season for the Bulldogs. It, unsurprisingly, features two quarter- 
backs: Sawyer Robertson (Lubbock, Texas/ Coronado) and 
Daniel Greek (Argyle, Tx./Liberty Christian). 

Headliner: Robertson is the highest-ranked signee for Missis- 
sippi State, but there was no bigger win this cycle than when the 
Bulldogs edged rival Ole Miss for John Lewis (Madison, Miss./ 
Germantown). The nation’s No, 14-ranked outside ‘backer runs well 
enough to play all three downs. 

Bottom Line: Leach is considered an offensive mastermind, but 
Mississippi State's defensive signees are the ones that really stand 
out. In addition to Lewis, the Bulldogs strengthened their pass rush 
with the signature of All-American edge rusher Deonte Anderson 
(Fort Meade, Fla./Fort Meade) and Mississippi's Mr. Football Ty 
Cooper (Louisville, Miss./Louisville). Nic Mitchell (Jacksonville, 
Fla./Mandarin) is another sneaky good take. 


Overview: The Tigers clawed all the way up to 
No. 28 in the rankings giving the program its highest-ranked 
recruiting class since Drew Lock took his talents to Missouri back in 
2015. Eli Drinkwitz held onto what he could in-state before grabbing 
what he could from much more fertile recruiting grounds like Florida 
and Texas.

Georgia, A&M Chasing Alabama in Another Loaded SEC 


ot even a pandemic could keep 
Alabama from rolling to another 
national championship. 

Behind a record-setting offense, the 
Crimson Tide helped coach Nick Saban 
record a seventh national championship 
(six at Alabama, one at LSU). There 
seems to be no end in sight, even as the 
rest of the SEC shifts below Bama. 

The hiring of coach Jimbo Fisher 
finally paid dividends for Texas A&M 
last year as the Aggies announced they 
are a Top 10 team after going 9-1 — the 
one loss being against Alabama. 

After an historic run to the 2019 
national championship, LSU faltered to 
§-5, thanks to an injury at quarterback, a 
deficient defense .,. and lots of other stuff. 

Auburn fired Gus Malzahn after a win- 
ning season, Can Bryan Harsin provide 
consistently elite results? 

In the East, Florida scored its way toa 
division title, upending Georgia. But the 
Bulldogs appear ready to wrestle back 
the division title from the Gators, thanks 
to a rock-solid defense and what figures 
to be superior quarterback play, 

Tennessee fired Jeremy Pruitt after 
three years and a boatload of NCAA 


recruiting allegations and hired Josh 
Heupel of Central Florida. 

South Carolina tired of Will 
Muschamp's anemic offense and hired 
Shane Beamer, son for former Virginia 
Tech coach Frank Beamer. 

The popular Derek Mason couldn't sur- 
vive an 0-9 season and Vanderbilt hired 
an alum, Clark Lea.

The Tigers’ defense should 
be much better and the offense, which 
lost quarterback Myles Brennan early in 
the season to injury, should be potent, 
although not to the standard of the 2019 
team, That, of course, is a crazy-high bar. 

Malzahn beat Alabama three times in 
eight years — more than anyone else in the 
SEC — but his offense became stagnant. 
The Tigers hired Boise State's Harsin, who 
has to unlock the potential of one of the 
SEC's top returning quarterbacks in Bo 
Nix, who has a win over Alabama.

After a 3-7 season, Tennessee parted 
ways with Jeremy Pruitt after three years 
and fired nine others as the school self- 
reported more than 50 recruiting viola- 
tions. The NCAA had not ruled on a 
punishment as of mid-May, although it is 
believed UT will get a bowl ban, scholar- 
ship reductions and recruiting limita- 
tions. Basically, the usual package of 
punishment. 

The Vols hired Josh Heupel from UCF 
to clean up the mess. 


Gus Malzahn went 6-4 and had three 
wins over Alabama in eight years — more 
than any other SEC team during that 


time — but that good enough to 
keep him on The ns, Auburn pried 
Bryan Harsin away from Boise State. 

South Carolina fired Will Muschamp 
after a 2-5 start, another poor offensive 
showing and a five-year record of 28-30. 
With a history of hiring big names with 
loads of experience, the Gamecocks instead 
landed first-time head coach Shane Beamer, 
Oklahoma’s assistant head coach the past 
three years and son of former Virginia Tech 
coaching great Frank Beamer.

Coordinator Hires 

Perhaps the biggest coordinator splash 
was Nick Saban hiring Bill O’Brien as 
offensive coordinator to replace Steve 
Sarkisian (who was hired as the head 
coach at Texas). O’Brien served as head 
coach at Penn State and the NFL's 
Houston Texans. 

O’Brien is the second NFL coach hired 
during the offseason by Saban. Doug 
Marrone, who was at Jacksonville, will 
coach Alabama's offensive line. 

Auburn, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Vanderbilt and LSU each have new offen- 
sive and defensive coordinators. Auburn 
lured Mike Bobo from South Carolina 
after he initially agreed to remain on 


Much is made of Alabama’s dominance of the SEC (and the rest of the country) but consider that the current Georgia 
roster has been having its way with the league, too. While the SEC is generally considered to be the best and most com- 
petitive conference in college football, the two big dogs are clearly leading the pack. 

When we remove the regular-season games against each other, the Crimson Bulldogs (see how we did that?) are 
a combined 59-7 (.893) — that’s 52 games over .500, and it rounds to a combined 15-2 per season. 

At the other end of the spectrum, Vanderbilt and Arkansas combine for 8-57 (.123) — kind of a dark mirror version of 
the two teams at the top. The RazorDores (OK, not as smooth as Cri: 
SEC over the past four years — 48 games under .500. 

That means the current rosters in the conference are made up of guys who fight tooth and nail every week, pause to 
pound on weaklings Vanderbilt and Arkansas, and then get beat up when they take on Alabama and Georgia. 

So, when those four teams are not playing? Flip a coin.

SEC Leads In NFL Draft Picks 

Again 

The SEC once again flexed its muscles 
during the 2021 NFL Draft, setting a 
record with 65 players selected, includ- 
ing 12 in the first round. Alabama had an 
SEC-record six selected in the first round. 

It marked the 15th consecutive year the 
SEC has had the most players drafted. 

Alabama had 10 overall draft picks, 
tying with Ohio State for the most. The 
Tide also had the most picks in 2018 
and 2019. Georgia had a school-record 
nine selections. 

Florida had eight, LSU seven, Kentucky 
six, and Missouri five, tying with Clemson, 
Oklahoma, North Carolina and Oregon. 

At four were Auburn, Texas A&M and 
South Carolina. Ole Miss, Mississippi 
State and Tennessee had two each. 
Arkansas and Vanderbilt had one each 
as no SEC team was shut out of the draft. 

OK, here’s a surprise: For the first time 
in 15 years, no SEC defensive lineman 
was taken in the first round. And a tight 
end from the SEC was taken earlier than 
ever when Kyle Pitts of Florida was the 
No. 4 selection (the previous high was 
Alabama’s O.J. Howard at No. 19). Yeah, 
it helped that Pitts is part receiver (and 
simply all-around awesome).

Non-Sec Schedule Intriges 

After playing a 10-game all-SEC sched- 
ule, the Strength Everywhere Conference 
will play a number of non-conference 
games of national intrigue — many at 
neutral sites. 

On Sept. 4, defending national champi- 
on Alabama will battle Miami in Atlanta; 
Georgia takes on Clemson in Charlotte; 
while LSU heads to the Rose Bowl to 
face UCLA. On Sept. 6, Ole Miss plays 
Louisville in Atlanta. 

On Sept. 11, Texas A&M ventures to 
Denver to play Colorado; Arkansas hosts 
former Southwest Conference rival Texas; 
Mississippi State entertains North Carolina 
State and Tennessee welcomes Pitt. 

On Sept. 18, Auburn makes a rare trip 
to the Northeast to play Penn State, and 
Stanford makes a rare trip to the South to 
play at Vanderbilt.

In 2021, Mac Jones went No. 15 over- 
all, with Kyle Trask going in the second 
round and Kellen Mond going with the 
second pick of the third round. 

That doesn’t include three quarter- 
backs taken in the first two rounds who 
started their careers in the SEC: Justin 
Fields, Jalen Hurts and 2019 No. 1 overall 
pick Kyler Murray. 

If you include those guys, then eight 
of the 15 quarterbacks who have been 
drafted in the first or second rounds since 
2019 started at an SEC school. 

If you're counting by where the player 
ended up, then the 15 drafted QBs break 
down like this: 

+5, SEC 

+2, ACC, Big Ten, Big 12 

+1, Pac-12, Mountain West, BYU, FCS. 

And the SEC quarterback pool might 
produce more first-rounders in 2022 — or 
at least one.

Il things considered, the 2020 sea- 
Az could not have gone much 

better for Alabama. A national title 
in an undefeated season. Six first-team 
All-Americans. Three Heisman ‘Trophy fi- 
nalists, including the winner, leading a 
loooong list of individual awards bestowed 
on Crimson Tide players. 

Of course, none of that matters to Nick 
Saban — nor he hopes, to his current play- 
ers. The Crimson Tide coach did celebrate 
those accomplishments for a day or two, 
but then he wiped the slate clean and start- 
ed work on 2021. 

That's the culture Saban has created — 
win, recruit, reload, repeat. As he enters 
his 15th season with the Crimson Tide he 
continues to lean on “The Process” he has 
preached since he arrived in 2007, It’s all 
about maintaining poise, excellence and 
staying focused on the task at hand. 

“He does that better than anyone,” said 
tight end Miller Forristall in the days lead- 
ing up to last season’s national champion- 
ship game in Miami. “Nobody does it more 
consistently than Coach Saban.” 

That’s an understatement. Even before 
Saban arrived in Tuscaloosa, the Bear Bry- 
ant-dominated Alabama history was argu- 
ably the grandest in college football. Yet... 

© National Championships: In 117 sea- 
sons of Alabama football, the Crimson Tide 
has won 18 national championships — 12 
in the 103 years before Saban, six (match- 
ing Bryant's total) in the 14 years since. 

Heisman Trophy: In the 71 years the 
Heisman Trophy was awarded before his 
tenure, Alabama had never won one. In the 
past 14 years, the Tide has three winners 
and five other top-five finalists. 

* All-Americans: A total of 140 Alabama 
players have earned first-team All-America 
recognition (dating to 1915), with 57 of 
them under Saban, including a record-ty- 
ing six in 2021. 

* NEL Draft: Since Bear Bryant himself 
was a fourth-round selection in the first 
NFL draft in 1936, Alabama has had 75 
players picked in the first round — 36 of 
those between 1936 and 2007, and 39 since 
then — 2.8 per year, with six in 2021. Over- 


all, 106 Alabama players under Saban have 
been drafted (7.6 per year). 

* NFL rosters: According to the NCAA, 
there were 56 players on active 2020 ros- 
ters. That’s six more than Ohio State, 27 
more than Clemson, and (for those count- 
ing) 31 more than Auburn. 

None of that matters to the coach head- 
ing into 2021. It’s all about “what’s next?” 

There is plenty of work to do in 2021. 
Key players on offense must be replaced 
and young, relatively untested players will 
be thrust into starting jobs. 

But don’t expect the offense to change 
dramatically just because Bill O’Brien takes 
over as offensive coordinator. Alabama will 
still use a strong run attack to complement 
a spread passing game built on speed. 

Half of the Crimson Tide’s No. 1-ranked 
recruiting class was on campus for the start 
of spring practice, with several already 
making an impact and battling for starting 
roles. 

Based on Saban’s approach and the tal- 
ent he continues to bring in, Alabama 
could rack up more hardware, including 
national title No. 19. 


OFFENSE 


The good news is there is no debate sur- 
rounding the starting quarterback. The bad 
news is sophomore Bryce Young has never 
started a game. 

Still, Young is more mobile in the pocket 
than his predecessor, Mac Jones, is much 
faster afoot, and has a first-rate arm. 

A big void is left at receiver with the loss of 
DeVonta Smith and speedster Jaylen Waddle, 
who accounted for half the receiving yards 
and more than half the touchdowns. 

Agiye Hall, Christian Leary and Ja’Corey 
Brooks were early enrollees and impressive 
in the spring. Javon Baker and Xavier Wil- 
liams saw limited action as backups and 
should have increased roles. Ohio State 
transfer Jameson Williams was a big pickup 
oyer the summer, too. 

The starters are John Metchie III, who 
had just over 900 yards and six touch- 
downs, and Slade Bolden, who is due for 
a breakout season, Thaiu Jones-Bell and

Pete Golding is still in charge of the de- 
fense, and despite the annual migration of 
talent to the NFL, this looks like a group 
that could resemble a traditional, hard- 
nosed Alabama defense. 

There were no issues in stopping the 
run last year, as opponents managed just 
113.1 yards rushing. Expect that number to 
shrink as the entire defensive line returns. 

Defensive end LaBryan Ray missed half 


of last season with an injury but is back as 
the vocal and physical leader. His presence 
makes a huge difference. DJ Dale was solid 
at nose tackle and Justin Eboigbe earned 
his way into the starting lineup and could 
have a breakout season, Phidarian Mathis, 
Byron Young and Tim Smith all will see ac- 
tion as well, 

The crew of linebackers is also impres- 
sive, particularly with the addition of Ten- 
nessee transfer Henry To'o To’o. Three-year 
starter Christian Harris is the alpha dog of 
the group, and Will Anderson Jr. burst onto 
the scene last season, starting every game 
as a freshman. He has a wicked first step 
and gets to the ball carrier quickly (10.5 
tackles for loss). 

Christopher Allen will be a three-year 
starter and adds extra experience to an 
already high-IQ linebacking corps. Sopho- 
mores Drew Sanders and Chris Braswell are 
the next rising stars. Sanders was the solid 
backup for Anderson and a contributor on 
special teams. 
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Physically strong and able to be dominant at times in the SEC, Ray boasts an impressive 
. resume. His most productive season was in 2018 as a sophomore when he played in 15 
purer) games, totaling 39 tackles with2.5 sacks and six tackles for a loss. Ray was limited to just 
seven games last year, registering 12 tackles. He plays to the whistle and has good pursuit, 


along with the kind of twitch that NFL scouts love. 


Injuries have severely hampered his effectiveness, including much of 2019 with an ankle 
injury. But when healthy, there is a serious argument for him being one of the top pass rush- 


ers in college football. If he can stay healthy, Ray will elevate high into the first-round mix. 


==) While he needs to work on his hand combat and develop some more nuances to his pass 
| rush, Ray possesses the prototypical length and necessary attributes to be a high impact 


player at the next level. 


The big issue in 2020 was pass defense, 
allowing nearly 240 yards per game. On the 
plus side, though, Alabama had three pick- 
sixes while matching a national-best four 
defensive touchdowns, 

Ballhawks and playmakers are deep in 
the secondary. Josh Jobe (11 pass breakups) 
could make a push as an All-American at 
cornerback, and Malachi Moore (three in- 
terceptions) had a stellar freshman season 
at the Star position. Strong safety Jordan 
Battle is the most seasoned starter, 

‘Two players to keep an eye on are cor- 
nerback Jalyn Armour-Davis and free safety 
DeMarco Hellams. Davis received glowing 
praise in the spring, and Hellams figures 
to be among the top players in tackles and 
pass defense, 

Brian Branch and Daniel Wright had big 
roles off the bench and could move up to 
a starting role at some point. Ronald Wil- 
liams Jr. missed most of the season with an 
injury, but could see action, too.

Marcus Banks and Brandon ‘Turnage are 
solid backups and proved they are ready for 
more playing time. 


Field goals are a touchy subject among 
the Alabama fanbase. Fourth down inside 
the 30-yard line has been a source of anxi- 
ety for a number of years, but Will Reichard 
assuaged those fears in 2020, making every 
one of his 14 field goal attempts and hit- 
ting all 84 PATs. 

‘The punting situation has been fluid the 
past two seasons. Charlie Scott took over 
the starting role midway through the season 


and averaged a respectable 39,2 yards a punt, [ 


considering that only three of his 22 punts 
were returned at all (for 15, 2 and 3 yards). 
Troy transfer Jack Martin (46.1 yards per 
punt) will also be a factor. 

Slade Bolden split time at punt returner 
and should start the season, But don’t be 
surprised to see Keilan Robinson or 5-star 


talent Ga'Quincy McKinstry or Kristian 
Story in the mix. 

Alabama also has to break in a new long 
snapper. 


After an all-SEC schedule last season, 
college football returns to normal slates, 
and for Alabama that means a date with 
Miami in Atlanta, The real work starts in 
September at Florida in a rematch of the 
SEC title game. Back-to-back road games 
with Texas A&M and Mississippi State in 
October will be a good indicator of Ala- 
bama’s mettle, The Tide gets a break be- 
fore hosting LSU in November. The finale 
is at Auburn, where Bama has lost two 
straight.

Anderson didn’t understand the reference at 
first, considering Arnold Schwarzenegger's break- 
out film first came out nearly two decades before 
he was born, 

“I'm kind of ashamed because | never really 
watched the movie,” Anderson said, “But | like the 
name, it's a good name. People told me the mean- 
ing of it and | was like, ‘OK, it can stay.'" 

* Having Bill O’Brien as the offensive coordinator 
is good news for receiver Slade Bolden. O'Brien was 
with the New England Patriots for four years, includ- 
ing offensive coordinator in 2011. He worked with 
skilled receivers Wes Welker and Julian Edelman, 

Bolden has often been compared to those two ex- 
Patriot greats, and the junior even talked with O’Brien 
about it after O'Brien arrived with the Crimson Tide. 

“He mentioned some things like that — working 
with those guys back in New England, and he does 
see a little of those skillsets with me,” Bolden said. 
“So, there are some attributes that he can put in 
the offense and hopefully help me ... be able to get 
open, different routes and stuff like that.” 

* Alabama wasted no time in benefiting from the 
NCAA's new one-time transfer rule, allowing ath- 
letes to transfer and be eligible immediately, 

Receiver Jameson Williams transferred in from 
Ohio State and will battle for playing time in the fall. 
Tennessee linebacker Henry To'o To'o (76 tackles, 
10 tackles for loss) was another major addition after 
spring workouts, 

“We are going to adapt to it and take advantage of 
it for us," coach Nick Saban said. “We will only look 
for transfers that are going to help our team be better.” 

* Saban said he is not too concerned about play- 
ers leaving Alabama: “I don't think we're going to 
have our best players on our team want to leave 
Alabama.

ARKANSAS SEEKING TO BUILD OFF 2020 MOMENTUM 


eturning 19 starters bodes well for 
Riss. 

Returning 19 from a team that 
won three SEC games — instead of none 
— bodes better. 

Sam Pittman, Arkansas’ offensive line 
coach when Bret Bielema’s 2014 and 2015 
Razorbacks improved to 7-6 overall and then 
8-5 after a 3-9 debut, did well in his first sea- 
son as head coach by directing the team to a 
3-7 record against all-SEC competition. 

Consider that the preceding Chad Mor- 
ris regime staggered to 0-8 and 0-8 in SEC 
play in the previous two seasons. 

Fan morale had sunk so low that you 
could hear mutterings that Arkansas per- 
haps should abandon the SEC and seek an 
easier league, 

Pittman, growing up in nearby Okla- 
homa and following the Hogs during their 
glory days under Frank Broyles and Lou 
Holtz, scoffed. He knew Arkansas and, hav- 
ing coached offensive lines at Tennessee, 
Arkansas and Georgia, knew the SEC. 

“1 think we have to continue to improve 
and all that,” Pittman said. “But I've cer- 
tainly never one day thought we didn’t be- 
long in the SEC and in the SEC West. It’s 
a challenging, challenging deal but at the 
same time we're Arkansas. We should be 
right there each and every week.” 

Other than the closing 52-3 loss against 
eventual national champion Alabama, the 
Hogs were at least competitive. They won 
three times, starting with the Game 2 upset 
of Mississippi State. 

Pittman’s Hogs realized they belonged. 

“At some point when you come into a 
new program you have to have some kind 
of validation that what you're preaching is 
the truth, that how you go about your daily 
business will end up with positive results,” 
Pittman said. 

“Winning the second game of the year 
validated to the kids, | hope, that if they 
trust the process that we can turn the pro- 
gram around together.” 

‘That should carry over with so many re- 
turning. 

“We improved in every area and we cer- 
tainly should have,” Pittman said. “We've 


got 19 starters back. I was pleased with the 
way they practice with a business-like ap- 
proach each and every day. There’s a lot to 
be said for that.” 

‘That said, Pittman said the Hogs faced 
a pivotal summer. 

“The No. 1 concern I have is our condi- 
tioning,” Pittman said. “We have to get big- 
ger and we have to get in ultimate shape. 
That's hard to do when you are trying to 
get your team, big, big, big and yet do it at 
the same pace you did at a lighter weight.” 


OFFENSE 


K] Jefferson, the 2020 backup quarterback, 
surged late in spring ball, accelerating to the 
role of starting quarterback in 2021. The 
third-year sophomore was the 2020 backup 
to Feleipe Franks, who signed as an undrafted 
free agent with the Atlanta Falcons. 

“T was very vocal that I didn’t think our 
accuracy was very good,” Pittman said of 
the early spring practices. “But I felt when 
we came back from the break the last eight 
practices were much better with accuracy. 

“Especially after the spring game, I felt we 
know exactly what we have at quarterback.” 

Jefferson made one start late in the year 
as an injury replacement. He completed 20 
of 41 passes for 295 yards and three touch- 
downs, adding a rushing touchdown, in a 
50-48 loss at Missouri. If that is Jefferson's 
true form, the Hogs will be fine. 

Freshmen Malik Hornsby, who redshirt- 
ed last season, and Lucas Coley are still- 
developing dual-threat quarterbacks. 

Trelon Smith isn’t a big running back, 
but he assumed a big burden as Arkansas’ 
leading rusher last season with 710 yards. 
Another scatback, senior TJ. Hammonds, 
is No. 2, while bigger backs — such as 
Dominique Johnson and 220-pound fresh- 
man “Rocket” Sanders — will also look to 
make an impact. Sanders was recruited as 
a receiver. 

And there is incoming four-star fresh- 
man running back AJ Green, who has the 
frame to develop into a 200-pounder and 
keep his speed, Pittman said. 

“We've got to find a big back,” Pittman 
said. “If it’s nothing more than third-and-

In the 
SEC West, the Hogs play Alabama, LSU and 
Ole Miss on the road, Texas A&M at a neu- 
tral site (Arlington, Texas) and get Auburn 
and Mississippi State at home.

am Pittman enjoyed closing spring drills by 
easily answering a “tough” question about his 
Razorbacks. 

“We don't have guys fall down on the ground 
and they stay down there for five or six hours,” the 
second-year coach said of the Razorbacks’ increas- 
ing toughness.

Jashaud Stewart, a relatively unheralded three- 
star recruit from Jonesboro, Ark., went mostly un 
Noticed last fall as a 6-2, 223-pound freshman de- 
fensive lineman playing special teams. 

He closed spring drills running ahead of his el- 
ders as a first-team 240-pound defensive end. 

“| don't believe you have to be a senior to lead,” 
Pittman said. “I think you've got to beat somebody 
out then you become a leader, and that’s what he's 
done. He plays with a tremendous amount of en- 
ergy, Whatever he's got in there, that's what you're 
going to get every snap.”

presence. 

“Merry Christmas!” the Razorbacks line- 
backer posted on Twitter. “I’m not done be- 
ing a Hog. My work here is unfinished. The 
best is yet to come. 31 is back!” 

If Morgan's 2021 proves better than his 
2020, then coach Sam Pittman and the 
Razorbacks couldn't have opened a better 
Christmas present. 

Morgan was originally a 2016 walk-on 
out of Greenwood, first known to Razor- 
backs fans as the brother of Drew Morgan, 
an Arkansas receiver from 2013 to 2017. 
But Grant and his No. 31 jersey have now 
become a Razorbacks name and number in 
their own right. 

After redshirting in 2016, Grant lettered 
as a valuable, versatile reserve from 2017- 
2019. Then, he turned into a star in 2020, in 
the first season under Pittman and defen- 
sive coordinator Barry Odom. 

Starting with 15 tackles in the season- 
opener against Georgia in his first start ever, 
the middle linebacker compiled a season so 
great that he was named first-team All-SEC. 
and voted second-team on two All-Ameri- 
can teams and third team on another. 

He was a finalist for the Burlsworth 
Award, the award named for the late Ra- 
Zorbacks All-American Brandon Burlsworth 
nationally honoring a player who was origi- 
nally a walk-on. 

Morgan finished second in the SEC with 
111 tackles, with 7.5 for loss, including two 
sacks. He was credited with two quarterback 
hurries, broke up five passes and intercepted 
one that he returned for a 23-yard touch- 
down, sealing the 33-21 victory at Ole Miss. 

A married pre-med kinesiology major al- 
ready with his undergraduate degree, plus 
a Masters of Science in Operations Man- 
agement, Morgan easily could have said, 
“My work is done here.” 

But with the NCAA granting another year

HARSIN ERA BEGINS IN RUGGED SEC WEST 


ny time there's a big-time coaching 
Asie in college football, the ru- 
mor mill goes full throttle, 

So, when Auburn ponied up $21.5 mil- 
lion in severance pay to part ways with Gus 
Malzahn following a 6-5 season, the “po- 
tential candidates” odometer ramped into 
overdrive. 

First, it was Oregon head man Mario 
Cristobal, who agreed to a contract exten- 
sion to stay with the Ducks. 

Then it was Louisiana head coach Billy 
Napier, who turned down an SEC gig to 
stay in the Sun Belt. 

Next up: UAB head coach Bill Clark, who 
remained loyal to a program that he rebuilt 
— and will have a brand-new stadium to 
play in this fall, 

But regardless of what happened behind 
the scenes, athletic director Alan Greene, 
who was making his first football hire as an 
Auburn decision-maker, picked his guy — 
Bryan Harsin — to lead the program. 

And it all started with a chance meeting 
between the two while they were on vaca- 
tion a few years ago. 

“1 remember thinking, I like that (Bryan 
Harsin) guy,” Greene recalled. “He is a de- 
manding competitor. It takes a unique per- 
son to be a head coach in the SEC. And Bry- 
an is willing, ready and able to take it on.” 

Harsin has brought a detail-oriented, 
hard-nosed approach to his new team. He 
also surrounded himself with an energetic 
staff, whom the players gravitated to in the 
spring. 

“They've been great,” linebacker Owen 
Pappoe said. “They've brought a lot of en- 
ergy and discipline to the team and they 
are working hard to coach us up. I feel like 
the schemes they are putting in place fit 
our personnel well.” 

Brad Bedell (tight ends), Bert Watts 
(outside linebackers/special teams), Jeff 
Schmedding (inside linebackers), Jeff Pit- 
man (strength and conditioning) and Brad 
Larrondo (football chief of staff) made the 
trip with Harsin from Boise State, where he 
was 69-19 in seven seasons. 

Zac Etheridge (cornerbacks), Will Friend 
(offensive line), Cornelius Williams (re- 


ceivers), Nick Eason (defensive line), Mike 
Bobo (offensive coordinator), Derek Mason 
(defensive coordinator) and Carnell Wil- 
liams (running backs), the lone holdover 
from the last regime, round out the staff. 

Schmedding, who is overseeing one of 
the most talented position groups on the 
team, described his boss in one word: “Dis- 
ciplined.” 

“Everything he does is about doing 
things the right way and about player de- 
velopment,” Schmedding said. “That's 
what we really focus on, developing play- 
ers.” 

Another thing Harsin focused on this off- 
season was a “1-0” mentality. That means 
all involved — coaches, players, staff — in 
the program aiming to win every day. So 
far, the message has been well received, 

“We want to go ‘1-0’ every week,” Pap- 
poe added, “That's our goal.” 


OFFENSE 


Mike Bobo is a veteran play-caller who 
will implement a pro-style, multi-for- 
mation, attack that will have the quar- 
terback operate under center and in the 
shotgun. It will be interesting to see how 
his new system, which will also imple- 
ment a lot of pre-snap motion, will use 
the unique talents of Bo Nix and Tank 
Bigsby, back-to-back SEC Freshman of the 
Year honorees. 

Nix took a step backward as a sopho- 
more. Some of that regression was due to 
inconsistent O-line play, but the rising ju- 
nior’s decision-making was sporadic, lead- 
ing Bobo to harp on the importance of his 
quarterback making good decisions with 
the football in the spring. 

Bigsby, a relentless runner who owns a 
ferocious stiff arm, has the talent to con- 
tend for the league rushing title. Last year 
he rushed for 834 yards and five TDs. 
Shaun Shivers is just 5-foot-7, but he offers 
a quick and powerful change of pace. 

Elijah Canion, Kobe Hudson, Shedrick 
Jackson, Ze'Vian Capers and Ja'Varrius 
Johnson are in line to play significant roles 
in a rebuilding receiving corps. 

In his only major action a year ago, Can-

A DIFFERENT LOOK ON OFFENSE (AND HOPEFULLY ON DEFENSE, 100) 


he 2020 season will go down as one 
of the biggest “what ifs?” in Florida 

I Gators football history. 

What if Malik Davis hadn’t fumbled in 
the fourth quarter against Texas A&M? 

What if Marco Wilson hadn’t extended 
a game-winning drive for LSU by throwing 
a cleat after a third-down stop? 

What if the helmet-to-helmet hit had 
been called when Trey Dean was waylaid 
after his interception against Alabama in 
the SEC Championship Game? 

If even one of those hypotheticals had 
panned out differently, Florida might — 
probably would have? — become a playoff 
contender. 

But they didn’t. So, after rising as high as 
No. 3 the Gators wound up No. 13 in the 
final AP poll. 

And now they face a different challenge: 
Proving they can continue playing at the 
level required to compete for champion- 
ships. 

“{ think to build, to become a great pro- 
gram, you have to win and you win on a 
consistent basis,” coach Dan Mullen said. 
“Last year we got the opportunity to go 
compete for the SEC championship. It 
is that consistency — winning on a con- 
sistent basis — where we want to be as 
a program, 

“I think we've been able to do that and 
need to continue to do that in the future.” 

UF will have a different look in the 
fall. An offense that relied heavily on the 
nation’s best passing game led by Kyle 
Trask, Kadarius Toney and Kyle Pitts will 
shift to a ground-and-pound approach 
keyed around dual-threat quarterback 
Emory Jones. 

Florida is deep at running back, with 
no shortage of options. But will the Ga- 
tors have the weapons outside to comple- 
ment him? 

Mullen suggests that it is up to the coach- 
ing staff to build around Jones’ skill set. 

‘As defensive end Zachary Carter said, 
“Emory, he brings a different flavor to 
the offense — athletic guy, he makes you 
miss.” 

Meanwhile, the defense must fix a his- 


torically bad unit. The secondary was the 
chief culprit in 2020, so Mullen fired both 
assistant coaches in the back end. The Ga- 
tors hope to play more press man coverage 
in the fall but will have to do so relying on 
a very, very young secondary. Junior cor- 
nerback Kaiir Elam is the lone major con- 
tributor returning in the back end. 

Florida hopes an improved, veteran de- 
fensive line can help apply more heat on 
opposing quarterbacks. 

The reality is that the pressure falls 
squarely on the Gators in Mullen’s fourth 
season. Will Florida remain competitive at a 
high enough level to challenge for the East 
Division crown and SEC championship? 

Or was 2020 simply an excellent oppor- 
tunity wasted? 


OFFENSE 


Florida led the nation in passing in 2020 
at 378.6 yards a game behind a record-set- 
ting season from long-time backup turned 
Heisman Trophy finalist Kyle Trask. Now 
Trask is gone to the NFL and the Gators will 
turn to another backup to take over for him. 

This one, though, hasn’t been a career 
backup. Emory Jones was tabbed as Mul- 
len’s quarterback of the future when he 
signed with Florida in the 2018 recruit- 
ing class. 

Through a long wait, he didn’t transfer. 
Now he’s the guy. 

“I'll just say I have a lot of responsibil- 
ity,” Jones said. “ I mean I've been waiting 
for this time right here. It definitely was 
tough, but just going in (games) made me 
confident. So I've just been working my 
tail off every year just trying to get better. 
That's all I’m focused on.” 

Mullen has groomed Jones and gradually 
cultivated his confidence. The Gators will 
try to build an offense around the electric 
dual-threat quarterback. Expect Florida to 
be much more run-oriented, relying on 
Dameon Pierce and a strong stable of backs, 
which now includes Clemson transfer De- 
markcus Bowman, formerly a five-star pros- 
pect in the 2020 class. He went through 
spring ball with the Gators. 

“With the addition of Emory in a start-

DEFENSE 


If not for a historically bad year on 
defense in 2020, the Gators might have 
been able to capitalize on a record-set- 
ting year on offense. Florida gave up 
more points per game than it had in a 
century, as UF fans grew increasingly 
irate at blown coverages, poor third- 
down defense and sloppy play as the 
season wore on. 

Yet, Mullen opted to retain defensive coor- 


dinator Todd Grantham for a fourth year, In- 
stead, Mullen replaced both assistant coaches 
in the secondary as Florida aims to play more 
press man coverage. Mullen and players have 
backed Grantham, who is known for being 
an aggressive defensive play-caller, 

“| mean, that's on us. It’s not really coach- 
es,” linebacker Amari Burney said. “He put 
us in position. We have to make the plays. 
We can’t have so many mistakes.” 

Florida returns a lot up front, though. 
The return of edge defenders Zachary 
Carter and Brenton Cox provides a solid 
pair of bookends, and Florida added Penn 
State graduate transfer Antonio Shelton 
and Auburn graduate transfer Daquan 
Newkirk on the interior to complement 
them. The Gators should be much stouter 
up front. 

Shelton and Newkirk were immediately 
impressive in the spring. As Burney said, 
“they're keeping us clean as can be.” 

He added: “We can flow over the top 
better, get in our gaps better. When they're 
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first-round pick. 
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Entering his third season as a starter in Gainesville, Elam possesses tremendous length 
and athleticism. He breaks extremely well due to his anticipation and nose for the football. 
In addition, Elam possesses outstanding footwork and hips, allowing him to have the fluidity 
to keep up with shifty downfield targets and stay tight throughout a variety of moves. It's 
impressive how well he can stick with wide receivers, and Elam owns the strength to key 
in on tight ends or bigger red zone threats. 

In 25 career games, Elam has accumulated 20 passes defended, five interceptions and 

50 tackles. Last season, he totaled 39 tackles, 11 passes defended and two interceptions, 
while coming up big in a loss to Alabama in the SEC Championship Game, making several 
big plays. Blessed with ideal size, speed and instincts, Elam has the make-up of a potential

getting double-teamed, we get to flow over.

The issues for Florida in the secondary 
are less easily solved. A handful of veter- 
ans departed via the transfer portal, which 
the Gators like to think could lead to ad- 
dition by subtraction, In any case, these 
Gators are extremely young. Junior cor- 
nerback Kaiir Elam is the lone major con- 
tributor returning, while senior safety Trey 
Dean has bounced around the secondary 
throughout his career. 

Still, the Gators say they can fix what 
ailed the defense a year ago, namely lack of 
urgency and poor communication. 

“All those things are incredibly  fix- 
able,” linebacker Mohamoud Diabate said. 
“Coach Grantham, Coach Mullen and the 
rest of the staff are working extremely hard 
to make sure we can fix those issues and 
I have a great deal of confidence that we're 
going to get that done.” 


SPECIAL TEAMS 


Florida has to replace virtually all of its 
specialists. Kicker Evan McPherson, the 
third-most accurate kicker in school his- 
tory, left early for the NFL Draft. Starting 
punter Jacob Finn transferred to Virginia, 
and return man Kadarius Toney became 
a first-round NEL Draft pick. 

The Gators are counting on Mississippi 
State transfer Jace Christmann (8-of-10 on 
field goal attempts in 2019) to take over at 
kicker, while Australian Jeremy Crawshaw 
figures to be the new punter. 

Meanwhile, Florida will likely experiment 
with a handful of skill players, including 
running back Nay'Quan Wright and receiv- 
er Xzavier Henderson, on returns. 


SCHEDULE ANALYSIS 


The 2021 schedule is not the most dif- 
ficult Florida has faced, but any time Ala- 
bama appears on the schedule from the op- 
posite division there's not a lot of margin 


for error in conference play. 

Florida and Alabama meet in Week 3, 
which might be a good time to catch the 
Tide, which has a younger lineup than in 


recent years — but then again, the Gators 
have their own rebuild going on, too. 

‘The other swing spots on the schedule 
comes in mid-to-late October, when Flor- 
ida will travel to LSU on Oct. 16, take a 
week off and then take on rival Georgia in 
Jacksonville on Oct. 30. In order to be com- 
petitive in the SEC East, UF needs to win 
at least one of those three marquee match- 
ups, if not two. 

The non-conference is very navigable, 
with a road trip to USF and home games 
against Florida Atlantic, Florida State and 
Samford.

1917 — coach Dan Mullen and defensive coordina- 
tor Todd Grantham absorbed increasing criticism. 

When asked when he'd consider making a 
change, Mullen reiterated his belief in Grantham. 
After all, a year earlier the veteran coordinator had 
directed a defense that allowed just 15.5 points 
agame. 

“We played pretty good defense for a good part 
of the year,” Mullen said. “We made some critical 
mistakes. We'll watch it and as you continue to 
evaluate, you evaluate the whole picture and whole 
package of it all. We'll do that. I'm pretty confident 
with Todd.” 

Instead of sacking Grantham, Mullen replaced 
‘two coaches in the defensive backfield, bringing in 
Wesley McGriff from Auburn as secondary coach, 
and Jules Montinar from USF as cornerbacks coach. 

* Florida lost three senior defensive tackles and 
had recruiting class gaps, so Mullen and his staff 
had to hit the transfer portal. Mullen did well there, 
‘snagging Penn State graduate transfer Antonio 
Shelton and Auburn graduate transfer Daquan 
Newkirk, Both are expected to start. 

“| think they bring a sense of maturity and they 
show the younger guys how to work,” Mullen said, 

“Both of those guys have brought an unbeliev- 
able attitude within the team and with their work 
ethic, how they show up, how they prepare, Great 
maturity, with a great positive attitude, is a huge 
plus for our defensive line and really huge for our 
defense and team as a whole.”

quarterback recruits stick around mul- 

tiple years in a program if they don’t get 
the chance to start. For Dan Mullen, that’s 
just part of quarterback development. 

He'll put you in here and there to build 
confidence for when the job is yours. For 
Emory Jones, that's meant three years of 
spot duty, biding his time behind Feleipe 
Franks and Kyle Trask. 

It's a tough ask of a quarterback who 
ranked among the nation’s Top 100 recruits 
in the 2018 class. Jones, after all, narrowed 
his college choices to Ohio State, Florida 
State and Auburn ... and had originally in- 
dicated he would sign with the Buckeyes 
before choosing Florida. 

To spend three years mostly on the sideline, 
entering games generally to offer a run option 
rather than actually run the whole offense, 
was frustrating. He has run the ball 92 times 
and thrown 86 passes in 24 appearances 
(accounting for 1,127 yards of total offense). 

“When | first got here the first thing he 
always said to me was, ‘Development, de- 
velopment, development,’” Jones said of 
Mullen. “And | always tried to keep that in 
the back of my head. It was tough going 
through all the years just playing a couple 
plays. It definitely was tough.” 

Florida hopes the patience and observa- 
tion helped forge Jones into a player capa- 
ble of hitting the ground running in the fall 
as he brings a different look to the offense. 

“| feel like Emory does a good job of ex- 
tending plays,” cornerback Kaiir Elam said. 
“That really scares the defense more than 
just a pocket passer. | think he's doing a 
good job of just getting better. I've seen his 
progression from last year to this year. 

“I'm not worried about the offense. | know 
Coach Mullen and those guys are going to score 
a lot of points. I’m not worried about that.” 

Jones won't have much time to settle in. 
Alabama comes to town in Week 3.

eorgia’s offseason — buoyed by the 
Gren Chick-fil-A Peach Bowl 

win over Cincinnati — was hum- 
ming along beautifully. 

The Bulldogs landed another top five 
recruiting class, headlined by quarterback 
Brock Vandagriff. And while a number of 
key contributors either applied for the NFL 
draft or transferred, several vital players an- 
nounced they were staying at Georgia for 
the 2021 season. 

After quarterback JT Daniels, offensive 
linemen Jamaree Salyer and Justin Shaffer, 
receiver Kearis Jackson, utility back James 
Cook, defensive tackle Devonte Wyatt and 
outside linebacker Adam Anderson had 
announced they were returning, another 
‘Tweet came that fired up the fan base. 

It was from star running back Zamir 
White: 

“Let's run it back!! #UnfinishedBusiness” 

Wow! These guys really are geared up to 
win the national cha — .... but then Geor- 
gia fans were reminded just how fragile 
hope can be. 

Top receiver George Pickens suffered a 
torn ACL in spring practice and was likely 
lost for the season. Days after that devastat- 
ing blow, Jermaine Burton — perhaps the 
second most talented receiver — was carted 
off with a knee injury. 

Burton’s hyperextended knee turned out 
to be less serious, but the injuries served as 
a sobering reminder to pump the brakes on 
those national title hopes. 

‘The biggest reason that more than four 
decades have passed since Georgia's last na- 
tional championship is that, well, a whole 
lot has to go exactly right to win one of 
those dang things. 

Yet the basis of that hope is legitimate. 
‘The offense developed cohesion and explo- 
siveness when Daniels became the starter 
last season and could be even more dynam- 
ic. The defensive front is still among the 
best in college football. The overall roster is 
talented and deep. 

With Pickens and Burton sidelined, 
younger receivers got more reps in spring 
practice. And by the time G-Day rolled 
around, Daniels and his impressive back- 


ups were slinging the ball all over Dooley 
Field at Sanford Stadium, 

Optimism was renewed. This team will 
not back down from lofty expectations. 

“There's no denying we want to win a 
natty, and I think we have the team to do 
it,” Daniels said. “Obviously, losing George 
doesn’t help, losing an elite top receiver. 
But it’s a great team.” 


OFFENSE 


Recent history shows how much differ- 
ence one year can make for a top-flight 
offense — Florida last year, LSU in 2019, 
Alabama in 2018. Each transformed from 
productive one year to nearly unstoppable 
the next. Those offenses shared some com- 
mon traits; among them was talent up and 
down the roster, continuity with veteran 
leadership, and a sizzling passer. 

Therein lies the hope for Georgia’s of- 
fense. 

There's top talent in every room, starting 
with quarterback JT Daniels, In four starts 
after replacing Stetson Bennett as the start- 
et, Daniels completed 80 of 119 passes for 
1,231 yards, 10 touchdowns and only two 
interceptions. 

In 16 starts combined at Southern Cali- 
fornia and Georgia, Daniels has thrown 
25 touchdown passes, with all but one of 
those starts (the opener of his sophomore 
season) working in a new offense with new 
teammates. Bulldog fans are justifiably ex- 
cited to see him with a full offseason and 
spring to develop timing and chemistry 
with his teammates in Todd Monken’s of- 
fense designed to push the ball down field. 

The backfield is loaded with Zamir White 
(1,187 career yards with a 5.3 avg., 14 TDs), 
James Cook (6.7-yard avg. in 2020), Ken- 
dall Milton and Kenny McIntosh. Milton 
seems ready for a breakout season, as he’s 
a tough runner inside, elusive outside, and 
can catch the football. 

Even without George Pickens, the re- 
ceiving corps is the deepest it has been in 
years. Kearis Jackson (36 catches last year) 
established himself as a leader on and off 
the field. Jermaine Burton and Arian Smith 
have shown excellent ability.

DEFENSE 


One of Kirby Smart’s biggest concerns 
from G-Day was the amount of pressure 
the defensive line was able to put on the 
quarterback. But the Bulldogs like to think 
that can be attributed to an adjusting of- 
fensive line facing one of the best front 
seven units in the country. 

Tackles Devonte Wyatt, Jalen Carter and 
Jordan Davis will cause problems for lots of 
offensive lines. Wyatt has made the most 
gains of anyone on defense, and Carter 
showed his athleticism as a freshman by 
serving as the short-yardage fullback. Davis 
is the run-stopper in the middle who was 
the key to Georgia leading the nation in 
rushing defense. 

Travon Walker, other than his huge sack 
at Auburn in 2019, played in the shadow 
of Malik Herring, but with Herring gone, 
Walker will get his chance on every down. 


The Bulldogs are well stocked at line- 
backer. Nakobe Dean has become the 
leader of the defense and heads a talented 
group inside. Quay Walker is the other 
starter, with Channing Tindall, Rian Davis, 
Trezmen Marshall and Smael Mondon Jr. 
battling for key backup roles. 

Outside linebacker is again talented but not 
as deep as it has been. Adam Anderson and 
Nolan Smith are the starters. Smith wasn’t as 
dominant as second-round pick Azeez Ojulari 
or Jermaine Johnson (who transferred to Flor- 
ida State), but he was credited with 20 quarter- 
back pressures last season. 

Robert Beal Jr. considered transferring 
last year but decided to stay, which is a 
good thing. He’s the only proven back- 
up. Freshmen Xavian Sorey Jr. and Chaz 
Chambliss will push for playing time. 

Anderson is a guy with a lot of reach 
and range — drawing comparisons to 
former Bulldog Leonard Floyd, although 
it remains to be seen whether he will de- 
velop into the complete package as Floyd, 
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An impressive tackler who is stout in run support and coverage, Cine is the next defen- 
sive back in the Georgia pipeline to the NFL. Cine has earned a bit of a reputation as a head- 
hunter due to his devastating hits. He was ejected last year in the Florida game on a target- 
ing call against tight end Kyle Pitts. Still, he continued to play aggressively the rest of the 
season without any further altercations or personal fouls. 

Last season, he totaled 52 tackles in 10 games, including a tackle for a loss and three 
passes defended. Cine moves well and is a fluid athlete. Although he has yet to register a 
sack in college, he can be utilized effectively as a blitzing safety capable of bringing pres- 
sure. He also has experience on special teams from early in his career, which is an added 
boost for his draft stock. His demeanor and overall skill-set should make him one of the top 


safeties come April. 


a former first-round draft pick who signed 
a four-year, $64-million contract with the 
L.A. Rams in the spring. 

Last year, Anderson tied for second on 
the team with 24 QB pressures and 6.5 
sacks, and the coaches are confident in his 
coverage skills enough that they experi- 
mented with leaving him on the field in 
passing downs. 

But that brings us to the biggest question 
about the roster. One reason they want to 
leave Anderson on the field is the shortage 
of experienced defensive backs. 

Not many teams can weather the loss 
of six top defensive backs — an astound- 
ing five to the NFL (Eric Stokes, 1st round), 
‘Tyson Campbell (2nd), Richard LeCounte 
(Sth), Mark Webb (7th), and DJ Daniel (free 
agent signee) — plus ‘Tyrique Stevenson, 
who transferred to Miami. That left safeties 
Lewis Cine and Chris Smith with the most 
experience, although Smart and the staff 
continued to eye the transfer portal for help. 

They brought in Tykee Smith from West

Still, the Bulldogs were scrambling in the 
spring to develop youngsters into starting- 
quality SEC players. Ameer Speed and Jalen 
Kimber finished spring as the starting cor- 
ners, with Kelee Ringo and Lovasea Carroll (a 
highly touted recruit at running back) push- 
ing them. Freshman Nyland Green could 
challenge for meaningful playing time. 

If the young cornerbacks can grow up 
quickly, the Bulldogs figure to find them- 
selves in the race for one of the four Col- 
lege Football Playoff spots. If they can't, 
this team will have to win some shootouts. 


The kicking game is a strength. Jack 
Podlesny beat out a top recruit for the 
starting job last season, then made 13 of 
16 field goal attempts, including 3-for-3 
and the game-winner against Cincinnati. 
Punter Jake Camarda averaged 46.6 yards, 
was voted SEC Special Teams Player of the 


Year by the coaches and was one of three 
finalists for the Ray Guy Award, 

The return game looks solid, too: Kearis 
Jackson had a 52-yard punt return against 
South Carolina and a 56-yard kickoff re- 
turn against Florida. Dominick Blaylock’s 
return would be a boost on special teams. 


The Bulldogs will find out quickly where 
they stand nationally, opening against 
Clemson in Charlotte, N.C. The Dawgs and 
Tigers once enjoyed a fierce regional rival- 
ry. Georgia has won six of the last seven 
meetings, most recently in 2014. 

A win would be a huge injection of na- 
tional credibility, but a loss would not nec- 
essarily ruin their playoff hopes because 
they could still run the table and reach the 
SEC Championship Game. 

The rest of the Bulldogs’ schedule sets 
up nicely with Arkansas at home replacing 
Alabama away as the cross-over game. Sig- 
nificantly, they have a week off before the 
showdown with Florida on Oct. 30.

fe this age of the overcrowded transfer portal, 


Carson Beck deserves a nod of appreciation. 

Even as Georgia struggled to establish a quar- 
terback last season until JT Daniels emerged, Beck 
never was given a chance to see what he could do. 
So when Brock Vandagriff signed with the Bull- 
dogs, and Gunner Stockton flipped his 2022 com- 
mitment from South Carolina to Georgia, it seemed 
inevitable that Beck would transfer. 

But Beck stayed and started ahead of Vandagriff 
and Stetson Bennett in the spring game. He complet- 
ed 21 of 31 passes for 236 yards and two touchdowns. 

“I'm pleased with his progress. | think he got 
better,” Georgia coach Kirby Smart said. 

“He didn’t always have the focus he needed 
last year as a freshman in terms of preparation, 
academics, on the field, off the field, in the meeting 
room. In the spring, he’s taken notes, he's got com- 
mand of it better, he's doing better academically, 
He's trying to take a step forward.” 

* How the running back rotation will shake out 
remains to be seen. Smart likes rotating backs 
to keep them fresh and take advantage of their 
strengths. And while there may not be a Nick 
Chubb, Sony Michel or D’Andre Swift in the 
bunch, the Bulldogs are hardly short on talent. 

Zamir White will start again, and the coaches 
are trying to utilize James Cook's explosive play- 
making ability. Yet sophomore Kendall Milton is 
simply too good to keep off the field. 

© Defensive coordinator Dan Lanning was a 
candidate for the Kansas head coaching job that 
went to Buffalo's Lance Leipold in early May. 
Still, Lanning seems on the fast track to becoming 
a Power 5 head coach. 

If and when that happens, Smart won't have to 
look far to find a defensive coordinator. He hired 
‘Will Muschamp as an analyst in the offseason af- 
ter Muschamp was fired as South Carolina’s head 
coach. It would likely take another head coaching 
job to pry Muschamp away from Georgia. 

He returned to Athens in his first chance to work 
at his alma mater since his playing days ended in 
1994. His son Jackson is a walk-on quarterback for 
the Bulldogs.

“I don’t know if it took Georgia that long to figure 
out that JT Daniels was the quarterback or it was 
because he was coming back from (knee surgery).

“With the talent he has, Kirby Smart should be 
playing in the SEC Championship Game against 
Alabama and should make the College Football Playoff.

earis Jackson persevered through 

adversity in his three years with Geor- 

gia, and now after reaching the spot- 
light, he has one sort of nebulous goal and 
one very specific goal. 

“One of my main goals is just being a 
leader, be there for my teammates,” Jack- 
son said. 

“It's a team sport. Every team needs 
leaders. So I'm big on leadership, knowing 
I'm not only pushing myself but pushing the 
ones around me, just trying to become the 
best route-running, best yards-after-catch 
guy in this league. 

“That's one of my goals for this year. Just 
win games for my teammates.” 

Another goal, he said, is to win a cham- 
pionship. 

Jackson worked hard as a freshman 
in 2018, awaiting his turn behind Mecole 
Hardman, Riley Ridley, Terry Godwin, Jer- 
emiah Holloman and Jayson Stanley. 

The following season, he won a start- 
ing job and had two catches in the open- 
er against Vanderbilt ... only to suffer a 
broken hand and miss most of the season, 
which was particularly frustrating as the 
Dawgs desperately needed another receiv- 
er to step up. 

Then last year, Jackson started only two 
games but tied George Pickens for the team 
lead with 36 catches and led the Bulldogs 
with 514 yards.

What the Wildcats have failed to deliver 
for most of Mark Stoops’ tenure, though, 
is a passing attack that keeps opponents 
guessing and attracts higher-level weapons.

Stoops gambled by making the 
tough call and firing his friend (along with 
quarterbacks coach Darin Hinshaw) to 
make a gamble. The Gran-Hinshaw combo 
could have won 7-8 games year in and year 
out for the foreseeable future; Stoops hopes 
to deliver more. 

Coen isn’t the only newcomer to the 
staff this fall. 

John Settle, formerly of Wisconsin, came 
over to coach the running backs (formerly 
Gran’s responsibility) after six seasons in 
what was his second go-around with the 
Badgers. Eric Wolford, previously at South 
Carolina, succeeds the late John Schlarman 
as the Wildcats’ offensive line coach. 

Upheaval on the sideline is matched by 
the roster: Kentucky will start a new quar- 
terback (to be determined) and at least 
one new wide receiver (Nebraska transfer 
Wan'Dale Robinson), along with two new 
starters on an offensive line that’s become 
one of the program’s staple units. 

UK's ball-stopping staff remains intact 
from last season, but it'll trot out multiple 
new starters at every level of the defense. 
Most have played a fair number of snaps 
except for those in the linebacking corps, 
which for the second year in a row is 
a huge area of concern. 


The Wildcats have a lot of questions to 
answer but have built a culture that should 
enable them to maintain their status as 
an average SEC challenger, while boasting 
enough talent to make things interesting if 
they can jell on offense. 


OFFENSE 


Liam Coen said in the spring that he'd 
like to get running back Chris Rodriguez 
Jr. more than 25 touches a game, and why 
not? As a sophomore he averaged a league- 
best 6.6 yards per carry and finished fifth in 
the league in rushing despite splitting car- 
ries with senior A.J. Rose. 

Rodriguez could have skipped his re- 
maining eligibility and entered early into 
the NFL Draft but insisted on returning to 
become his family’s first college graduate. 
In addition to a degree, his choice should 
be rewarded with a significant uptick in 
touches, albeit not exclusively in the run 
game. 

“It’s my job and our job as an offen- 
sive staff to find different ways for him to 
touch the football, as opposed to turning 
around and giving him the ball,” Coen 
said. “That’s something that’s new, being 
able to free-release from the backfield and 
catch the football.” 

Kavosiey Smoke, JuTahn McClain and 
Travis Tisdale top a deep running back 
room that’s likely to be a bread-winner 
once again for Kentucky, regardless of how 
the footballs come to them. 

The addition of receiver Wan'Dale Rob- 
inson will make things easier for whoever's 
throwing the football this fall, but no one 
‘was more excited to see him come to Lex- 
ington more than Josh Ali, perhaps the most 
notable of five seniors who chose to take the 
NCAA‘s extra year of eligibility granted in 
response to COVID-19 pandemic. 

He the only returning, healthy receiver 
who's ever caught a touchdown pass at 
Kentucky. Now, he has someone else to at- 
tract defenses’ attention. 

The “Big Blue Wall” lost multi-year start- 
ers in center Drake Jackson and offensive 
tackle Landon Young, but didn’t collapse 
entirely. Senior Luke Fortner opted into an-

Kinnard chose to play another year instead 
of diving into pro waters. 

Tight end Justin Rigg also opted into an- 
other year; he and speedy co-starter Keaton 
Upshaw should be more involved as receiv- 
ers under Coen. 

Three scholarship quarterbacks — junior 
Joey Gatewood, sophomore Beau Allen and

DEFENSE 


Kentucky continued to make its mark 
as a defensive stalwart last season, even 
against a heavier SEC schedule. 

‘The Alabama and Florida games not with- 
standing — and it’s worth acknowledging 
those games got out of hand in large part 
due to the offense's inability to keep up with 
more potent counterparts — Kentucky ap- 
peared as strong as most teams in the coun- 
try week in and week out in 2020. 

The base 3-4 front will rely considerably 
on a defensive end (Josh Paschal), middle 
linebacker (DeAndre Square) and outside 
linebacker (Jordan Wright) who have com- 
bined for 52 starts in 109 games played. 

Marquan McCall, a reserve who has 
played in 31 games, slots in easily at the 
nose guard position left open by Quinton 
Bohanna, but defensive tackle is somewhat 
up in the air, Octavious Oxendine was a 
true freshman last year who seemed to be 
the spring leader, but the starter could end 


up being any number of heralded young- 
sters recruited to the D-line. 

The front three should settle in faster 
than the middle four, which is more dimin- 
ished heading into 2021 than it already 
was going into last year. 

Jamin Davis, who stepped up in a major 
fashion after likely 2020 starter Chris Oats 
suffered a stroke from which he continues 
to rehab, worked himself into being a first- 
round draft pick. 

The linebacking corps was further di- 
minished when D’Eryk Jackson suffered 
a season-ending injury in the spring. He 
wasn’t a sure thing, but he'd been the most 
impressive middle backer opposite Square 
through early camp and was pushing for 
considerable playing time, if not the start- 
ing job, as a true sophomore. 

Marquez Bembry probably starts oppo- 
site Square at Mike, since he’s been in the 
program a couple seasons, but that spot is 
the most up in the air of any position that 
isn’t quarterback. Jack linebacker has a ter-

rific answer in rising star JJ. Weaver if he’s 
able to come back swiftly from ACL surgery; 
otherwise that role is also a head-scratcher, 

Cedrick Dort ceded a starting corner 
spot to NFL draftee Kelvin Joseph last year 
but stayed the course at Kentucky instead 
of jumping ship. His leadership, along 
with that of potential All-SEC safety Yusuf 
Corker, will be critical for a secondary that, 
pound for pound, is probably UK’s most 
talented unit, but is about as unproven as 
it is special. 

It’s not dissimilar to where UK was fol- 
lowing an exodus of NFL-level secondary 
talent in 2019. Kentucky is replacing fewer 
departures with more bodies, so things 
should sort out nicely here given the track 
record of secondary coaches Steve Clink- 
scale and Frank Buffano.

Kentucky added three new assistants on offense and those coaches will need to add 
players that fit their vision at each position. Offensive line, tight end and wide receiver 
should be points of emphasis. The secondary is scheduled to lose several players after 
the coming season and they will need to be replaced. UK needs to add the high-end 
pass rush ability that they have lacked since the likes of Josh Allen, Bud Dupree and 
Za'Darius Smith departed.

Robinson Seizing Opportunity in UK Return 


an’Dale Robinson came to Ken- 
Wes wanting to earn an oppor- 
tunity, not be given one. Make no 
mistake about it, though: if things go as the 
Wildcats’ hope on offense, he'll be a star, if 
not éhe brightest of a more balanced attack. 

Robinson made a name for himself as 
Nebraska's top receiver and one of its best 
offensive weapons, overall, in each of the 
last two seasons. He amassed nearly 1,500 
yards with the Cornhuskers before entering 
the transfer portal in January. 

He was quickly linked to Kentucky for 
good reason: it was the Wildcats whom he 
spurned in his original recruitment. A former 
Mr. Football winner out of Western Hills High 
School in Frankfort, the state's capital, Rob- 
inson originally committed to UK but flipped 
to Nebraska a couple weeks out from the 
Start of the early signing period. He put pen 
to paper and ended up in Lincoln. 

Recruiting coordinator Vince Marrow has 
said repeatedly that maintaining positive 
relationships, whether players ultimately 
pick Kentucky or not, is crucial, and that'll 
be even truer going forward in the new 
transfer climate. Robinson’s de-commit- 
ment was one that cut deep, but there were 
no hard feelings between the parties. 

“| think that was just me being young and 
under a lot of pressure from a lot of different 
people, pulling me from all different sides,” 
Robinson said during the spring. 

“| think that’s what people sometimes 
forget, the pressure | was put under dur- 
ing that time, people wanting me to go to 
a certain school and that kind of thing, and 
being from Kentucky.” 

Robinson joins a UK program that's 
played in five straight postseasons and won 
its past three bow! games; Nebraska didn’t 
qualify for the postseason in either of his 
two seasons there. 

He also joins a belabored receiving 
corps that returns only one healthy player 
(Josh Ali) who's caught a touchdown pass 


in a Kentucky uniform. Only two UK play: 
ers — running backs Chris Rodriguez ant 
Kavosiey Smoke — have scored more TD: 
than Robinson in their college careers. 

As the Wildcats attempt to bring thei 
passing game closer to where their rushing 
game has been over the past three seasons, 
Robinson will be a reliable weapon for who: 
ever lines up under center. His homecoming 
has brought much elation to a fan base eage! 
for more production in the receiving corps. 
if he can meet their expectations, Kentucky 
should be sitting pretty by the end of 2021.

THAT WAS JUST A SPEED BUMP, WASN'T IT? 


‘ow more than a year removed 
Nee their 2019 national champi- 

onship glory, the LSU Tigers’ seem- 
ingly endless 2020 collection of misadven- 
tures remains an open wound, and now 
they start from here. 

Where “here” is can be tricky to define. 

Either way, last season’s depressing cam- 
paign — which reached the break-even 
point only by the grace of dramatic come- 
backs in the last two games — led coach Ed 
Orgeron to make significant changes to try 
to regain the lost momentum. 

Orgeron fired highly regarded, veteran 
assistants Bo Pelini and Scott Linehan, who 
had been on his staff for just one season 
as defensive coordinator and passing game 
coordinator, Third-year safeties coach Bill 
Busch was axed, as well. 

Also, veteran offensive coordinator Steve 
Ensminger and defensive line coach Bill 
Johnson remained with Orgeron as analysts, 
but both retired from the coaching staff. 

Orgeron looked to the NFL to find defen- 
sive coordinator Daronte Jones and defen- 
sive line coach Andre Carter, and he hired 
linebackers coach Blake Baker away from 
the University of Miami, where he had 
been defensive coordinator. 

In what amounts to a youth move- 
ment, the average age of LSU's coaches 
dropped 20 years. 

“I'm the old man on the staff now,” said 
Orgeron, who turns 60 in late July. 

Orgeron also added a general manager 
in Austin Thomas, in part to give himself 
time to pay more attention to a defense 
that suffered the worst statistical season in 
school history. 

Besides accepting his input, Orgeron 
said the new hires bring a fresh perspective 
toward player relations. Orgeron encoun- 
tered criticism for the manner in which he 
addressed the players’ concerns toward so- 
cietal issues last season. 

“These guys are young guys,” Orgeron 
said of his new coaches. “They can relate 
to our players.” 

The youthful coaches will be working 
with a roster with some veteran personnel. 
The entire offensive and defensive lines re- 


turn, in part benefitting from the NCAA's 
decision not to count the pandemic- 
crossed season against a player's eligibility. 

Also back are the quarterbacks who 
opened and ended the season as starting 
quarterback. Myles Brennan started the 
first three games but won only one before 
an abdominal injury sidelined him. And 
Max Johnson assumed control for the final 
two games and threw for six touchdown 
passes while leading the team to the come- 
back victories over Florida and Ole Miss. 

In between the two, TJ Finley held down 
the starting job, and when he didn’t regain 
the position from Johnson in the spring, he 
announced he would be transferring out. 


OFFENSE 


If the foundation of any offense is its 
line, then LSU has plenty on which to 
build. All five starters return from last sea- 
son, including four seniors. Granted, the 
line’s performance was often questionable, 
but there’s no substitute for experience, 
and the Tigers have plenty of that for new 
offensive coordinator Jake Peetz, who was 
running backs coach of the Carolina Pan- 
thers when Orgeron hired him. 

Senior center Liam Shanahan, last year’s 
Harvard transfer, played every offensive 
snap. Senior right tackle Austin Deculus is 
a four-year starter and the only remaining 
member of the 2019 national-champion- 
ship unit that won the Joe Moore Award as 
college’s top offensive line. 

Add in senior left guard Ed Ingram, ju- 
nior left tackle Dare Rosenthal and others, 
and the Tigers have a unit that may well 
atone for many of last year’s deficiencies. 

“Everyone from the offensive line, since 
day one, they all have improved tremen- 
dously,” Deculus said in the spring. “You 
just feed off the person next to you.” 

Certainly, LSU has plenty on which to 
improve, given that it allowed 25 sacks 
and didn’t have a 1,000-yard rusher for the 
first time since 2012. But the line did show 
progress, particularly after allowing seven 
sacks in a disastrous season opener that 
erased LSU’s No. 5 preseason ranking. 

Brennan bore the brunt of that pound-

the third game. After leading LSU to a pair 
of season-ending victories, sophomore left- 
hander Max Johnson, son of former Super 
Bowl-winning quarterback Brad Johnson, 
gave indication he could supplant Brennan 
as this year's starter. 

Six of Johnson’s eight touchdown passes 
came in the last two games. He finished 
the year 88 of 150 for 1,069 yards with one 
interception. Brennan was 79 of 131 for 
1,112 yards and 11 touchdowns with three 
interceptions. 

Also hoping to reap the benefits of an 
improved line are running backs Tyrion 
Davis-Price and John Emery. Davis-Price 
was last year’s leading rusher with 446 
yards on 104 carries. He and Emery each 
rushed for three touchdowns. 

LSU averaged 3.3 yards per carry and of- 
ten struggled to establish a ground game, 
but in rushing 75 times for 378 yards, Em- 
ery gained 5 yards per carry. He also caught

though Kayshon Boutte promises to make 
the rebuilding process that much easier. 
Boutte exploded onto the scene as a fresh- 
man and saved his best for last with an SEC 
single-game record 308 receiving yards in 
LSU's season-finale against Ole Miss. 

In all, Boutte caught 45 passes for 735 
yards and five touchdowns, giving LSU yet 
another reason to envision a better future. 


DEFENSE 


Just as its offensive counterpart, the LSU 
defensive line returns intact. Despite the 
damning 2020 statistics, senior tackle Neil 
Farrell envisions better days ahead. 

The Tigers allowed school records of 34.9 
points and 492.0 yards per game. 

“We have a lot more things to accom- 
plish,” Farrell said, noting the linemen met 
among themselves after the season, “so we 
all decided to come back and give it anoth- 
er shot. ,.. We've got a point to prove. We 
want to be one of the best D-lines in the 


SEC, if not the country.” 

Orgeron brought in Daronte Jones from 
the Minnesota Vikings staff to retool the 
4-3 scheme that the departed Bo Pelini 
introduced last season. Jones has stressed 
understanding and preparation, he said, so 
as to allow the players’ athleticism to show. 

“Everything starts up front,” Farrell said. 
“He lets us go.” 

LSU certainly has four athletic seniors in 
Farrell, tackle Glen Logan and ends Andre 
Anthony and Ali Gaye. Anthony registered 
a team-high 5.5 sacks last season, while 
Gaye returns as the group’s top tackler with 
32. Gaye also recorded an interception, Far- 
rell had a sack among his 24 tackles. 

Farrell said last season “put a chip on our 
shoulder” that a unified front four is eager 
to remove. 

“Since I’ve been here since 2017, this is the 
closest we've ever been as a unit,” he said, 

Jones wants to see that across the board

After battling injuries, 
junior Derek Stingley Jr. is primed to join 
forces with emerging sophomore corner- 
back Eli Ricks in maintaining LSU's well- 
founded reputation. Ricks had a team-high 
four interceptions as a freshman.

LSU also ended its 80-year association with 
Taylor Porter, the Louisiana law firm that conducted 
the initial 2013 investigation into LSU’s alleged 
misdeeds. The law firm of Husch Blackwell was 
‘subsequently hired and released an independent 
review last spring that detailed the extent of the 
circumstances. 

Two women accused Guice of raping them in 
2016, The report also cited former coach Les Miles 
for inappropriate sexual behavior. 

* Former All-SEC safety Ryan Clark, who en- 
Joyed a 13-year NFL career, signed a multi-year ex- 
tension with ESPN, Clark has worked for the cable 
sports network as a studio analyst since 2015, A 

In addition, Clark devotes much of his time to 
sickle cell awareness, treatment and research. 
During Clark's NFL career, sickle cell led to a blood 
disorder with his spleen, He created Ryan Clark's 
Cure League in 2012 to address sickle cell disease, 

A graduate of Archbishop Shaw in Marrero, La., 
Clark started 36 consecutive games over three sea- 
sons for LSU and helped the Tigers to the 2002 SEC 
championship. 

* In promoting Tam Davis to Director of Player 
Relations, LSU made her only the second woman to. 
hold that title in the SEC. Davis previously served as 
coordinator of defensive operations. A 2002 gradu- 
ate of Southern in microbiology, Davis has worked 
at LSU for 15 years (starting as an intern in the 
recruiting department), 

Among other duties, Davis will act as a liaison 
between the players and the campus community. 

* Tiger Stadium will be open to full capacity at 
games this fall after COVID-19 restrictions severely 
limited attendance last season. Tiger Stadium seats 
102,321. School officials announced that all university 
outdoor sporting events would be open to full capacity.

Go home to New Iberia, La., and people 
want to hear all about how he dismantled 
the Rebels. Address sportscasters and 
sportswriters in the offseason, and he’s 
asked to recount the exploits many of them 
watched in person. 

Memorable though it was, Boutte knows 
his record-setting performance won't count 
for much if he can’t sustain the late-season 
momentum he generated. To that end, he’s 
prepared to give everyone something else 
to talk about. 

“There is more to show in 2021, for 
sure,” he said of both himself and the rest 
of the receiving corps. “Just look forward to 
it. That’s all I’m going to say.” 

Boutte may be a young man of measured 
words as he lets his performances speak 
for themselves. And what he accomplished 
at Ole Miss certainly spoke volumes about 
his bright future, as well as directing a ray 
of hope in LSU’s future. 

On a rain-soaked night in a wild shootout, 
Boutte caught 14 passes for an SEC-record 
308 yards and three touchdowns in the Ti- 
gers’ 53-48 season-ending victory. With his 
good hands and sharp routes, he showed 
an ability to run after the catch. 

Boutte’s transformation from a capable 
receiver to a premier wideout actually 
began two games earlier against eventual 
national champion Alabama. 

Lost in LSU's 55-17 setback was Boutte’s 
eight catches for 111 yards. He followed 
‘that with five receptions for 108 yards and 
one touchdown in a 37-34 upset of sixth- 
ranked Florida. In saving his best for last, 
Boutte finished the season with 45 recep- 
tions for 735 yards and five touchdowns. 

Boutte said that in arriving at LSU, he 
“didn’t really know what to expect” given 
that he was surrounded by more heralded 
players. But opportunity soon presented

KIFFIN RETURNS PLENTY OF FIREPOWER TO OXFORD IN YEAR 2 


hen Ole Miss athletics director 
Keith Carter convinced Lane Kif- 
fin to lead the Rebels’ restoration 


project, it looked like a home run hire. 

Kiffin followed up with solid contact in 
his first at-bat, the bizarre COVID-19 sea- 
son of 2020, and has set the table for a big- 
ger 2021. 

His debut ended up being a 4-5 regular 
season against an all-SEC schedule. Four 
conference victories were something Ole 
Miss had not achieved since going 6-2 in 
the Sugar Bowl-winning season of 2015. 
Kiffin's debut season was punctuated with 
a 26-20 win over No. 11 Indiana in the 
Outback Bowl. 

A normal season would have included 
four non-conference games and possibly 
an eight-win season for the Rebels. 

So, yes, it was a solid beginning to Cart- 
er’s plan to pump life into a program that 
was struggling to regain footing after the 
NCAA sanctions that occurred during the 
time of coach Hugh Freeze, followed by the 
apathetic reaction to the short tenure of 
coach Matt Luke. 

Carter thought Kiffin was a clear choice. 

“What I was really impressed with was 
his vision for what Ole Miss football could 
be aligned with mine,” Carter said. 

Kiffin’s vision of play-calling with equal 
parts of aggression, imagination and mad 
scientist helped transform Matt Corral 
from a quarterback who couldn’t keep the 
job in an offense in which he was a bad fit 
to a guy who goes into this season receiv- 
ing Heisman Trophy mention. 

Kiffin hired offensive coordinator Jeff 
Lebby away from UCE, and together they 
crafted a unit that finished third in the na- 
tion in total offense, fifth in passing effi- 
ciency and seventh in passing yards. 

All this from an offense that did not 
take a pass-first approach. What goes over- 
looked is the fact that the Rebels ran the 
ball 60 percent of the time and led the SEC 
in rushing with 210.6 yards a game. 

Along the way, slot receiver Elijah Moore 
became a star, surpassing Heisman Trophy 
winner DeVonta Smith in leading the na- 
tion in receptions per game and receiving 


yards per game. 

Moore was drafted by the Jets early in 
the second round with the 34th pick. 

Moore is gone, but Corral and many 
other playmakers on offense return. The 
Rebels won't sneak up on anybody. 

As expectations surround the program, 
it’s a topic Kiffin has yet to address inside 
the building. 

“We probably will address that eventu- 
ally," he said. “It’s good to have some en- 
ergy around, and with that comes expecta- 
tions as a team and with individuals. The 
quarterback is coming back, and I’m sure 
there will be a lot of preseason attention 
on that.” 


OFFENSE 


Matt Corral’s return is enough to legiti- 
mize the high expectations of 2021. 

In a 2020 offense that better suited Cor- 
tal, he beat out John Rhys Plumlee — who 
led the SEC in rushing yards per game as a 
freshman in 2019 —and went on to lead the 
nation in total offense at 384.9 yards a game. 

Corral, now a fourth-year junior, showed 
arm strength with nice touch on deep balls, 
plus elusiveness in the pocket and the skills 
to be a threat in the run game. 

He developed an early chemistry with 
Elijah Moore, whose 86 catches were 59 
more than the next Ole Miss target. That 
production most likely will be spread 
around in 2021. 

Braylon Sanders, who took advantage 
of the NCAA's offer of an extra season of 
eligibility, is an intriguing deep threat. He's 
averaged 20.1 yards per catch in his career 
— 25.1 last season — but he’s also struggled 
with injuries, including a bad ankle sprain 
at LSU last year that caused him to miss the 
bowl game and most of spring drills. 

Dontario Drummond is back after proving 
to be a dependable option on the outside last 
year, so much so that Jonathan Mingo was 
moved inside when Moore announced he 
was opting out for the last two games. 

The staff is eager to see Mingo produce 
at the high level expected when he turned 
down Georgia to sign with Ole Miss as a 
four-star recruit in 2019. His physicality

avy transfer defensive back Jake 
Springer will be a key piece to any im- 
provement on the Ole Miss defense. 

The question is where on the chess board 
will he land? 

There’s a chance Springer could start at 
strong safety as he did in the Grove Bowl, 
the intrasquad game at the end of spring 
practice. If he does, he’ll replace a two-year 
starter in Jon Haynes. 

But Springer could start in any number of 
spots, depending on defensive play-calls at 
the beginning of the game. 

Ole Miss coach Lane Kiffin believes more 
bodies on defense — 14 new signees, plus 
transfers, plus seniors returning for an extra 
season — could boost the turnaround. 

“You've got to be able to rotate and be 
two-deep at all positions. It used to be just 
defensive line,” Kiffin said. “If we're able to 
develop two-deep at all positions, where we 
feel really good about it, we'll be way better. 
We won't have guys like last year playing 
70 or 80 snaps a game.” 

To that end, sitting out the 2020 season 
was a plus for Springer. 

He made a big splash at Navy with 16 
tackles for loss and eight sacks in 2019, 
but new surroundings also mean a period 
of acclimation. 

Being challenged each day by Elijah 
Moore was also a plus. 

“In my mind | lined up every morning 
against the best receiver in the draft. Now 
playing against other wide receivers in the 
SEC the game will slow down a little bit,” 
he said. “Transitioning from another confer- 
ence, | was able to work on my technique 
and get comfortable with new schemes. 
Last year was awesome.” 

In the spring Springer was usually the 
boundary safety in a variety of different 
packages. At times he was the Rover in a 
three-safety look. 

He’s one of a host of newcomers who are 
expected to play key roles on a defense try- 
ing to be better than the 2020 unit that gave 
up 519.0 yards a game.

BULLDOGS SEEK IMPROVEMENT IN LEACH’S SECOND YEAR 


Mike Leach and Mississippi State could 
see significant improvements this fall. 

Leach is entering his second season as 
head coach of the Bulldogs. His first year 
did not go as planned, with Mississippi 
State finishing a measly 4-7 at the bottom 
of the SEC West. 

But consider what Leach did in his sec- 
ond seasons at Texas Tech (2001) and 
Washington State (2013). 

In his first season as the head coach at 
Texas Tech, Leach’s squad went 7-6 and 0-4 
against ranked opponents. In 2001, the Red 
Raiders finished 7-5, but faced a tougher 
schedule and went 2-3 against teams in the 
Top 25, with both wins coming by double 
digits. Then they came close to capping the 
season with an Alamo Bow! win against 
Iowa, losing 19-16. 

When he took over at Washington State, 
his team finished 3-9 overall, 0-4 against 
ranked opponents, and was outscored by 
nearly 14 points per game. In 2013, his 
Washington State team went 6-7, made a 
bowl game, and went 1-3 against ranked 
opponents, His signature Air Raid offense 
also increased by 10 points per game. 

That same improvement can be made 
this year in Starkville. 

Not only does Mississippi State return sev- 
en starters on each side of the ball, but Leach 
just pulled in the best recruiting class he’s 
ever had in his 19 seasons as a head coach. 

Leach never had a signing class inside 
the Top 25 rankings at either Texas Tech or 
Washington State, and the best class he ever 
signed with the Cougars was ranked No. 42. 

This past season, Mississippi State signed 
the No. 26 recruiting class in the nation, 
according to the 247Sports Composite 
rankings. 

That includes four four-star signees, a 
four-star receiver transfer, and former five- 
star safety Jalen Green who transferred in 
from Texas. 

Mississippi State will also play its tough- 
est games of the season at home, including 
Alabama, LSU and Ole Miss, and MSU will 
play four non-conference games after play- 
ing an SEC-only slate in 2020. 


I previous records indicate anything, 


Leach and company should see plenty of 
improvement. 


OFFENSE 


Sophomore quarterback Will Rogers 
ended the 2020 season as the future of the 
Mississippi State program, but Leach made 
quite a few additions to the quarterback 
room this offseason. 

Rogers, as a true freshman last year, 
played in nine games and started the last 
six games of the season. He went 3-3 dur- 
ing his starts and looked to be the clear 
frontrunner this year. That was until Leach 
recruited two three-star transfers, as well as 
incoming freshman four-star Sawyer Rob- 
ertson, the highest-rated quarterback to 
sign with Mississippi State since 2003. 

Jack Abraham, from Southern Miss, and 
Chance Lovertich, from South Alabama, 
both transferred to Mississippi State this 
offseason. While Rogers still repped all 
spring with the starters, Abraham made a 
serious push to be considered next season’s 
starter. 

“I think the quarterback position is wide 
open,” Leach said after the spring game. 
“Whoever can move the ball down the 
field the best is in the end going to be the 
quarterback here.” 

Abraham started for three seasons at 
Southern Miss and passed for 7,067 yards 
and 41 touchdowns across 27 games. He 
performed well this spring with MSU and 
finished his spring game debut by complet- 
ing 23 of 34 passes for 162 yards and two 
touchdowns. 

Robertson joins the quarterback compe- 
tition as a summer enrollee and can also 
make a push for playing time. 

At running back, Jo’quavious Marks and 
Dillon Johnson will continue to play as 
a tandem. Marks will serve as more of an 
elusive pass-catching back, while Johnson 
serves more as the power back and receives 
carries on short-down opportunities. Marks 
caught 60 passes last season, including 10 
vs. Arkansas, taking advantage of chances 
in the Air Raid attack. 

Both players can play in either role as 
they did at times last year, and they help

relieve pressure off the aggressive Air Raid 
offense. 

Mississippi State had some receivers 
transfer out of the program this offseason, 
but more came in and whoever starts at 
quarterback has some already established 
receivers to throw to. 

The best receiver from last year, the 
elusive Jaden Walley, returns after record- 
ing four-consecutive 100-yard receiving 
games to end last year. Austin Williams also 
returns on the inside as MSU’s main third- 
down and possession receiver. 

Malik Heath returns on the outside after 
catching three touchdown passes last year, 
and newcomer Makai Polk looks to start 
on the other side. Polk had 36 catches and 
three touchdowns across two years with 
the California Golden Bears. 

The offensive line is headlined by left 
tackle Charles Cross, who has garnered at-

DEFENSE 


While Mississippi State’s offense strug- 
gled heavily at times last year, defensive 
coordinator Zach Amett and his signature 
3-3-5 defense remained a staple through- 
out the season. 

Amett’s defense is designed to apply 
pressure on opposing quarterbacks, and 
that’s exactly what the Bulldogs did last 
season. Mississippi State sacked opposing 
quarterbacks 25 times in 11 games, good 
for sixth-best in the conference. 

This year, MSU should be able to dial it 
up just as well, if not better, with lineback- 
er Aaron Brule leading the charge. 

Brule led all FBS linebackers in quarter- 


back hurries (27) and total pressures gener- 
ated (39). He recorded 77 tackles, includ- 
ing 8.5 for loss and four sacks. He will be 
joined in the linebacker corps by Nathaniel 
Watson at middle linebacker and returning 
starter Tyrus Wheat. 

Watson is replacing Erroll Thompson, 
who recorded more than 300 tackles in his 
Mississippi State career. 

Only one starter returns along the defen- 
sive line — Jaden Crumedy. The Bulldogs 
will have to replace Kobe Jones and Mar- 
quiss Spencer. Spencer was one of two MSU 
players drafted this year. 

Crumedy will start at one defensive end 
spot, while UCF transfer Randy Charlton is 
poised to start on the other side. Charlton 
had 12.5 tackles for loss and four sacks in 
his three-year career at UCR. 

There should be many faces in a rotation 
at defensive tackle.

SCHEDULE ANALYSIS 


Mississippi State's schedule looks prom- 
ising for Leach’s second year at the helm. 

After playing only conference games last 
year, MSU starts the season with back-to- 
back non-conference home games against 
Louisiana Tech and NC State before hitting 
the road to play Memphis for the first time 
since 2011.

Lashley, a former four-star offensive tackle from 
West Point High School just 20 miles from Missis- 
sippi State, initially signed with Alabama in 2016. 
After three seasons with the Crimson Tide, Lashley 
teturned to Starkville as a graduate transfer and 
was immediately eligible to play. 

That didn’t happen, however, as Lashley was 
sidelined for the year after suffering an injury and 
undergoing season-ending surgery. 

He took advantage of the NCAA's extra year of 
eligibility and is expected to start at right tackle, 
replacing Kameron Jones, who started six games. 

Lashley should immediately help Mississippi 
State's offensive line, which gave up an SEC-high 
34 sacks last year. He will help anchor a solid of- 
fensive tackle group with five-star Charles Cross 
starting at left tackle across from him. 

Jones will continue to earn reps as offensive line 
coach Mason Miller said this spring that the Bull- 
dogs have six linemen who will rotate in and out, 
and he hopes to get to eight players. 

* Mississippi State’s most dynamic receiver, 
Jaden Walley, will also be coming back from in- 
jury when the Bulldogs take the field this fall. Wal- 
ley, who led the team with 718 receiving yards last 
year, was injured in Mississippi State's spring game. 

He was hurt on a run play and was unable to 
put weight on his leg as he was helped off the field. 
Walley’s mom confirmed with 247Sports that the 
‘sophomore sprained his MCL in the game. 

© Quarterbacks Will Rogers and Jack Abraham 
stole the show this spring in the quarterback room, but 
Mike Leach says the competition is still wide open with 
‘Sawyer Robertson coming in this summer. 

Robertson, a four-star quarterback out of Texas, 
was the highest-rated recruit in Mississippi State's 
2021 recruiting class and is the highest-rated quar- 
terback to sign with the Bulldogs since 2003. He is 
a summer enrollee, 

He will play both baseball and football at MSU, 
and the quarterback is used to a pass-happy of- 
fense. At Coronado high school, he passed for 
12,148 yards, 146 touchdowns and only 22 inter- 
ceptions in four years.

Blitz-Happy Brule Taking On Leadership Role 


aron Brule has sat and learned from 
Az of Mississippi State’s great 

linebackers in his short career, but 
now the blitz-happy junior is taking the 
reins of the defense for himself. 

Brule, who joined Mississippi State in 
2018, has been in the locker room with for- 
mer MSU linebackers Willie Gay and Erroll 
Thompson. Both are now in the NFL, and 
Brule is left in charge of yet another talent- 
ed linebacker room. 

He's not used to having to be a vocal 
leader. Gay, who was drafted in the second 
round of the 2020 NFL Draft, was in charge 
of the room for Brule’s first two seasons. 

Last year, Thompson led the room. 
Thompson went undrafted in the 2021 NFL 
Draft but was a four-year starter who ac- 
cumulated over 300 career tackles. 

Now, Brule is stepping up after only one 
year of playing experience. 

“All of the guys that came before me, 
the Willie Gays and the Erroll Thompsons, 
they just paved the way for me and I'm 
just taking off where they left off and at- 
tacking it how they would, which is with 
an aggressive approach and taking every- 
body along with me,” Brule said of being 
a leader. 

Brule doesn’t have the storied career that 
Gay and Thompson had when they were 
the defensive leaders. Brule was a special 
teams player before starting last season. 

He played in four games in 2018 before 
redshirting and then played little on defense 
in 2019. He played in all 13 games, but only 
recorded 11 tackles, with 1.5 for loss and 
one sack. 

But in 2020, defensive coordinator Zach 
Arnett came in and implemented his 3-3-5 
defense. Brule flourished in it. 

Brule started all 11 games and recorded 
77 total tackles, with 8.5 for loss and four 
sacks. He excelled at getting to the quarter- 
backs and proved to be the best linebacker 
in the nation at generating pressure. 

He led all linebackers in the country in 
Pass rush snaps (192), total generated

TIGERS AIM TO MAKE UP GROUND IN DRINKWITZ’S SECOND YEAR 


lose the gap. That was the most 
( common phrase around Missouri 
this spring. 

There is no mystery behind the meaning. 
In Eli Drinkwitz’s first year on campus, the 
‘Tigers finished alone in third place in the 
top-heavy SEC East, their best East finish 
since winning the division in 2013 and 2014. 

Mizzou finally edged Kentucky for the 
first time in five years, and while South 
Carolina, Tennessee and Vanderbilt rebuild 
through coaching changes, the Tigers un- 
derstand there’s still a chasm between their 
program and the division’s kingpins, Geor- 
gia and Florida, 

For all the positive steps Mizzou took in 
Drinkwitz’s debut season — against a rug- 
ged SEC-only schedule and, at times, with 
a depleted roster — the Tigers were barely 
competitive for long stretches against the 
two best teams in the division, 

Florida throttled Mizzou, 41-17. Georgia 
was no less kind six weeks later, thumping 
the Tigers, 49-14. The Gators and Bulldogs 
nearly tripled Mizzou in offensive yardage 
in those games, piling up 1,129 yards to 
MU's 448, 

That’s the gap. 

“We're always going to push, push, push, 
until we win the SEC East,” Drinkwitz said 
as the Tigers started spring practices. 

“So as soon as (last) season finished ... it 
was immediately for me, OK, we have ar- 
eas that have to improve in order for us to 
close the gap on the upper echelon teams. 
How do we do that? Change is a part of this 
profession. It’s a part of growth. It was an 
opportunity for us to improve.” 

For the Tigers, that offseason mission 
started on the defensive side. Drinkwitz has 
stopped short of saying he fired coordinator 
Ryan Walters, but he didn’t get in his way 
from making a lateral move to Illinois to be- 
come Bret Bielema’s defensive coordinator. 

Drinkwitz wanted a more experienced 
coordinator to oversee a more versatile and 
disruptive defense. He went with longtime 
NEL coach Steve Wilks, who most recently 
served as the Cleveland Browns coordina- 
tor in 2019 and before that was the Arizona 
Cardinals’ head coach in 2018. 


The change wasn’t just about new leader- 
ship. The Tigers produced an SEC-low nine 
takeaways and allowed 2.2 30-yard passes 
per game, second-worst in the conference. 

“We needed to adjust,” Drinkwitz said. 
“We needed to eliminate explosive plays, 
specifically in the pass game. We needed to 
be more multiple in our coverages. We had 
to affect the passer.” 


OFFENSE 


Unlike 2020, Drinkwitz goes into his 
second Missouri season with conviction at 
quarterback after watching Connor Bazelak 
take over the job in Week 3 and settle into 
the position. 

The Tigers hope to squeeze more produc- 
tion out of the passing game — especially 
in the red zone — as Bazelak finds himself 
surrounded by more playmakers at re- 
ceiver, notably Ohio State transfer Mookie 
Cooper, a natural in the slot, and speedy 
four-star freshman Dominic Lovett. 

A deeper and more versatile receiver 
corps should boost a passing game that 
produced just nine touchdowns last year. 

A team loaded with reliable possession 
receivers needed more home-run hitters 
at receiver after Missouri completed just 
eight 30-yard passes all season. With Drew 
Lock at QB from 2016-2018, the Tigers av- 
eraged nearly three 30-yard completions 
per game. Accuracy wasn’t a problem for 
Bazelak, who completed 67.3 percent of his 
passes, but he spent the offseason sharpen- 
ing his deep ball. 

Bazelak developed chemistry with veter- 
an outside receivers Tauskie Dove and Keke 
Chism last year. Jalen Knox was sidelined 
for the spring but can play inside or out- 
side, Cooper, Lovett and redshirt freshman 
JJ. Hester could find ways to stretch the 
field vertically. 

The Tigers haven't relied much on tight 
ends for passing game production, though 
Niko Hea emerged as the group's best re- 
ceiver last year with 14 catches and two TDs. 

Drinkwitz’s offensive line is far more 
experienced with as many as four senior 
starters, including center Mike Maietti, 
one of several “super seniors” on the roster

A committee approach will have to re- 
place Larry Rountree Ill’s production in the 
running game. 

Rountree, a sixth-round pick to the 
Chargers, left Mizzou with more rushing 
yards than any running back in team his- 
tory, but Tyler Badie, a dangerous receiver 
out of the backfield or in the slot, believes 
he can be the best running back in the SEC. 
He should get plenty of chances to back up 
that bold statement, but others will get 
touches, especially Elijah Young. 

One imperative is red-zone improve- 
ment. The Tigers completed only 11 passes 
with just three touchdowns inside the 
20-yard line, putting more stress on the 
running game and kicker Harrison Mevis. 
Drinkwitz takes the fall for those struggles.

DEFENSE 


Steve Wilks, Drinkwitz’s new defensive 
coordinator, hasn't coached college in 15 
years but brings both NEL coordinator and 
head-coaching experience to a defense that 
unraveled last season. 

Wilks has installed a new scheme based 
on a one-gap four-man front and nickel 
base package. The Tigers will scrap their 
man-heavy coverage scheme for more zone 
concepts, which Wilks hopes increases the 
team’s interceptions. MU picked off only 
four passes last year and has just six inter- 
ceptions over its last 18 SEC games. 

“They played a lot of man last year, 
which you saw really limited the amount 
of takeaways because our back is to the ball 


all the time,” Wilks said. “Now, with zone 
eyes, being able to see (the field), going 
through the route progression, getting the 
jump on the quarterback, I've been very 
impressed with how quickly we've picked 
those things up.” 

He's not the only new defensive staff- 
er. Jethro Franklin replaced Brick Haley 
to coach the defensive line, while Aaron 
Fletcher will coach defensive backs, re- 
placing David Gibbs, who joined Gus Mal- 
zahn’s staff at UC. 

Franklin's defensive line is loaded with 
experience after three seniors opted to take 
advantage of the extra year of eligibility: 
nose tackle Kobie Whiteside, defensive tackle 
Akial Byers and defensive end Chris Turner. 

Trajan Jeffcoat is back after ranking 
among the SEC leaders with six sacks and 
should be Wilks’ best edge rusher. White- 
side battled a knee injury last year but sup- 
plies a stout interior rush when healthy.

At times 
plays a bit stiff, but he shows natural instincts and pursues the ball very well, as he is 


always moving even when engaged. 


Playing on an experienced defensive line that returns every starter should help Byers 
showcase his skills this season. Over 41 games played at Mizzou, he has accumulated 56 


career tackles, including 5.5 for loss from 


the interior defensive line. With some additional 


bulk and another solid season, Byers could be a candidate to possibly hear his name called 


on Day 2 of the draft.

t only took Eli Drinkwitz a few series in 
the second game of 2020 to make a 
change at quarterback. 

Connor Bazelak replaced Shawn Robin- 
son in the first half at Tennessee, a move 
that proved to be permanent. By season’s 
end, Bazelak earned co-SEC Freshman of 
the Year honors and had Tigers fans dream- 
ing of more success in 2021. 

There was plenty to like about Bazelak’s 
redshirt freshman campaign. He showed 
unflinching poise in late-game situations in 
victories over LSU and Arkansas. 

He proved his toughness, absorbing 
his share of minor injuries on hits in the 
pocket. His completion percentage of 67.3 
was the best for MU’s starting quarterback 
since the Chase Daniel years more than a 
decade ago. He finished 5-3 as a starter, 
including an epic performance in his first 
start, a 406-yard, four-touchdown day in a 
home upset of LSU. 

Late in the year, Bazelak seemed to wear 
down some, throwing four of his six inter- 
ceptions in the final two games against 
Georgia and Mississippi State, both losses. 
In his first offseason as the incumbent 
starter, he focused on downfield accuracy. 

That's because on passes targeted 20 
yards or more, he completed just 14 of 50 
attempts for 416 yards, per Pro Football 
Focus. That percentage (28 percent) was 
more than 30 percentage points behind Al- 
abama’s Mac Jones, the league's standard- 
bearer for deep-ball accuracy last year. 

“We've got to be better in our vertical 
passing game, throwing the ball downfield,” 
Bazelak said. “| think the spring is a great 
time to practice that timing with receivers 
on deep balls.” 

Otherwise, there’s nothing for Bazelak to 
prove this year. Robinson moved to safety 
late last season and plans to stay there this 
fall. Missouri’s other scholarship quarter- 
backs, redshirt freshman Brady Cook and 
freshman Tyler Macon, are clearly angling 
for the No. 2 job.

BEAMER BALL ARRIVES IN COLUMBIA WITH HOPE AND MYSTERY 


here are a lot of unknowns when it 
"To to South Carolina. 

Shane Beamer is a first-time head 
coach. Coordinators Marcus Satterfield and 
Clayton White have never called a play in 
Power 5 football. Practices were closed and 
the spring game was short, preserving the 
air of mystery surrounding the Gamecocks 
entering the 2021 season. 

‘And that might just be a good thing. 

Beamer, a former assistant who helped 
build some of the best teams in school his- 
tory during his time from 2007-10, replaces 
Will Muschamp, who brought in a staff full 
of big names and SEC accolades but had 
little success in his five-year tenure. Only 
one coach remains from Muschamp’s staff, 
and Beamer has only four coaches with 
SEC experience. 

“I want guys that want to be here,” 
Beamer said. “I’m not just going out to hire 
(someone) that has a fancy name or be- 
cause he’s coached in the SEC for 20 years. 
‘There are plenty of examples of that where 
it hasn't worked out a lot here recently.” 

Satterfield was an offensive coordina- 
tor under Matt Rhule at Temple, then be- 
came head coach at Tennessee Tech before 
linking back up with Rhule at Baylor and 
following him to the Carolina Panthers. 
Beamer and Satterfield grew tight when 
they were graduate assistants at Tennes- 
see in 2002-03, and Rhule gave a strong 
recommendation for Satterfield when the 
position opened. 

Beamer is going to have a strong influ- 
ence putting together the offense, model- 
ing it after what he did under Lincoln Riley 
at Oklahoma, while Satterfield draws from 
his experience under Joe Brady. 

“It’s a bunch of guys that have some- 
thing to prove,” Satterfield said of the 
coaching staff. “It’s not some retreads that 
got fired from an NFL team or an offensive 
coordinator at the tail end of his career.” 

White spent four seasons at Western 
Kentucky, his first stop as a defensive coor- 
dinator before Beamer made the call to hire 
the three-time Broyles Award nominee. He 
put a top 30 defense in the country on the 
field in each of his final three seasons with 


the Hilltoppers and had a group that al- 
lowed only 20.1 points per game in 2020. 

“| think we have a great coaching staff 
right now in that building and I do feel 
great about things as we're starting,” White 
said. 

South Carolina doesn’t have a bunch of 
“tetreads” on this coaching staff, and that 
provides a rousing element of uncertainty 
to the Gamecocks entering the 2021 sea- 


OFFENSE 


Marcus Satterfield has talent at nearly ev- 
ery position, and the expectation is for this 
offense to be a run-heavy outfit. 

The Gamecocks return one of the top 
tailbacks in the country, Kevin Harris, who 
rushed for 1,138 yards in only 10 games. 
South Carolina will couple him with for- 
mer top 50 national recruit MarShawn 
Lloyd and ZaQuandre White, who was the 
spring game star, but needs to put fumbling 
issues from previous seasons behind him. 

“We have guys that we can hand the ball 
off to 35 times per game,” Satterfield said. 
“We have guys that we can throw the ball 
out of the backfield to and use as receiver 
types as well.” 

Quarterback Luke Doty, a former top 100 
recruit in the 247Sports Composite, started 
the final two games a season ago but had 
limited success. His talent and athleticism 
are immense, and he routinely posts some 
of the top GPS-registered speeds on the 
practice field. 

He's still developing as a passer, but 
Doty is a proven winner, having guided his 
team to a championship as a junior in high 
school and was on his way to another be- 
fore suffering an injury during his senior 
year. 

There are big question marks at receiver 
after the team lost Shi Smith (sixth-round 
pick), and there are no returning players 
at the position who caught more than 11 
passes. A pair of transfers — Ahmarean 
Brown from Georgia Tech and E.J. Jenkins 
from St. Francis (Pa.) — will provide im- 
mediate help, while returning players Jalen 
Brooks and Dakereon Joyner each had

X Since 2013, the Gamecocks have 
signed six four-star quarterbacks — and 
none of the previous five have finished their 
career with the program at the position for 
which they were recruited. Four departed 
the programs. 

Only one of those players, Jake Bentley, 
had any real success at the position. Da- 
kereon Joyner is still on the Gamecocks’ 
roster, but he’s at wide receiver. Bentley 
features at or near the top of the South 
Carolina record books in various categories 
after starting from 2016-18, but he was 
cast off in favor of Ryan Hilinski, who left 
after a 2020 season when he couldn't beat 
out graduate transfer Collin Hill. 

Doty, who took over as the team’s start- 
ing quarterback for the final two games last 
season, is the next hope. 

Even in his freshman year, Doty emerged 
as one of the leaders of the football team. 
His tremendous work ethic and engaging, 
energetic personality make him a favorite 
throughout the locker room. 

“He's a very intelligent young man, un- 
derstanding the offense and learning what 
we're asking of him to do,” first-year head 
coach Shane Beamer said. “He's been fan- 
tastic. The poise, the confidence and the 
leadership have shown. He’s been spec- 
tacular there.” 

Players won't follow leaders who don’t 
know how to work and who don’t know 
how to win. The Gamecocks were only 2-8 
last season, and two of those losses came 
at the end of the season with Doty starting 
at quarterback. 

That time on the field helped him grow 
as a player, and he received the bulk of the 
first-team reps this spring as South Caro- 
lina’s starter. Beamer and offensive coor- 
dinator Marcus Satterfield believe in Doty, 
who knows that he still has a long way to 
go to be a winning quarterback in the SEC.

Florida State graduate transfer James Blackman 
is on his way to Jonesboro, having committed in late 
January. Blackman had a spectacular freshman sea- 
son, passing for 2,230 yards and 19 touchdowns in 
2017, but he was in and out of the starting lineup over 
the next three seasons, 

Hatcher won't concede the job easily. The 2019 Sun 
Belt Freshman of the Year passed for 2,058 yards to 
Bonner’s 1,863 last year in completing just under 60 
percent of his 194 attempts, He had 19 touchdown 
passes and just two interceptions, 

‘The Red Wolves lost top receiver Jonathan Adams 
(79 catches, 1,111 yards and 12 scores) and Brandon 
Bowling (39-507-7), but return Dahu Green (32-542-5 
in six starts), Corey Rucker had 16 receptions for 463 
yards (28.3 yards per-catch) and Jeff Foreman had 
an even more impressive per catch average (33.8) on 
13 receptions. TCU transfer Te’Vailance Hunt had a 
productive spring. 

Lincoln Pare led the rushing attack with 450 yards 
asa freshman in 2020 before his season was cut short 
by injury, but veteran Marcel Murray looks to reclaim 
his spot after playing in only five games last year 
while dealing with ankle and leg injuries. He rushed 
for 820 yards in 2019.

HEUPEL BRINGING HIGH-DCTANE ATTACK TO UT REBUILD 


ie SEC hired four new coaches dur- 
| ing the offseason, but none faces a 
bigger rebuilding job than Josh Heu- 

pel at Tennessee. 

A once proud football power, Tennessee 
went 3-7 last season, fired head coach Jer- 
emy Pruitt amid NCAA recruiting violation 
allegations, dismissed nine other staffers 
and parted ways with athletic director Phil- 
lip Fulmer, 

The Vols haven’t won the SEC since 
1998, haven't won the East Division since 
2007 and have recorded just two winning 
records in SEC play in the past 13 years. To 
add insult to injury, Tennessee was invited 
to play in the Liberty Bowl — even with 
a 3-7 record — but had to decline after 
a COVID-19 outbreak. 

A resolution to the NCAA violations re- 
mained unresolved entering the summer. 
UT hired noted attorney Mike Glacier to 
spearhead an internal investigation with 
hopes of mitigating pending punishment. 

The problems didn’t stop there in the 
offseason. More than 30 players entered 
the transfer portal, four others got a release 
from National Letters of Intent signed in 
December and four players were suspended 
before spring practice started over a dorm 
room incident. 

When will the nightmare end? 

The Vols hope this is the beginning of 
the end: 

In January, Tennessee hired Central Flor- 
ida athletic director Danny White, who — 
after a “national” search — hired his coach 
at UCF, Josh Heupel. All the circumstances. 
might give Heupel, known for his offensive 
innovation and high-octane attack, a lon- 
ger leash with which to rebuild. 

UCF ranked among the nation’s best on 
offense for three years under Heupel, who 
previously took a poor Missouri offense 
and turned it into the SEC leader in total 
yards in his second year as the Tigers’ of- 
fensive coordinator in 2017. At Missouri, 
he once put up 50 points and 659 yards in 
a win against Tennessee, 

Heupel brought most of his offensive 
staff from UCF and should vastly improve 
on UT's average of 21.5 points and 346.2 


total yards from last season. Heupel pur- 
sued only one from his defensive staff, sec- 
ondary coach Willie Martinez. 

Heupel’s initial — and modest — goal is 
to get Tennessee to a bow! game. 


OFFENSE 


Whether Heupel can generate offensive 
success at Tennessee remains to be seen. He 
must first find a quarterback. 

A spring battle included Virginia Tech 
transfer Hendon Hooker and two hold- 
overs with limited starting experience: 
Brian Maurer and Harrison Bailey. Highly 
touted recruit Kaidon Salter was suspended 
from spring ball after his involvement in a 
dorm room incident. UT also added talent- 
ed Michigan transfer Joe Milton in April. 

Heupel said the three spring quarter- 
backs made improvement in “light years” 
in the first few weeks of practice in terms 
of operating and understanding the fast- 
paced attack. 

Bailey had the best spring game: 12 of 15 
for 260 yards and two touchdowns. Mau- 
rer, who is the most athletic, was 9 of 15 
for 171 yards. Hooker was 10 of 14 for 111 
yards with a TD run and pass. 

Hooker had two 100-yard rushing games 
at Virginia Tech last year. Heupel must fig- 
ure out a way to incorporate Hooker's legs 
in the scheme. 

Heupel’s quarterback criteria, in order, is 
finding someone who understands the of- 
fense and makes quick decisions, then ac- 
curacy, then mobility. 

Heupel likes what he has seen from his 
running backs, particularly scatback Jabari 
Small and the 6-foot-S Dee Beckwith, who 
is surprisingly elusive given his size. 

Running backs coach Jerry Mack said 
Small was “born to be an RB.” Small had 48 
yards and two touchdowns on 12 carries in 
the spring game. He will be asked to replace 
the production of Eric Gray, who had 772 
yards and caught 30 passes before transfer- 
ring to Oklahoma. 

Small carried 26 times for 117 yards last 
season. 

Tiyon Evans, rated the No. 1 junior col- 
lege running back in the 247Sports Com-

Senior Velus Jones Jr. (22 catches for 280 
yards last season) and Jalin Hyatt could 
emerge as the leading pass catchers. Jimmy 
Holiday and Jimmy Callaway are athletic 
but didn’t play much as true freshmen.

Tennessee added two receivers who could 
make the rotation: Mississippi State transfer 
JaVonta Payton, who had 19 catches last 
season, six in the season opener against 
LSU; and junior college transfer Andison 
Coby, a deep ball threat.

At 335 pounds, Wright appeared to be 
overweight, He must get in shape to endure 
Heupel’s hurry-up offense, 

Former walk-on Dayne Davis was the 
starting left tackle during the spring. If he 
can hold that spot, and Wright ups his play 
at right tackle, Mays and Jerome Carvin 
could start at the guards with Cooper Mays, 
Cade's younger brother, at center. Guard 
Javontez Spraggins is a potential starter. 


DEFENSE 


While the offense has a chance to be 
productive, the defense is a major concern. 
Jeremy Pruitt fired defensive line coach 
Jimmy Brumbaugh four games into last 
season and took over the position, but it 
didn’t seem to improve matters. 

The defensive line returns five seniors 
with starting experience, led by Matthew 
Butler, Aubrey Solomon, Darel Middleton, 


LaTrell Bumphus and Ja’Quain Blakely, But- 
ler was by far the most productive defen- 
sive lineman with 43 tackles and two sacks. 
No one else had more than 17 tackles. 

Two bright spots in the spring were pass 
rusher Byron Young, a junior college trans- 
fer, and 330-pound run-stopper Elijah Sim- 
mons. 

The defensive line recorded only seven 
of the team’s 20 sacks last year (linebackers 
had 11). 

UT lost two starting linebackers to 
the transfer portal (Henry To'o To’o and 
Quavaris Crouch). Two potential start- 
ers missed most of the spring due to in- 
jury (Jeremy Banks and Roman Harrison). 
Two others were suspended after a dorm- 
room incident (Aaron Willis and Marta- 
vius French). Another was suspended over 
animal cruelty (Aaron Beasley), French has 
since transferred. 

To’o To’o ended up at Alabama; Crouch 
will go to Michigan State. 

At outside linebacker, Bryson Eason, at 
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‘An experienced, versatile blocker, Mays has lined up at four different positions along the 
offensive line during his collegiate career. After two seasons at Georgia, he decided to join 
his brother (Cooper) at Tennessee, where his dad (Kevin) also starred and was a team cap- 
tain for the Vols. Cade Mays has since paved his own path to greatness, while showcasing 


his size, strength and tenacity. 


With 32 career games played and 25 starts under his belt in the SEC, Mays is a proven 
road-grader who relies heavily upon his power to move defenders at will. He is a finisher. He 
began at right tackle last season before kicking inside and missing the final two games due 
to a lower-leg injury. He will need to prove to be durable but the Knoxville native owns first- 


round potential as a guard at the next level. 


275 pounds, has likely played his way to 
defensive end. 

Tennessee got a huge transfer in lineback- 
er Juwan Mitchell, who led Texas in tackles 
last year. He could lead another UT in tack- 
les this fall. Other key linebackers figure to 
be Jeremy Banks and Solon Page III. 

The Vols were so thin at linebacker dur- 
ing the spring, deep snapper Will Albright 
got some snaps there. 

The secondary has some talent, led 
by cornerbacks Alontae Taylor, Kenneth 
George and Warren Burrell, and safeties 
Trevon Flowers, Theo Jackson and Jalen 
McCullough. 

Burrell had a pick-six during the spring 
game. Flowers was second on the team with 
62 tackles. George had a team-high six pass- 
es broken up. Each has starting experience, 
but none appears to be All-SEC caliber. 

Tennessee's defense was 11th in the SEC 
in passing yards allowed per game last sea- 
son, when it surrendered 15 touchdown 
passes while recording just five intercep- 
tions. Opponents completed 68.2 percent

of their passes. 

New defensive coordinator Tim Banks 
said he wants to simplify the defense so 
the unit won’t have as many busts as it did 
a year ago. 


Punter Paxton Brooks is the third-lead- 
ing returning punter in the SEC after aver- 
aging 43.6 yards last season. Velus Jones Jr. 
ranked sixth in the SEC in kick returns with 
an average of 22.1 yards. The punt returner 
has not been identified. 

The place-kicking battle is between Toby 
Wilson, who was handed the job late last 
season after Brent Cimaglia opted out, and 
USC transfer Chase McGrath. 

Wilson has yet to make a college field 
goal. McGrath was USC’s special teams 
Player of the Year in 2019 after making 
14 of 17 field goal attempts and all 54 ex- 
tra points, but he lost his job in 2020 to a 
freshman after suffering hip and knee inju- 
ries in fall camp. 


‘Tennessee went 3-7 against an all-SEC 
schedule, but five of those teams didn’t fin- 
ish above .500. 

The schedule lightens up as the Vols face 
non-SEC foes Bowling Green (0-5), Tennes- 
see Tech (2-5) and South Alabama (4-7). Pitt 
(6-5) could be a swing game in determining 
if the Vols become bow! eligible. 

‘Tennessee travels to defending East champ 
Florida and defending national champ Ala- 
bama, as well as Missouri and Kentucky. 
Home SEC games are against South Carolina, 
Ole Miss, Georgia and Vanderbilt. 

Ole Miss coach Lane Kiffin makes his re- 
turn to Neyland Stadium as a head coach 
(he did so twice as Alabama's offensive coor- 
dinator) for the first time since he abruptly 
left Rocky Top following the 2009 season.

Jen. Two of the suspended have since transferred. 
A fifth was suspended for an animal cruelty charge. 
As of mid-May, coach Josh Heupel said the sus- 
pended players were having to earn their way back 
onto the roster. 

* As Tennessee awaits its fate with the NCAA 
after self-reporting over 50 violations, recruiting 
has suffered. The Vols had just five commitments 
through May 19, each a three-star. Of the top 20 
players in the state of Tennessee, seven had com- 
mitted; UT didn’t get any. UT hopes to have a resolu- 
tion regarding its punishment by Sept. 1. 

* The Vols gained more than 800 yards on 99 
‘spring-game snaps. But the defense is a major con- 
cern. The Vols used a 4-3 and a 4-2-5 during the 
spring. The defense will be multiple but the Vols are 
‘weak at linebacker and don't have much depth in 
the secondary. 

* Tennessee had only two players taken in the 
2021 NFL Draft. WR Josh Palmer went in the third 
round to the Chargers and guard Trey Smith went 
in the sixth round to the Chiefs. UT has had just 13 
players selected in the past seven years. By com- 
parison, Alabama had 10 taken in the 2021 draft.

Du. Uiagalelei has a monster arm, great size and 
he’s one of the team’s hardest workers. He threw for 
over 400 yards against Notre Dame last year on the 
road when Trevor Lawrence tested positive for COV- 
1D-19, and with more comfort in the offense, he could 
reach video-game numbers this season. 

The receiving corps, despite losing Amari Rodg- 
ers and Cornell Powell, returns first-round NFL talent 
Justyn Ross, who missed all of 2020, along with vet- 
erans Joseph Ngata and Frank Ladson Jr, who were 
limited last year by injuries, Ajou Ajou is set to be a 
breakout receiver, and tight end Braden Galloway is 
back to lead a talented group. 

Even if the running game is not quite as strong, the 
Tigers should stay among the premier scoring units 
in college football. 


DEFENSE 

The Tigers lost starting linebacker Mike Jones Jr. 
(to LSU) and veteran defensive tackles Jordan Wil- 
liams (Virginia Tech) and Nyles Pinckney (Minneso- 
ta) to the transfer portal. Cornerback Derion Kendrick 
was dismissed from the team in March. 

Remarkably, those are the only losses off a unit that 
led the nation in sacks and led the ACC in total de- 
fense.

JIMBO KNOWS: IT’S MORE THAN A ONE-GAME SEASON 


exas A&M coach Jimbo Fisher will 

| remind his players until he’s maroon 

in the face that they open the sea- 

son on Sept. 4 and must play five games 

through Oct. 2, And then a bunch more 
after that. 

Still, he knows that Aggies everywhere — 
including his players — have one date on 
the calendar circled in red. 

“All T can say is,” said defensive end De- 
Marvin Leal, “I can't wait until the Bama 
game.” 

Oh, that one: That would be Oct. 9 at 
Kyle Field, 

Lack of confidence is not an issue for the 
Aggies, who ended No. 4 in the Associated 
Press poll last season for their highest final 
ranking since they won the national cham- 
pionship. 

Eighty-two years ago, Homer Norton 
coached the Aggies to No, 1. 

“We have a standard in this program 
now that we want to be the No. 1 team in 
the nation,” defensive tackle Jayden Peevy 
said. “We're going to practice like that and 
we're going to play like that, Every day 
we're coming out with the mindset to be 
the No. 1 team.” 

Now, the mission for A&M is to make 
its first College Football Playoff, after nar- 
rowly missing the four-team shindig in 
2020, Fisher is entering his fourth season at 
A&M; in his fourth season at Florida State 
in 2013 he won a national title. 

“We're changing the culture here, and 
they see that,” A&M receiver Ainias Smith 
said. “Jimbo and this team, we have defi- 
nitely taken this place to a whole (new) 
level, and we're trying to take it to even 
bigger and greater steps. We're on the way.” 

A big reason for the Aggies’ bluster stems 
from nine returning starters on defense, 
including three key seniors who took ad- 
vantage of the NCAA granting a blanket 
year of eligibility due to the coronavirus 
pandemic: Peevy, cornerback Myles Jones 
and linebacker Aaron Hansford. 

“We treated the first day of (spring prac- 
tice) like it was Year 4, instead of the first 
day of camp,” Peevy said. “It’s a winning 
mentality on this team now, that’s the 
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main thing that has stood out to me.” 

The Aggies defeated North Carolina 
41-27 in the Orange Bowl, stamping an 
exclamation mark on an eight-game win 
streak and a 9-1 finish, 

Fisher has been envisioning this since 
Dec. 1, 2017, when the megadeal lured him 
from Florida State. 

“If you can’t see it, it’s not going to hap- 
pen,” Fisher said. “The potential was there, 
and you live in vision or you live in cir- 
cumstance. 

“We try to live in vision, and if you can’t 
see things in the future and put yourself 
there and know what it takes to get there 
and understand the kind of talent that you 
have, you're never going to get there.” 


OFFENSE 


The Aggies must replace four starters 
from a solid offensive line and replace a 
four-year starter at quarterback, but they 
don’t seem cowed by that challenge. 

All-American Kenyon Green is shifting 
from left guard to left tackle and said he's 
urged the newcomers around him to enjoy 
the overall experience. 

“You don’t want to come out dreading 
the game,” he said, “That's the most impor- 
tant thing, have fun with it.” 

‘The Aggies expect to have loads of fun 
toting the ball, possessing one of the na- 
tion’s top one-two punches at running back 
in Isaiah Spiller and Devon Achane. While 
Spiller handled most of the grunt work dur- 
ing the season (1,036 yards, 5.5-yard avg.), 
Achane earned Orange Bowl MVP honors 
after rushing for 140 yards and two touch- 
downs on just a dozen carries. 

They should make things simpler for the 
new quarterback (replacing Kellen Mond), 
whether it is Haynes King or Zach Calzada. 

King served as Mond’s primary backup 
in 2020 and appears to hold a slight lead 
on Calzada entering fall camp. King rans 
the 40-yard dash in 4.4 seconds, but Cal- 
zada owns the best arm of any A&M quar- 
terback in memory. 

The versatile Ainias Smith lined up as 
tailback and split out as a receiver last year, 
and after leading the team in receiving (43

spring at wideout. Chase Lane returns, but 
several receivers left via the transfer portal 
so the Aggies are looking for a breakout 
year from Demond Demas, a five-star re- 
cruit in 2020. 

Demas played sparingly in 2020 and 
needs to pack some pounds on his 6-3, 
180-pound frame to withstand SEC de- 
fenses. Demas encountered some off-field 
problems in March but worked his way 
back into spring drills and Fisher labeled 
his April performance as “outstanding ... 
he really came a long way.” 

Tight end Jalen Wydermyer (78 catches 
in two seasons) is a consistent threat across 
the middle, and former five-star prospect 
Baylor Cupp is finally healthy at the posi- 
tion after missing his first two seasons be- 
cause of injuries.

As for that nearly brand-new offensive 
line led by Green, Fisher said, “It’s a group 
that can move people — it’s a really good 
group, but we have to get that continuity 
going.” 

Aki Ogunbiyi should hold down left 
guard, while the center is Luke Matthews 
(son of Pro Football Hall of Famer Bruce 
Matthews). Layden Robinson pencils in at 
right guard, while right tackle will be oc- 
cupied by either Blake Trainor or incoming 
transfer Jahmir Johnson of Tennessee. 

Johnson started 17 games over his career 
with the Volunteers, and Fisher said he 
considered Tennessee's offensive line last 
season second only to Alabama's among 
A&M opponents. 

Fisher added that Robinson is “as physi- 
cal a guy as I may have coached in 30 years 
on the line of scrimmage. It looks like a 
cartoon sometimes when he throws guys.” 


DEFENSE 


Defensive coordinator Mike Elko is so 


popular with his players that three start- 
ers and two part-time starters who were 
seniors last season returned for the NCAA's 
pandemic bonus year. 

Fisher said while the five defenders 
might have been drafted in the NFL, “They 
can grow ... those guys made mature deci- 
sions.” 

Recruiting defensive backs has been a 
Fisher strength since his arrival in College 
Station, and it’s paying off with standouts 
like cornerback Jaylon Jones and safety De- 
mani Richardson joining veterans Myles 
Jones and Leon O'Neal in the secondary. 

A&M should be stout along the defen- 
sive line, anchored by future All-American 
DeMarvin Leal. Notably, Jayden Peevy and 
Tyree Johnson also return up front from the 
No. 2 rushing defense in the country. Watch 
for impressive sophomore McKinnley Jack- 
son (and perhaps five-star defensive tackle 
Shamar Turner) to help fill for fourth-round 
draft pick Bobby Brown III, who was a first- 
team AIL-SEC selection last year. 
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1, DeMarvin Leal 6-4 290 4.89 Jr. 
Oozing with upside, Leal is only beginning to scratch the surface of his raw potential. He 
was utilized in numerous roles in 2020, while registering 37 tackles, 2.5 sacks, three passes 
defended and one interception. Leal is one of the most explosive prospects coming off the 
edge and is patient in his run defense, willing to take on multiple blockers to cut off lanes. 
The question about Leal is not his talent — he should be a first-round pick — but rather 
his fit. Some scouts will view the junior as an interior player, while other evaluators will see 
his value playing on the outside. He has a long frame and wingspan that allows him to back- 
pedal and drop into coverage to provide exotic looks. In a 4-3 defense, he could also bump 
inside to provide some pass rush. Leal sheds blockers with a strong array of pass moves, 
owns tremendous footwork and has impressive speed, which should make him one of the

Linebacker is the biggest question, after 
team leader Buddy Johnson was a fourth- 
round draft pick, but steady Aaron Hans- 
ford is back and Fisher repeatedly pointed 
to the play of Edgerrin Cooper, Andre 
White and Antonio Doyle in the spring as 
to why fans should be excited about the fu- 
ture at linebacker. 

Elko, as he’s done the past couple of 
years, turned down offers to be a head 
coach at less prominent programs. “Ev- 
eryone has ambitions for their future,” he 
said, “but those things are just kind of on 
the backburner.” 

Also on the backburner is giving this de- 
fense a nickname, or accepting comparisons 
to the legendary A&M “Wrecking Crew.” 

“That's not just a name we want to be 
throwing around lightly around here,” 
Elko said. “We know how important it is 
to people.” 

The Wrecking Crew's previous hurrah 
was 23 years ago — when linebacker Dat 
Nguyen led the Aggies to their last confer-

ence championship (1998 while still in the 
Big 12). Elko's current crew is about the 
closest facsimile since. 

The Aggies in 2020 led the SEC in total 
defense (allowing 317.3 yards per game) and 
begrudged opponents just five touchdowns 
over their last four regular-season games. 

Now it’s about staying power and cham- 
pionships. 

"If we can get to the point where over 
the course of years we're playing at a very 
high level and we're helping this team win 
championships,” Elko said, “... that’s what 
“Wrecking Crew’ means to me.” 


SPECIAL TEAMS 


Starting kicker Seth Small (11 of 13 on 
field goal attempts in 2020) is back, and 
long-range kicker Caden Davis drilled field 
goals of $5 and 51 yards in the spring game.

going to need one, and he’s a real weapon,” 
Fisher said. 

Returning punter Nik Constantinou aver- 
aged a serviceable 40.5 yards on 36 punts, 
and Devon Achane could become one of the 
most electric return men in the country. 


SCHEDULE ANALYSIS 


Fisher doesn’t care to hear this, consider- 
ing the Aggies play in what is typically the 
toughest division in college football, but 
the Aggies’ schedule is its most navigable in 
years. It’s long seemed a given that if A&M 
finally wins an SEC West title, it will occur 
in an odd-numbered year, because that’s 
when Alabama and Auburn visit Kyle Field. 

A&M should be favored in its first five 
games leading to its ballyhooed show- 
down against the Crimson Tide on Oct. 9 
at Kyle Field.

hen Fred Spiller's oldest child 
Wire 8 years old, he signed him 
up to play youth football. 

“First time Isaiah touched the ball he 
went 80 yards for a touchdown,” Fred said 
with a chuckle. “From that moment on he 
fell in love with football.” 

Isaiah, a running back from the start, be- 
gan mirroring his game after NFL icon Adrian 
Peterson. So when Isaiah was being recruited 
out of Klein Collins High School (Spring, Texas), 
he was enamored with the college Peterson 
where finished second in the Heisman Trophy 
voting back in 2004 — Oklahoma. 

“Isaiah wears No. 28 because of Adrian 
Peterson,” Fred said. “When he got an offer 
from Oklahoma he said, ‘I'm going to col- 
lege where Adrian Peterson played!"” 

Fred had been a tight end at Texas A&M at 
the turn of the century before a back injury 
ended his career, Despite his allegiance to 
A&M, Fred couldn't fault his son's choice, as 
then-A&M coach Kevin Sumlin had a reputa- 
tion for emphasizing the pass over the run, 

But when Sumlin was fired in November 
2017 and A&M hired Jimbo Fisher the fol- 
lowing month, the move grabbed the atten- 
tion of both Spillers. 

“Coach Fisher runs the ball and his run- 
ning backs can catch the ball,” Fred said. 
“Then at the Nike Opening camp (in Frisco, 
Texas) in 2018 Isaiah started getting among 
all those A&M recruits, and he called me 
up and said, ‘I'm committing to A&M.’ With 
Jimbo Fisher's offense, | was much happier 
for him to be at A&M.” 

He wouldn't follow in the footsteps of his 
idol to Norman, Okla., but created some of 
his own footsteps to College Station, just 
90 minutes from home. But he'd still get to 
wear No. 28. 

Isaiah was pressed into a starting role 
as a true freshman in 2019 and has estab- 
lished himself as one of the top backs in 
the SEC with his combination of power and 
speed. He was one of only three SEC run- 
ning backs to top 1,000 yards in 2020.

mostly repeated a cycle of bringing in 
coaches, watching them fail and then 
starting over. 

The latest hire is Notre Dame defensive 
coordinator Clark Lea, who knows the 
situation well: He's the son of a Vander- 
bilt alum, grew up in Nashville, walked 
on to the Commodore football team from 
2002-04 and earned two degrees at Vandy. 

What Lea inherits is distinctly different 
in two ways — one bad and another good. 

The program bottomed out in coach 
Derek Mason’s last two seasons, though 
much was beyond Mason’s control. Mo- 
rale was awful; quarterback Ken Seals uses 
the word “selfish” many times to describe 
player attitudes. Opt-outs came early and 
often and continued with mounting losses. 

The dam broke in a 41-0 shellacking on 
Nov, 28 at Missouri. Mason had lost the 
team and was fired the next day, More play- 
ers quit; Vandy barely had enough players 
for a 42-17 pasting by Tennessee. A small 
COVID-19 outbreak then forced the can- 
cellation of the Georgia game and the end 
of the season. 

With that, Vanderbilt hit a new low, ex- 
periencing the first winless campaign since 
the school started playing football in 1890. 

“You have this kind of heartfelt belief in 
a program and its potential, and yet you're 
coming back at a time where it experienced 
such disappointment,” Lea said. 

New chancellor Daniel Diermeier made 
the calls on Mason and Lea. He leaned 
heavily on Vandy baseball coach Tim 
Corbin’s recommendation on the hire. 
Corbin — Vandy's most successful coach 
ever in any sport — knew Lea during his 
playing days and the two remained close. 

Corbin is the master of details, which 
left a profound influence on Lea. 

“It’s the small things Coach Lea wants us 
to master. Making sure things are cleaned 
up after you leave; you're leaving your 
space better than you found it; you're 
thanking people; you're being appreciative 
for everything you're given,” Seals said. 

The other distinction: Vandy finally has a 
chancellor who has prioritized sports success,

The school soon made Lea’s space much 
better than he found it. In April, Diermeier 
announced a $300 million capital campaign 
for improving athletics facilities, with foot- 
ball getting the bulk of the investment. 
Locker room renovations have started. Con- 
struction on a new football operations facil- 
ity begins at the end of this season. 

Meanwhile, Lea has broken ground on 
changing attitudes, and everyone's noticed. 

“The individuality, the selfishness, I feel 
like is being eliminated,” Seals said. “The 
expectations are much higher. It's wel- 
comed among all the players. ... I think 
that’s going to make us a probably better 
football team and better men and people 
when we leave, in general.” 


OFFENSE 


The Commodores don’t have the talent 
compared to the rest of the league, so keep- 
ing possession and controlling clock will be 
important under first-time offensive coor- 
dinator David Raih. 

“At receiver, you have some big-bodied 
guys who can catch the football,” Lea 
said, “so that gives you a chance to have 
a complementary possession game, where 
you have a strong running attack. We think 
we have some good runners, but you also 
have the ability to catch the ball and stay 
in rhythm with the passing game. 

“We have to identify where the chunk 
plays are coming from. ... That’s both play 
design and having guys step up in roles as 
playmakers.” 

Ken Seals arrived on campus in January 
2020, seized the quarterback job in spring 
practice and never came close to losing it. 
He had some issues with ball security and 
sometimes forced throws, but he showed 
poise, accuracy and leadership uncommon 
for a freshman. 

Mike Wright, the team’s fastest player — 
he ran a 10.87 in the 100 meters in high 
school — wasn’t accurate enough to push 
Seals a year ago but improved this spring. 

“We're keeping the quarterback competi- 
tion open and they know that,” Lea said. 
“| thought Ken had a good spring. Mike 
Wright had a really good finish to spring

and really came on late.” 

Look for transfer Re’Mahn Davis to be a 
high-volume workload back. Davis proved 
to be hard to tackle this spring. Ja’Veon 
Marlow has shown shiftiness, speed and 
pass-catching ability but has had trouble 
staying healthy. 

At receiver, Cam Johnson and Chris 
Pierce Jr. are dependable pass catchers, and 
Amir Abdur-Rahman is capable of generat- 
ing big plays. Backup Will Sheppard was 
probably the MVP of the spring game with 
a three-touchdown effort, which included 
several athletic plays. 

Ben Bresnahan is a dependable target 
who should rank among the league's re- 
ceiving leaders at tight end. Backup Gavin 
Schoenwald can catch, too, and he and Jus- 
tin Ball may see elevated roles. 

‘There were no expectations for Vander- 
bilt’s green offensive line a year ago, but 
the young group showed some flashes of 
competence and now returns a combina- 
tion of experience and depth. Ten line-

Cole Clemens, Vandy’s most experienced 
lineman, sat out in 2020. He was mostly a 
guard under the former staff but started at 
left tackle in the spring. Right tackle Brad- 
ley Ashmore played all nine games in his 
first year on campus last year, making five 
starts. 

Tyler Steen (last year’s starting left tack- 
le) slides one spot to guard. A slew of ex- 
perienced players will battle at the other 
two spots, though second-year player Kevo 
Wesley, who played just once in 2020, has 
the edge at center. 

“That group is coming together,” Lea 
said. 


DEFENSE 


Former Baltimore Ravens defensive backs 
coach Jesse Minter is the new coordinator 
and prefers a 4-2-5 scheme. Minter’s last ex- 
perience both in college and as a coordina- 
tor came at Georgia State in 2016. Before 


that, he was at Indiana State, both times 
turning miserable units into good ones. 

He'll need to do that again. 

Last year, Vanderbilt got whipped at the 
point of attack, lost one footrace after an- 
other in the secondary and didn’t tackle 
well. Vanderbilt allowed 37.3 points per 
game, 5.7 yards per rush, 8.9 yards per pass 
and forced just nine turnovers (two inter- 
ceptions). 

The team’s top six tacklers — in order, 
Anfernee Orji, Jaylen Mahoney, Allan 
George, Dashaun Jerkins, Brendon Harris 
and Ethan Barr — return. However, those 
top five tacklers were defensive backs, and 
the only two linemen with more than 18 
tackles are gone. Returning players gener- 
ated just 4.5 sacks and one interception. 

The defense allowed 68 points in the 
spring game as last year’s problems popped 
up again. 

“In the spring, the defense showed 
strong, aggressive play, a physical point-of-

‘The best hope for change starts up front, 
where the hope is that some formerly 
highly-rated line recruits who started their 
careers elsewhere — whether that’s Derek 
Green (Oklahoma), Malik Langham (Flor- 
ida), Alex Williams (Ohio State) or Rutger 
Reitmaier (Oregon) — materialize. Green 
was out, and Langham (who'll play three- 
technique) was the best of that bunch in 
the spring. 

Daevion Davis has had the best Vandy 
career among the returnees and should 
start again. Elijah McAllister ended the 
spring as the starter at the “star” portion; 
he's a rangy, 6-6 athlete with some dis- 
ruptive potential. Christian James ended 
spring as the starter at the five-technique. 
Vandy signed five freshman linemen and 
several may have a shot to play.

Former Vandy running back Norval McKenzie 
was hired over the winter from Louisville, where 
he coached running backs from 2019-20. He'll 
also serve as the run game coordinator. The playing 
Careers of the trio overlapped from 2002-04, when. 
Bobby Johnson was Vanderbilt's head coach. 

The Commodores lost three potential starters 
after Lee’s arrival in running back Keyon Henry- 
Brooks, center Grant Miller and safety Donovan 


Kaufman, who hit the transfer portal in the spring. * 


Henry-Brooks led VU with 494 rushing yards in 
just six games, while Kaufman — who might have 
been Vandy's most talented returning defender — 
played just twice as a true freshman due to health- 
related issues. Miller, who barely came off the field 
in 2020, landed at Baylor and should start there. 

Lea spoke this spring of a 10-year “vision for 
success” for Vanderbilt football, but clarified how 
that translated in the short term. 

“We work every day to maximize this roster we 
have right now and to put it in the best competi- 
tive position we can be in, All our systems aren't 
directed towards long-term goals. ... There’s an in- 
credible short-term focus on how we set ourselves 
up for the results we want this fall, and our players 
feel that every single day,” he said. 

“When | speak of 10-year success, what | mean 
is, more than anything else, my intention is to be 
here to see that success through, which means we 
don't make decisions for the future of this program 
that compromise where we'll be in 10 years for 
‘some kind of bump in excitement and attention in 
the short term.”

Nn Sept. 26, 2020, Vanderbilt's Ken 
O= became just the third true 

freshman quarterback to start his 
team’s first game since the league re-insti- 
tuted freshman ability in 1972. It seemed 
like just another night to Seals until sud- 
denly, as he warmed up, it didn’t. 

“Your eyes kind of get lost in the stands 
a little bit, just the pure size of — | had 
been to Kyle Field before but never in the 
middle of the field, especially about to play 
a football game,” Seals said with a laugh. 
“So | think it was at that moment | was like, 
‘Wow, can | do this?” 

Seals, who prepped three hours away at 
Texas’ Weatherford High, hit 20 of 29 pass- 
es for 150 yards and a touchdown. He also 
threw two interceptions as the Commo- 
dores just missed an upset, losing 17-12. 

Five games later, Seals threw for 336 
yards — but also three interceptions — as 
the Commodores just missed another upset 
at Mississippi State. His talent was obvious, 
but he took no solace in moral victories. 

“| think about two games — Texas A&M 
and Mississippi State — and those were 
the two games where | walked away feel- 
ing like | let my teammates down. ... | let it 
bother me, but | tried not to let those things 
carry on into the next week.” 

That attitude made Seals a natural leader 
for a team that lacked one. 

“| had older players — receivers and 
a couple of linemen — come to me and 
say, ‘Listen, this is what we need. We need 
someone who's going to tell us when we're 
screwing up, someone who's going to take 
command of the huddle. ... Don’t think that 
just because you're coming in here your 
first year as a freshman, that you can’t de- 
mand more of us or have high expectations 
and hold us accountable, because that’s 
what we need,’” Seals said.

Bemoaning the lack of big plays, coach Willie Tag- 
gart changed offensive coordinators, bringing in Mi- 
chael Johnson Sr, who coached with Taggart at Oregon 
and most recently was at Mississippi State in 2019. 

His son, quarterback Michael Johnson Jr, trans- 
ferred in from Penn State in December, and had a 56- 
yard completion to wide receiver Aaron Young in the 
spring game. For good measure, Taggart’s son, Willie 
‘Taggart Jr, connected with new running back Johnny 
Ford for a 75-yard completion. 

During the spring, Johnson and Taggart were in a 
four-way competition with veterans Nick Tronti and 
Javion Posey for the starting quarterback job ... and 
then after spring practice ended, former Miami QB 
N’Kosi Perry announced he was immediately transfer- 
ring to FAU, too, Perry, it should be noted, threw four 
touchdown passes in beating Taggart’s Florida State 
team, 28-27, in 2018. 

The Owls return nine other starters, including run- 
ning back James Charles (a team-best 429 rushing 
yards) and receivers TJ Chase (23 receptions for 218 
yards), Jordan Merrell (18-218), and Brandon Robinson

OFFENSE

went 25 of 52 for 252 yards in five appearances (two 
starts), and Wiggins was 22 of 48 for 284 yards in three 
games (one start). 

They are facing a push from Haden Carlson, who 
didn't play as a freshman. Stone Norton (two starts) 
transferred. 

Whoever emerges will have a couple of experienced 
receivers as potential targets. Bryce Singleton led 
the Panthers with 14 catches for 150 yards in his five 
games, and Nate Jefferson recorded six receptions for 
68 yards, After missing 2020 to injury, Shemar Thom- 
ton looks to reclaim the starting spot he had in 2019, 
when he led FIU with 51 receptions. 

Newcomer Tyrese Chambers will challenge for 
a starting spot, The transfer from Sacred Heart was 
a 2019 finalist for the Jerry Rice Award, given to the 
top freshman at the FCS level, 

Veteran D'vonte Price heads a solid stable of running 
backs after rushing for 581 yards (68 per carry). Kejon

protection and drops — limited the Seminoles’ ability 
to build drives and score points. 

Newcomer McKenzie Milton won't solve all of the 
problems, but he showed in spring workouts he is more 
than an inspirational leader. Milton threw for 8,683 
yards, with 72 TDs and 22 interceptions from 2016 to 
2018 at UCF before suffering a brutal knee injury that 
requited nine surgeries, At FSU, his mobility was not a 
question and some of his best practices came toward 
the end of spring. 

FSU spent the spring seeking freshmen to emerge 
alongside Ontaria Wilson (g0 receptions, 382 yards, 2 
TDs) in three receiver sets. Early enrollees Malik McClain 
and Joshua Burrell, as well as redshirt freshman Kentron 
Poitier, are all 62 or taller and could eam starting spots. 

Jashaun Corbin has emerged as FSU's most 
consistent back, while Lawrance Toafili is an elusive 
receiver out of the backfield. The offensive line, led by 
guard Devontay Love-Taylor and tackle Robert Scott 
Jr, made strides in run blocking, but still allowed 2g 
sacks in nine games. 


DEFENSE 

The second year in coordinator Adam Fuller's 4-2-5 
will surely find improvement after allowing 36 points 
a game, 

Georgia transfer Jermaine Johnson was the star of 
the spring, showing speed and physicality at defensive 
end, An FSU defense that had just nine sacks in nine 
games sorely needs Johnson, who had five sacks in 
seven games with the Bulldogs last fall. Keir Thomas 
started 32 games at South Carolina before transfer- 
ring and could start at the other end.

Georgia Southern made a change at offensive co- 
ordinator midway through last season, going with 
Doug Ruse as an interim after Bob DeBesse was let 
go amidst his third season calling plays in Statesboro, 

Ruse earned the full-time position and will be rely- 
ing on Justin Tomlin, who is replacing four-year start- 
ing quarterback Shai Werts. 

The Eagles figure to still lean heavily on their op:

He also 
threw 1g interceptions — but eight of those came in 
the first three games of the season, 

He settled down after that and learned how to use 
his legs more (25 yards rushing in the last three

Fellow freshman Jahmyr Gibbs emerged as an elec- 
tric running back before an injury cut short his season, 
He accounted for 763 yards of total offense in seven 
games as a valuable X-factor. 

Tech is loaded at running back, Jordan Mason was 
third team All-ACC in 2019 before injuries slowed his 
2020 season, and the Jackets also have talented Jami- 
ous Griffin and Dontae Smith. 

Tech added Northwestern transfer Kyrie MeGowan 
as a combo receiver who can line up anywhere on the 
field.

OFFENSE 

Considering the way quarterback Luke Anthony 
was carted off the field in December after a gruesome 
compound fracture in his right leg, concern about his 
future is valid. 

Although Anthony, the 2020 C-USA Newcomer of 
the Year, missed the spring, coach Skip Holtz repeated 
time and again that doctors expect a full recovery in 
time for the season, which is welcome news after the 
quarterback threw for 16 touchdowns with five inter- 
ceptions in 2020. 

Still, Anthony did miss spring ball, as he did in 
2020, so the injury and lack of reps are worrisome. 
Backup Aaron Allen, who led the charge in the spring, 
did play in 10 games last season, so the Bulldogs aren't 
exactly without options. 

‘The skill positions aren't spectacular, but they are 
above average. 

Returning starting receivers Isaiah Graham and 
Griffin Hebert, along with return specialist Smoke 
Harris, who led the team in receptions as a non-starter, 
will help either quarterback. 

Appalachian State graduate transfer Marcus Wil- 
liams Jr. will lead a running back committee that 
could surprise, or, at minimum, improve after ranking 
last in the league with 99.2 rushing yards per game. 

‘A good year from the offensive line could be the 
difference between a good season and a potential run 
ata title, 


DEFENSE 

If Louisiana Tech remains in the bottom third of 
the league in defense (11th in scoring defense in 2020, 
ith in total defense, 11th in passing defense and ninth 
in rush defense), it won’t be because of a lack of ex- 
perience. The good news/bad news of the Bulldogs 
defense is there are 10 returning starters. 

Starting in the back, Tech brings in three

He threw for 2,617 yards and 20 
TDs last season, although his interception total of 12 
was too high. He's a dual-threat quarterback who has 
improved his decision-making and will be protected 
by a line that should be much improved. 

Jalen Mitchell (347 yards, 2 TDs) emerged as a pri- 
mary running back late in the season when Hawkins 
opted out. He leads a loaded backfield that also in- 
cludes speedster Hassan Hall (1,027 yards and 10 TDs 
for his career) and true freshman Trevion Cooley, one 
of the top-rated recruits in the incoming class. 

The line returns seven players who have started a 
game during their career, including multi-year starter 
Cole Bentley at center and Caleb Chandler at guard.

The former Tulane offensive coordinator will serve 
as his own offensive coordinator and quarterbacks 
coach, implementing an offense he describes as mul: 
tiple with pro elements and plenty of tempo. 

Last year’s starting quarterback, Jack Abraham, 
transferred to Mississippi State and his backup, Tate 
Whatley, decided to call it a career, That leaves redshirt 
sophomore Trey Lowe, a West Virginia transfer and a 
dual threat, as the favorite to start the season opener. 
Star signee Ty Keyes will be given a chance to see if he 
can make a jump in the fall. 

USM was shallow and small at running back after 
the spring, but second-year freshman Frank Gore dr. 
showed he can carry the load with 121 carries for 708 
yards and two touchdowns in 2020. 

Junior Jason Brownlee appears ready to take over 
as the go-to man at receiver after leading the team 
with 34 catches for 610 yards and five touchdowns in 
his first season out of junior college. 


DEFENSE 

While USM has some nice pieces, there are plenty 
of questions heading into the fall after the defense 
suffered from inconsistent play over the past three 
seasons. 

Linebacker Santrell Latham was clearly the team’s 
best defender for much of the 2020 season, when 
he put up 49 tackles and four sacks in eight games. 
Middle linebacker Hayes Maples, who earned second- 
team all-conference honors last season, had a strong 
spring, but an apparent knee injury puts his season in 
some doubt. 

The biggest change under first-year coordinator 
Austin Armstrong is that comerbacks will be ex: 
pected to play man-to-man. Eric Scott Jr. and Natrone

Michael Pratt didn't start until Tulane’s fourth game, 
but by the time he was finished, his 20 touchdown 
passes led all freshmen in the country. Pratt needs to 
improve his efficiency (65.1 percent, 1,808 yards), but 
if he builds on his debut season, Tulane will have the 
balance needed to attack top-notch defenses. 

New offensive coordinator Chip Long, a Broyles 
Award finalist (top assistant in the country) when he 
was at Notre Dame in 2018, spent the bulk of spring 
drills working on the passing game. 

Wide receivers Duece Watts and Jha'Quan Jackson, 
each with 31 receptions, should post bigger numbers 
in their second year with Pratt and first with Long. 
Long's offense is friendly to tight ends, so Tyrick James 
(08 catches, 202 yards) can expect a significant jump, 

Coach Willie Fritz teams have produced four of the 
top five rushing totals in school history, and Tulane 
averaged a league-best 2171 yards last year despite 
losing game-breaker Tyjae Spears to a torn ACL early 
in the third game. If fully recovered, Spears is « threat 
to gain 1,000 yards, while Cameron Carroll (741 yards, 
team-high 12 rushing TDs) and Utah grad transfer 
Devin Brumfeld will be significant factors, too. 

The line returns four starters, including All-AAC 
candidates guard Corey Dublin and center Sincere 
Haynesworth.

OFFENSE

Witherspoon should provide big plays, while veteran 
Lucious Stanley is a reliable backup. 

At quarterback, Tyler Johnston III, Dylan Hopkins 
and Bryson Lucero will compete for the starting nod. 
All three have started games at UAB. However, there’s 
no doubt that Johnston is this team’s leader. He has 
great touch on the deep ball and keeps defenses hon- 
est with his legs. What he does best, though, is find 
ways to win. 

Depth and quality at receiver are mysteries, but 
the Blazers came out of spring practice feeling better 
about the position, Trea Shropshire was magnificent 
in the championship game win over Marshall and 
Ryan Davis was a standout in the spring.

UCF's key retumners include linebackers Eriq Gil- 
yard, who was the Knights’ second-leading tackler be- 
hind safety Richie Grant with 59 stops (85 for losses) 
and Tatum Bethune (57 tackles, 2.5 sacks).

No. 2 Florida stumbled in a mid-October trip 
to Auburn but rose back to the top of the SEC 
East and peaked at the right time. Florida was 
No. 4 heading into the SEC title game against 
Arkansas, but the stars aligned as No. 3 Michi- 
gan lost to No. 1 Ohio State, and UCLA stunned 
No, 2 USC, leaving the door open for Urban Mey- 
er’s boys. The Gators trailed, 21-17, in the second 
half before freshman Wondy Pierre-Louis recov- 
ered a muffed punt for one touchdown, and Percy 
Harvin bolted 67 yards for another, and the Ga- 
tors won, 38-28. That put them in the national ti- 
tle game against unbeaten Ohio State. Even after 
OSU's Ted Ginn Jr. returned the opening kickoff 
for a TD, Florida drilled the Buckeyes, 41-14,

20 YEARS AGO: 2001 


‘As November arrived in Nick Saban’s second 
season in Baton Rouge, LSU was 2-3 in the SEC 
but somehow remained in the hunt in the hy- 
percompetitive West Division. The Tigers rattled 
off successive victories over Alabama, Arkansas 
and finally Auburn (in 2001 the Sept. 15 games 
were postponed until Dec. 1), and somehow, the 
5-3 Tigers had worked their way into the SEC 
Championship Game. There, they faced second- 
ranked Tennessee, riding a seven-game winning 
streak and poised to advance to the BCS title 
game, But LSU freshman QB Matt Mauck came 
off the bench to lead a fourth-quarter rally and 
the Tigers topped UT for their first SEC title 
since 1986.

25 YEARS AGO: 1996 

After No, 2 Florida State had beaten No. 1 
Florida, 24-21, at the end of the regular sea- 
son, the Gators still managed to finish No. 3 
in the polls. Back when the Pac-10 and Big Ten 
weren't quite involved, that put Florida in the 
Bowl Alliance championship game for a strange 
rematch with the Seminoles. Earlier in the day, 
No. 2 Arizona State was knocked off by Ohio 
State in the Rose Bowl, which left the Sugar to 
claim an undisputed national title game. And 
Steve Spurrier and his Gators did not disap- 
point, rolling to a surprisingly easy 52-20 vic- 
tory — Florida's first national championship. 
Danny Wuerffel led the SEC record-breaking 
offense to 46.6 points a game and became the 
first Heisman winner to play for a Heisman 
winner (Spurrier, 1966).

50 YEARS AGO: 1971 


This was the year of the Game of the Century 
between No. 1 Nebraska and No. 2 Oklahoma 
on Thanksgiving Day. The Cornhuskers won, 
35-31, and went on to roll past Bear Bryant's 
No. 2-ranked Alabama in the Orange Bowl, 
38-6. Still, it was quite a year for Bear and Bama, 
winning the sixth of his 14 SEC titles. Alabama 
enjoyed a perfect regular season, starting with 
a 17-10 win over fifth-ranked USC, and ended 
with a 31-7 win over Sullivan and fifth-ranked 
Auburn. This was the season Bryant integrated 
Alabama‘s football program for the first time, 
breaking the color barrier with lineman John 
Mitchell Jr., whom he later hired on his staff. 
In 2021, Mitchell is still an assistant head coach 
with the Pittsburgh Steelers.
